After the interview between M. Waddington 
and Lord Granville the Foreign Office tele- 

raphed to Sir Harry Parkes, the New British 

inister to China, an important communica- 
tion for the Chinese Government advising the 
seceptance of the French terms and pressing 
for an early settlement to prevent further dem- 
onstrations against Europeans. The Anglo- 
Chinese banks and business houses here con- 
tinue incredulous as to the possibility of war. 
The Chinese produce markets are unaffected, 
although there are only three months’ supplies 
of teain London. A war would cause a cer- 
tain and instartaneous rise of from 50 to 100 
_ cent. in all Chinese products. So far they 

ve not moved. 

Colonial dispatches from Australia exhibit 
the highest indignation at the conduct of the 
Government with regard to New-Guinea and 
the Pacific Islands. It is hard to say whether 
Mr. Gladstone or the Governor of Noumea at 
the moment is the best-abused person in these 
colonies—Mr. Gladstone for refusing, and the 
Governor for proposing, to take possession. 

The English and French Governments seem 
to understand each other, and the existing 
agreement will no doubt be observed on both 
sides. Meantime, the wildest language of the 
London and Paris press is mild compared with 
the terrific cackle of the English and 
French colonial organs. Among the various 
frontier limitations, which have been settled 
from time to time by treaties, is that 
which included Croatia as a part of 
the Hungerian Kingdom. Unfortunately for 
the cause of reace, the assignment of this 
section of the Slav race to Hungarian rule 
was the result of a diplomatic, not of racial, 
delimitation. The consequence is a chronic 
state of anarchy and a batred of the name 
and language of the rulers. Although the 
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pioneers of a projected South Slavonian agi- 
tation which is to be directed not against 


Hungary alone, but against the Austrian Em- 
pire generally.

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MR. HENDRICKS IMPRESSED 


WHAT HE THOUGHT AFTER VISIT- 
ING MR. TILDEN. 
THE POLITICAL LEADERS OF THE WEST UPON 
THE POSSIBILITIES AND PROBABILITIES 
or 1884. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 15.—Mr. Hen- 
dricks returned last night from his three- 
speech tour in Iowa. He does not claim to” 
have acquired avery profound knowledge of 
the political situation there, but contents him- 
self with saying that he found the Democrats 
very hopeful. It is plain that Mr. Hendricks 
has not the faintest idea of Democratic success 
in the Hawk-eye State. 

When asked about his visit to Mr. Tilden at 
Greystone, he said he was in New-York City, 
en route to Connecticut to attend to some 
legal business, and that Mr. Tilden sent for 
him twice, and under the circumstances he 
had made the cal], though hitherto he had de- 
clined to do so because his visit would be mis- 
construed. He said that politics was not men- 
tioned between them until just before he left 
Greystone, when a third person, supposed to 
be John Kelly himself, camein. Then Mr. 
Tilden remarked upon his own candidacy, say- 


ing that he didnot desire to undergo a five 
years’ racket such as a campaign and an Ad- 
ministration would involve. The impression 
left upon Mr. Hendricks’s mind was that Mr. 
Tilden did not consider a nomination a si- 
bility. Mr. Hendricks reports that he found 
Mr. Tilden in excellent health and enjoying 
himself immensely at his rural home. 

The presence of Mr. Hendricks and Mr. Mc- 
Donald in the State of lowa at the same time 
has been maliciously construed as a game of 
spy, the one statesman upon the other, and 
there has been all sorts of talk about it. Of 
course, the suggestion is an impertinence. 
But it suggests the public recognition of the 
deep and unflagging political difference there 
is between the Castor and Follux of Indiana 
Democracy. 

Indiana politicians will do their fair share of 
work in the Iowa campaign. Senator Ben 
Harrison leaves here for that State to-morrow 
night to make five speeches, and Gov. Porter 
goes in ashort time for six speeches at the re- 
quest of the Republican Committee. 

By the way, there is more and more talk of 
the shrewdness and the possible ambition of 
Gov. Porter. Atthe German Saengerfest re- 
cently held here the Governor madea most 
felicitous address, the echoes of which have 
not died away yet. [ts neatiy turned compli- 
ments caugbt the ear and hearts of the Ger- 
mans greatly, and it bas been spoken of as a 
very handsome and effective bit of political 
work, not to say electioneering. 

Sehuyler Coifax, though out of political 
life, keeps his weather eye open as he goes up 
and down the country. In a published inter- 
view to-day he says of the Republican nomi- 
nation-in 1884: ** Arthur seems to meet with 
general favor, but in my travels about the 
country lecturing I hear Lincoln’s name men- 
tioned very often, and he would bea strong 
candidate. He has madea good Cabinet ofti- 
cer, has kept free of rings, and he is, more- 
over, the son of his father. But there is no 
scarcity of available men. The Republican 
Party will elect its candidate, not so much on 
account of strength as because it seems to be 
predestined that the Democrats shall remain 
out of power. The truth is, the business 
classes of the land are afraid to trust them, 
and though they give them a chance in off 
years, when it comes to the pinch and Presi- 
dential year comes round, they say * We bad 
better let well enough alone,’ and vote the 
Republican ticket,”’ 

Of Indiana and New-York Mr. Colfax said: 
** Indiana is the closest State in the Union. It 
is a shave either way. I don’t think McDon- 
ald is any stronger than his ticket. Hendricks 
is perhaps a few yotes stronger, but not much.

The regular census of the voters of the State 
required to be made by the Auditor every six 
vears as a basis of Congressional and legislative 
apportionment has just been completed. ‘Ihe 
tabulated statemeut shows that there has 
been an increase since 1877 of 48,607 voters in 
Indiana, and that the voting population now 
numbers 499,835, of whom 10,298 are coldred 
men. ‘rhe increase of white voters during the 
six vears is 46,565, which is at the rate of over 
10 per cent. The increase in the number of 
colored voters during the same period has 


been 2,043, or about 25 per cent. 


DEMOCRATIC FACTIONS IN OHIO. 
A CONFERENCE COMMITTEE OF THE M’LEAN 
FACTION SNUBBED. 

CrxcrnnaTI, Sept. 15.—The committees 
of both of the Democratic factions met at the 
sare house this afternoon. At the meeting of 
the McLean committee it was reported that a 
sub-committee had conferred with a commit- 
tee representing the reformers in regard to 
securing harmony in the party ranks. They 
were coldly received, impolitely treated, and 
accomplished nothing. This report was made 
verbally by one of the members of the sub- 
committee. A quite different report had 
evidently been expected. Objection was made 
to the form of the report, and the Chairman 
of the sub-committee, who was not present, 
will be asked to prepare a written report of 
the so-called conference. Inquiry was made 
as to why Congressman Jordan was not pres- 
ent, and it was hinted that he had gone over 
to the reformers. 

At the meeting of the Reform Committee it 
was reported that an effort had been made by 
the McLean faction to bring about a confer- 
ence for the alleged purpose of securing bar- 
mony of action among Democrats, but the 
proposition that a conference should be held 
was not of an official character, and no atten- 
tion had been paidtoit. The reformers evi- 
dently placed but jittle faith in the sincerity of 
the request that a conference be held. An ad- 
dress to the voters of Hamilton County was 
agreed upon, which will be published in the 
morning. It is signed by the Reform Exec- 
utive Committee, and recites the reasons which 
are aJready well understood for placing a third 
ticket in the field.

RAILROAD WAR IN CHICAGO. 


RATES BEING CUT BY SEVERAL ROADS EAST, 
WEST, AND SOUTH. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 15.—This city is just now en- 
joying the spectacle of three separate railroad wars, 
involving the roads West, South, and East, and, asa 
consequence, railroad officers are much excited 
over the present troubles and others almost certain 


to come, As eer in these dispatches last 
night, the Pan Handle to-day cut the rate to Lou- 
isville openly, making a six-dollar rate to all 
comers. This was done on the ground that scalp- 
ers were selling tickets by the Louisville, New- 
Albany and Chicago Road for $7. The sale 
opened up lively to-day, both roads selling at $6. 
Late this afternoen the Pan Handle route an- 
nounced a further cut in rates to $5 un- 
til further notice. This was at once met 
by the Kankakee Line and the Louis- 
ville, Now-Albany and Chicago route. A leading 
oftivers of the last named line said to a reporter: 
“You may eay for me that the Loulsvilie, New- 
Alpany and Chicago route will meet any rate made 
by rival lines, and will not be the first to cry for 
quarter."* A telegram was received from the General 
Passenger Agent of the Kankakee Line to-day in- 
structing the acent here to meet any rate made by 
the other lines.

CONTROL OF THE SOUTH-EASTERN. 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC PAYING LARGE 
CLAIMS AGAINST THE ROAD. 

Boston, Sept, 15.—A special dispatch from 
Montreal to the Journa! says: ‘ There is the 
highest authority for stating that all hope has been 
abandoned for a successful negotiation for the sale 
of the South-eastern Railroad to the Chapman 
syndicate, and it is assumed that the South-eastern 
Road will soon pass into the possession of the 


Canadian Pacific, or will be controlled by parties 
in their interest.”” Jt is stated that the Canadian 
Pacific Company bas paid the claim of the Wasou 
Manufacturing Company against the South-exustern 
Roaa, and for the satisiaction of which a writ of 
replevin ona large number of cars was issued to 
United States Marshal Henry. Pavers attaching a 
large quantity of wood along the line of the South- 
eastern were also issued yesterday by creditors iu 
Vermont, but this claim has been settled by the 
Canadian Pacific. The claims of the Canadian 
Pacific, Passumpsic, and Boston, Concord 
and Montreal Rallroads against the South- 
eastern Koad now aggregate $2,000,000, and this 
financial bold on the road, connected with the fact 
that the parties in the interest of these roads con- 
stitute the majority of the active Directors of the 
South-eastern, makes it almost certain that the 
road will soon be owned by the largest creditors of 
Bradley Barlow. 

Receiver Hendee, of the Vermont National Bank 
of Sc. Albans, is in Montreal to-day for the pur 
pose of conferring with persons acting in tbe in- 
terest of the Canadian Pacific. In the event of the 
Canadian Pacific, Passumpsic, and Boston, Con- 
cord and Montreal Railroads coming into posses- 
sion of the South-castern Rallroad proper, it will 
be necessary to secure the Montreal, Portland and 
Boston Rallroad in order to complete their line 
aod make the desired connection between their 
respective terminal points at Montreal and West 
Farnham, a distance of 30 miles. This important 
link is owned by a separaié corporation, and has 
au incumbranee of $901,000 of first mortgage bonds, 
of which $501,000 is held as collateral security by 
the Vermont National Bank on its loan of $319,000 
to Bradley Barlow. The Canadian Pacific end 
other roads interested in the line have made an 
offer to Reeeiver Hendee for the purchase of tbe 
bonds in question, but at a lower ticure than the

VOLUNTEERS FOR 
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CHINA. 


A RECRUITING OFFICE OPENED IN A PHIL- 
ADELPHIA LAUNDRY, 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 15.—The establishment 
of a Chinese recruiting office in New-York for the 
war in Annam has been followed by the institution 
of a branch in this city. Chong Lee, proprietor of 
a laundry on Tenth street, near Arch, is the ac- 


credited heed of the movement here. Bang Foo,a 
Locust-street laundryman, jumped out of Lee's 
cellar at 2 o'clock this morning in a state of excite- 
ment, superinduced by the rash admixture of the 
Melican cocktail with the Chinese opium. In his 
excited condition Foo shouied, “Me cuttee libbel 
out of Flenchman.” When somewhat quieted 
down, Foo, who is an elderiy gentleman with a 
scarred und wrinkled face and a decimated cue, 
declared himself as the first volunteer. He said 
he was an ex-pirate of the Yellow Sea, and in 
his younger days a Hong Kong “* Deadee 
Labitt." as he expressed it, explaining 
that his past history was mixed up with that of 
the volunteer department of that Chinese port. 
During the conversation Foo waved excitedlya 
copy of a paper announcing the crossing of the 
Mongkal, and, pointing to the name of an obscure 
Chinese Admiral named Tom Gong, who, he said, 
wus a reformed pirate Captain on whose junk he 
had sailed, Foo declared that over a aozen China- 


| men had already enlisted, and that the recruiting 


lists were Kept in Chong Lee's shop. He also 
boasted that, although his position here was merely 
that of a private, on the arrivul of the Philadelphia 
contingent in New-York, where his military record

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DETECTIVES ALL AT FAULT

FAILURE OF THE LATEST CLUES 
IN 1HE ROSE AMBLER CASE. 
UNSUCCESSFUL IN THE 8ZARCH FOR FUR- 
TBER EVIDENCE TO CONNECT WILLIAM 
LEWIS. WITH THE CRIME. 

NEw-HAVEn, Sept. 15.—State Attorney Fes- 
senden’s trio of detectives returnec ta Bridgeport 
this evening from their Naugatuck Vulley exear- 
sion to confess that their three days’ labor there 
has been virtually in vain. It has beon boasted in 
the inner official circles of Fairfield County that 
finally a big burst of light was about to illuminate 
the mysterious murder of Rose Clark Ambler, and 
reveal to justice herslayer. As stated in the dis- 
patch to Toe Tiuxs yesterday the detectives have 
been industriously canvassing Birmingham, Derby, 
and Shelton, the villages which William Lewis, 
Rose's lover, visits daily. In addition to the four 
affidavits there outlined the detectives have been 
able to obtain other statements from more or less 
responsible persons tending to criminate Lewis, 
but interviews to-night with them and with the 
county officers, by whom they are employed and 
to whom they report, show plainly that these in- 
vestigators are in anything else than a contented 
and satisfied mood. , 

These latest clues, which at the start promised so 
much, bid fairto come to an end almost as bar- 
ren as those which inculpated—each in turn and 
separately—Boston White, the negro, John Pierce, 
the railroad employe, Michael Heslin, the three- 
fingered Irishman, and Norman Ambler, the girl's 
divorced husband. Oneafter another each of these 
men were suspected, surrounded with criminating 


circumstances, placed under surveillance, and pre- 
pared for arrest, and in turn vach suspicion was 
dismissed, and each suspect fitted out with an im- 

roachable record. But during all this time there 

ave been expressions of opinion that some guilt 
somehow must attach to William Lewis, the insipid 
fellow who sent his sweetheart unprotected 
toward her home over a_ lonely coun- 
try road in the night-time. Twice was 
his record searched, twice was he declared 
innocent. The State's attorney and the Corouer 
questioned him. The jury rigidly examined him. 
The detectives confronted him with charges. The 
State attorney and the Coroner, the jury and the 
detectives all dismissed nim from their presence, 
with the statement that not a scintilla of convine- 
ing evidence was obtainable against him. An 
eccentric stranger was brought into the case. But 
the theory whieh involved him was the theory of 
a volunteer detective, and they of the offi- 
cial household sneered and tabooed it. Two 
or three witnesses came forward to testify 
that they had seen a mysterious stranger loitering 
on the Oronoque road,in Rose Ambler’s home- 
ward path, and within an hour or less of the time 
when William Lewis avers that she bade him fare- 
well at the grape arbor on that fateful Sunday 
night a fortnight ago. The official detectives were 
impressed with the idea that they, too, must have 
& mysterious stranger. They claimed to have 
found one, but he was not produced. Their tardy 
pace intensified excitement, Stratford and the 
sturdy honest farmer folk,in town meeting as- 
sembled, offered a reward of $1,000 for the crim- 
inal'’s apprehension. 

The mysterious stranger theory forthwith disap- 
pears and William Lewis is brought to the rack 
again, but the pursuit loiters while the public de- 
mands a bigger reward, hoping so to induce quick- 
er and better work.- State Attorney Fessenden 
and Gov. Waller agree that the reward shall be 
$4,000 instead of $1,000, and the announcement 
comes from offieial circles that an arrest is not to 
be longer delayed. William Lewis is to be sent to 
Bridgeport Jail. Spota on his lap-robe, which 
an expert is expecied to discover are human 
biood, were to be considered sufficient evi- 
dence in connection with certain other 
circumstances heretofore explained fully in 
Tue Times. The expert’s report, bowever, per- 
haps to be delayed for several days, was to be super- 
ceded by startling statements from citizens of 
Birmingbam and Shelton. Their statements were 
put fin the form of affidavits. Yesterday they were 
to have been certified and made stronger to-day. 
Here was where the latest disappointing feature 
of the case has overtaken the States detective trio. 
Gentlemen in the mood for gossip on Friday and 
willing to dictate affidavits then appear in a differ- 
ent mood on Saturday. Charges made boldly then 
are qualified and softened pow, and testimony 
which seemed likely to throw a close net-work of 
circumstantial suspicion around William Lewis 
snapsand breaks at nearly every fibre, and the 
warrant prepared to take the otiprit to the loock- 
up can remain uncrumpled in the detective’s 
pocket. 

Samuel Durand, of Birmingham, and S. E. Wood- 
ward, of Shelton, both of whom keep country 
grocery stores and receive daily visits trom Lewis, 
were chief among the witnesses who promised 
most important testimony. When originally seen 
by the detectives these gentlemen were quoted as 
authority for statements which would have gone 
far toward criminating Lewis. The story then at- 
tributed to Mr. Durand was as follows: “ Wiliiam 
Lewis came into my store on the day that the body 
of Rose Ambler was found, and before I had 
heard avy rumors of the crime. He seemed 
much depressed, and, in reply to my inquiry as to 
the cause of his solemu manner, he said: * Why, 
haven't you heard that my girl was murdered last 
night’ Then Lewistold in a detailed way tbe 
story of the crime, something after the way I read 
of it later in the newspapers. He spoke of his ip- 
tended marriage and professed to have loved the 
girl very dearly. When I asked if he had any sus- 
picions as to who the perptrators were he said: 
* Yes, there are two negroesin Stratford whom | 
suspect, and if they ever come across my track 
J will shoot them.’ During his conversation he 
shed tears."’ This was the story the detectives ex- 
pected to incorporate into Mr. Dtirand’s affidavit, 
but Mr. Durand wavered when asked tu make oath 
toit. The most important point, that this alleged 
talk by Lewis was on the day that the pody of 
Rose Ambler was found, was almost wholly aban- 
doned when the time came to sign the prepared 
affidavit. If it wasa later day the testimony was 
practically useless, if on this particular day it 
would go far toward a conyviotion, for William 
Lewis, as a dozen witnesses have testified, left 
Stratford at 8 o’siock on that morning, four hours 
or more before the young woman's body was dis- 
covered by the Raven stream. So vanished the 
Durand story. 

Grocer Woodwerd’s testimony held out but little 
better, and the affidavit, as fiually prepared, con- 
tains virtually nothing of importance aside from 
the statement that Lewis loudly proclaimed that 
he could name the murderer or murderers, for Mr. 
Woodward quotes Lewis as saying: **One.man did 
not commit the deed, for Nose was too strong, and 
one man could not handleher. 1 have feit of her 
and I know what she can do."’ Mr. Woodward adds 
that subsequently Lewis denounced him for hav- 
ing repeated this statement, and declared that he 
had never used such language, but finally, in soft- 
ened tones, said: “I could teil you all about this 
murder if 1 had not been advised to keep mv 
mouth shut. I would rather tell you than any 
other man."’ Grocer Woodward intimated that he 
was holding back evidence of a most startling 
character, an istimation, however, that the afii- 
davit-gathering detectives have found unfruitful. 
The doleful countenances of the detectives to- 
night show that Grocer Woodward and Grocer 
Durand did not weaken more than did others who 
were to condense convicting evidence into affidavit 
form. One Naugatuck man has been tound who 
testifies that William Lewis declared that he could 
prove that the murderer was Norman Ambler, 
Rose’s divorced husband, and other peopie are 
quoting Lewis as attributing the crime to Boston 

‘hiteand # colored companion. 

The mention of the name of Norman Ambler 
gives rise to a threat which that person is sa'd to 
have uttered since his innocenve was established 
by ap alibi. ‘ William Lewis must be careful how 
he talks about me,” so the threat runs, “ or I will 
make {!t awful hot for him. He and I bave talked 
about Nose, and I know from his own lips that he 
was anxious to get the girl out of the way after he 
had won his victory by stealing her from me.” 
Norman Awbler is now at his home uear New- 
Milford. but it is intimated tnat a lony statement 
sworn to by him is in the possession of Coroner 
Holt.

THE MILLVILLE TRAGEDY. 


FUNERAL OF THE VICTIMS—A SUSPICIOUS 
TRAMP ARRESTED. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 15.—The excite- 
ment over the murder of William Runyan and his 
wife, at Millville, Columbia County, is even greater 
to-day than at the time of finding their dead 
bodies. The funeral took place to-day. At an 
early hour visitors from surrounding towns and 
villages began to pour into Millville, and as early 
as 9 o’clock 3,000 persons had gathered around the 
house of mourning. The terrible affair was the 
general topic of conversation, and the greatest 


sorrow was manifested by the large gathering of 
friends and neighbors of the young couple. While 
everything points to the crime of murder and sul- 
cide combined, the people generally do not credit 
the story of hereditary insanity, and do not hesi- 
tate to say that Runyan and his wife were mur- 
dered. and that the perpetrators of the deed ex- 

ected to secure a great amount of money, which, 
t is thought, was secreted in the house. A thor- 
ough examination of the place last night failed to 
show any new developments, although the state- 
ments of those who found the dead bodies and 
thoee who last saw the young conple alive were 
taken. A relative of the dead farmer who was 
approached this morning on the insanity question 
said he never knew of insanity being in the family. 

Soon after 11 o'clock the friends and relatives 
took a lust look atthe bodies, after which every 
one present filed into the house and did the same. 
It is estimated that over 2,000 persons viewed the 
bodies. After the service the funeral cortége 
moved slowly in the direction of the village ceme- 
tery, where husband and wife were laid to rest. 

A rumor was circulated to-night thata tramp 
with blood-stained clothing and unable to givea 
satisfactory account of himself bad been arrested 
about 20 miles from the scene of the crime, and 
that it was believed the detectives employed to 
work up the case had been successful in at Jeast 
capturing one of the gang of tramps who were 
seen in the vicinity of the Runyan home about 10 
days agoand upon whom rested suspicion from 
the first. Asthere is no means of communicating 
with the locality where the arrest was made, it Is 
impossible to ascertain to-night what truth there is 
in the report.

AN EFFORT TO BREAK JOHN PF. 
SMYTH’S POWER. 

FRIENDS SATISFIED THAT HE WILK 
FOIL HIS ENEMIES’ SCHEMES AND COME 
OUT ON TOP. ' 

Axpany, Sept. 15.—It is “claimed by 
shrewd politicians here that the downing of 
Mr. John F. Smyth furnishes evidence that 
President Arthur is seeking to secure control 
of the Republican State Committee. Mr. 
-Andrew 8, Draper, who now holds a majority 
of all the delegates from this Congressional 
district, believes that Mr. Arthur will be the 
strongest candidate the Republicans can 
put up in 1884. Mr. Smyth has not made 
up his mind on the subject, and would 
be apt to agree with the views of Mr.

They 
were ready to do anything he wanted, and did 
it skillfully.

PREPARING FOR THE CONVENTION. 
REPUBLICANS CHOOSING DELEGATES TO 
RICHFIELD SPRINGS. 

Osweco, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The fight which 
has been going on in the caucuses was carried into 
the First District Republican Convention, held 
here to-day. The Stalwart faction bas been backed 
by the Custom-house, and the Federal officers hare 
been present in force at every caucus, trying to se- 
cure asuffiicient number of delegates to control 
the District. Conventions. At one ward caucus in 
this city last evening 10 Custom-house officers, in- 
cluding the Collector, were present, all actively 
engaged in running the caucus. The Stalwarts se- 
cured a majority of the delegates from the 
city, but the towns of the district generally sent 
balf-breed delegates, There wasa stormy time in 
the convention. The Stalwarts were led by P. W. 
Cullinan and A. C. Matteon fand ‘the halt-bréeds 
by George B. Sloanand D. C. Littlejohn. There 
were no contesting delegations. The convention 
consist@ of 80 delegates, and a test vote showed 
thatthe balf-breeds had theconvention by a vote 
of 45to 35. The Stalwarts raised technical objec- 
tions to the admission of the delegates from the 
towns of Granby and Volney on the ground that 
the town caucuses were not held in compliance 
with the primary election law. The | half-breeds 
insisted upon the admission of the delegaies from 
these towns. After considerably angry discussion 
the Stalwarts, to the number of about 30, withdrew 
from the hall in a body. 

The convention then proceeded to business, and 
elected the following State delegates by a vete of 
47: George B. Sioan, W. G. Gage, Benjamin Doo- 
little, S. M. Barker, and Dr. E. J. Marsh; Alternates 


—Charles H. Getman, Henry Fritchara. J. H. Law- 
rence, J. A. Murdock, and Frederick Vant. Reso- 
lutions were adopted commending the Administra- 
tion of President Arthur. 

The Stalwarts held a bolting convention and 
elected the following delegates: Charles North, 
T. P. Kingsland, P. W. Cullinan, A. P. Soule, and 
Russell Turner. Senatorial delegates were elected 
by both conventions in favor of the nomination of 
Manister Worts for Senator. 

Utica, N. Y., Sept. 15.—The First District 
Republican Convention of Oneida was called to 
meet at the Mansion House, in this city, at noon 
to-day. At tbat hour the placeof meeting, a small 
silting-room, was cleared of all but reporters, the 
District Committee, and two policemen. Outside 
was a large crowd. As in previous*conventions in 
this district, the plan wasto admit delegates and 
contestants by calling their names ut the door. Con- 
testants appearing from the town of New-Hartford 
and the Fifth Ward of Utiea, it was known that 
the control of the convention was to be a close 
question. The District Committee was half-breed, 
and the Stalwarts apprehended that their contest- 
ants had been left off the roll. Therefore, when 
the New-Hartford delegates were invited to enter 
the room a rush was made and the contestants 
were crowded in despite the resistance of the 
police and door-keepers. They refused to go out, 
and a long parley ensued, Chairman N. S. Hayes re- 
fusing to proceed with the organization except ta 
what he vonsidered the reguiar way.

The 
crowd rushed in, and fora time a collision seemed 
imminent. The Chairman ordered the room cleared, 
but no one went out. The gathering was a mild- 
mannered, but earnest, mob, and for two hours no 
progress was made. Judge Sutton, Collector Arm- 
strong, C. J. Everett, and otner Stalwarts were 
frequently in cousultation with their friénds. Out- 
side were ex-Senator Lowery, O. E. C. Gulich, and 
other balf-breed leaders giving counsel. 

At last, J. E. Brandegee claimed attention, and 
said he held a paper signed by 10 delegates whose 
seats were not cortested requesting him to call the 
couvention to order, the Chairman having refused 
to doit.

TWO COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT.

AT THE CONSERVATOIRE 


——_—_—_—_-—_— 
HOW LAUREATS AND ARTISTS 
ARE MADE TO-DAY 1N PARIS. 
STUPID AND CONVENTIONAL METHODS OF 
TEACHING—PRIZES AWARDED BLINDLY 
TO PUPILS—THE QUESTION OF AGE 
AMONG THE FRENCH. 

Panis, Aug. 29..— Nothing, absolutely 
nothing, either novel or inviting at the thea- 
tres; nearly all have shut up shop for the sea- 
son; the ChAtelet rehearses its new spectacu- 
lar play, by Jules Verne, ‘* Keraban ie Tétu,” 
which is to be very gorgeous; M. Maurel re- 
cruits, busily, choristers and supers for the 
Italian opera that he hopes will draw the 
fashionables, notwithstanding its distance 
from fashion’s centre and the fact of its hav- 
ing ruined every impresario who ever under- 
took a similar enterprise; the Gaité takes in 
7,000f. nightly with the ‘‘ Cat’s Tail” and the 
antics of the man-monkey Lauri; and the 
Comédie Frangaise profits by tht absence of 
its usnal patrons to exhibit its numerous stock 
of young artists, about the majority of whom, 
if they are first prizes at the Conservatory, 
respect for truth forbids us to say that 
they are “‘rising.”” Wretched failures most of 
these ‘promising lauréats” generally make, 
when they come {before a real paying public, 
instead of the packed audiences of which nine- 
tenths are friends, relatives, protectors, and 
bankers of the pupils, who assemble in the lit- 


tle establishment of the Faubourg Poissoniére, 
where the jury slumbers peacefully during the 
performances, and wakes up as the noise of 
voices ceases to glance at the list of those who 
get prizes, not in proportion to their talent, 
but according to the influence of recommenda- 
ticns. Now and then there is a manifestation 
of surprise and diseontent among the specta- 
tors at some very glaring act of injustice, and 
the chiet Khadamanthus, M. Ambroise Thomas, 
lugubrious as ‘‘Hamlet’s” grave-digger, 
expresses his “indignation and astonish- 
ment;’’ but beyond this there is nothing 
for the fiat of those jurors is like the laws of 


the Medes and Persians, it altereth never, even 


when, as has happened occasionally, A. P., 
who is short-sighted, mistook one name for 
another and “crowned” the wrong individual. 
It is an edifying sight, that annual exhibition 
at the Conservatory, and I recommend it to 
such of my traveling countrymen as are in- 
terested in the progress of art education in 
France, although, after five or six hours passed 
in the stuffy hall of art’s nursery, a sick 
headache is a certainty. It was a very satis- 
factory exhibition this year; first prizes were 
rained down on pretty heads; grotesquely at- 
tired young men, in black coats borrowed 
trom their big brothers, and in patent leather 
shoes so awfully new that they creaked 
outrageously at every step, piano-forted, 
clarioneted, trumpeted, sang, fiddled, and de- 
claimed: the directors of the subventioned 
theatres were able to engage half a dozen 
‘*subjects,”’ and Paris was endowed witha 
score or more of new Professors and Profess- 
oresses, each duly provided with a certificate 
of capacity, but which, unfortunately, will 
not procure for its possessor credit with the 
baker. 1 never mis3 at least one of these 
shows every year, and listen conscientiousiy 
to the ‘‘furies of Agamemnon” in a swal- 
low-tail, to the artless mourning over her de- 
ceased cat of Agnes, who drives a stunning 
turnout around the lake every afternoon at 
the ‘‘ hour of parsiey,’’ and although, out of 
of the lot, I must acknowledge that 
there is an occasional ‘subject” of 
promise, for - youth and talent are 
flowers which, in spite of defective 
cultivation, develop spontaneously, I must 
also agree with those who think that the Con- 
servatory has not realized great expectations, 
that it is time, not only to rebuild the buiid- 
ing, but to reform the entire system of official 
art education. Yor in the chamber there are 
a good many who have begur to look with evil 
eye upon an institution which they consider 
too aristocratic, a school of luxury and im- 
morality, where beautiful but indolent young 
women can display their charms like wares 
in a market-place, and so get a living which 
they ought to get by honest labor, shoe-stitch- 
ing, plain sewing, and “‘sich.”’ In point of 
Yact, the majority of the pupils would be much 
more in their proper place if engaged in such 
occupations, but if the legislators are well ad- 
vised they will be satisfied with reformation 
ard not insist upon abolition; they will sweep, 
not demolish altogether, the Augean stable. 

In the first place, the Conservatory ought to 
be differently organized; it ought to have an 
administrator responsible for its discipline 
and two Superintendents, one for music, one 
for declamation, each independent in his own 
particular sphere of the other. As itis, the 
saine individual has charge of everything, and 
conseguently can accomplish nothing. I do 
not wish to decry the merits of M. Ambroise 
Thomas as a composer, but it is scarcely pos- 
sible that he who is competent to pronounce 
upon the talent of a man who toots on the sax- 
horn can be equally competent to judge 
of the talent of the young lady who 
personates Dofia Sol or Marie de Neubourg. 
Auber, who was clever and had immense ex- 
perience, frankly confessed his inability, and 
you have only to look at |M. A. Thomas, when 
a tragedy or comedy apprentice is on thestage, 
to understand that he takes about the same in- 
terest in the performance that a fish would 
with an apple, The choice of a specialist is 
always a mistake for anything and everything 
out of the lineof his specialty. Inevitably in 
his veaching of music, A. Thomas follows his 
own ideas, his own pet hobbies, while as re- 
gards dramatic instruction he leaves every- 
thing to the initiative of the Professors, eavi 
of whom follows his hebbfes and ideas, with- 
cut any regard to aunity of system or direc- 
tion. The Professors are excellent—that is to 
say, excellent actors, but they represent indi- 
vidualities, not a bomogeneous system. 

There is no programme emanating from the 
Director; expression is taught before correc- 
tions of pronunciation are attempted, and how 
can gestures be appropriate unless the costume 
bein keeping? There are no real perform- 
ances at the Conservatory, and the poor fel- 
low who has been used to declaimin a black 
coat on a little stage which reminds you of a 
box with one of its sides knocked out is out 
of his element when, without any previous 
preparation, he is transported toa genuine 
theatre where every supernumerary is in a 
fancy dress. Nor for the female classes is 
there a single female Professor ; Celiméne’s co- 
quettries are taught to future Celimidnes 
by a man who, the more talent he has, 
thé less is he gifted with patience. The 
scenes are explained to the pupils, so 
are the traditions, and so alas! are the 
intonations; M. Delaunay speaks through his 
nose, and every pupil of M. Delaunay has a 
nasal twang. Everything is mechanical, and 
imitation is always the base, The theatrical 
lyre has threes strings—tbe laugh of comedy, 
the emotion of the contemporaneous drama, 
and the grandeur of classic tragedy. Compe- 
tition, therefore, ougnt to be in three distinct 
styles, whereas it is confined to two, and you 
see a prize for comedy given to a man who has 
playea Don Salluste, ora lady who has im- 
personateé the jealous furies of the Princesse 
Georges, while the tragic laureat is another 
who has murmured the elegiac verses of Ziiire, 
In music, too, everything is abnormal; the 
first prize this year in comic opera was 
not even mentioned for singing; that 
is, she is judged to execute well, but to 
be ignorant of music. I know that 
this is possible, but why not then 
institute a class for solfeggio and another for 
dramatic execution? At the Conservatory 
everything is mixed and confused, and those 
who, judging of atree from its fruits, think 
that establishment a useless waste of money 
are not far wrong in their estimate, as every 
one will admit after an evening at the Opera 
or at the Franceis, provided that he or she 
has the patience to sit through a perform- 
ance where—!I aliude particularly to the Fran- 
cais—Mlle. Samary grins like a chessy cat, 
and Coquelin Cadet improves upon Moliére 
by the introduction of * gags” which might 
be tolerated in a monologue, but which here 
make you feel a mad desire to ‘‘ mash” tbe 
actor with a brick, This ex-journeyman 
baker crept originally into notice under the 
shadow oF his elder brother’s wing, and has 
now dethroned that really great artist— 
dethroned in the matter of vogue, 1 mean—by 
the importation into society of that curse of 
any drawing-room, where actors are admitted 
except as actors, the monologue which a sa- 
tirical writer, M. Joseph Montet, qualifies as a 
** social cholera.”’ Searcely a party was given 
last Winter where, 10 minutes after the guests 
are assembled, a circle of chairs filled with ex- 
guisitely dressed women was not formed to lis- 
ten to the Monsieur who says monologues, the 
most odious invention of the end of the nine- 
teenth century, to do full justice to whose hon- 
ors no pen is adequate. This dreadful Coque- 
lin, an epitome of incarnated vulgarity, is the 
lion of every salon, is invited everywhere, 
receives billets doux and declarations from 
ladies which he laughs over’ with his 
fellow-historian in the slips, is treated 
with an amount of consideration rarely 
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veuchsafed to a gentleman, although his man- 
ners, costume, and bearing are those of an un- 
mistakable cad. But ‘‘ Cadet’ is a ‘‘ conven- 
tion,” just as Delaunay is a “ convention,” and 
notwithstanding that Delaunay is over 60, 
and looks it off the stage, any other actor than 
Deljaunay in tbe part of a youthful lover is 
only tolerated on “off nights” at M. -Mo- 
liére’s mansion. 

In this Paris, where everything is conven- 
tional, nothing is so conventional as the age 
of individuals, which is simply and entirely an 
affair of wili or inspiration, ‘he Parisian is 
too smart to leave anything to chance, but 
gives himself exactly the number of years 
which best suit his situation or personality. 
The titulary of a ministerial portfolio knows, 
whatever be the date inscribed on the parish 
register of births, that, to meet with proper 
respect. he must seem to be -elderiv, and the 
young man who has married an old woman 
for her money out of delicagy, if he pe weil 
bred, tries to appear her senior. On the other 
hand, he who, after 40 ‘years of assidu- 
ous labor, has learned the art of being loved, 
the most complicated and difficult of all arts, 
will never admit having passed the age of 25. 
The true Parisienne, washed, dressed, and in 
her best wig, rarely goes beyond 28, and you 
have no right to be surprised to learn that she 
is a grandmother, or that her daughter is con- 
siderably more advanced in years, Mlle. 
Reichemberg is 59, but as for nearly a quar- 
ter of a century she has never played any but 
“young girls” at the Francais—gushing, ex- 
uberant ingénues—she is estima to be too 
juvenile, “‘ wanting in authority,” for any réles 
of importance. To this people of creators which 
shapes everything after the image of its own 
ideal, the brutal reality isachimera. Celebrat- 
ed men, the princes of art, and poets never 
grow old, whatever be their age, and you 
would be astonished to learn the date of birth 
of some of the Parisian Lovelaces, such as M. 
de Lesseps, M. Mackenzie Grieves, and the late 
Gen, Cousin de Montauban. I do not cite the 
Marchese Amoinie, that finger-post of cen- 
turies whom I heard Charles Lever once re- 
proach for his ‘* outrageous behavior” at the 
court of the Duke d’Este, where he was a page 
to Lucrezia Borgia. Everybody knows that 
the Marchese is bogus, that his hair, teeth, 
complexion, and, some people aver, eyes are 
false, but I will cite the Marquis L. de N., for 
he was a wonder. I met him first ut a sup- 
per after an opera ball, in 1874; there were 
millionaires at that banquet, clever novelists, 
noted for their wit and conversational powers, 
long-haired poets, pretty men whose only 
occupation in life was to be pretty and make 
the most of it, and the women were actresses 
and demi-mundanes of mark, whose hearts 
rarely open to other than a golden key, and 
yet, of all that guy crowd the Marquis was un- 
deniably the favored guast, Men and women 
alike bowed to bis superiority, and when the 
fairest of all, a pearl of exceeding great 
beauty, which a Jew Baron was trying to pur- 
cbase for his casket, threw over the Setuiite 
for the gentleman no one seemed astonished 
at her choice, though the Marquis was known 
not to be wealthy and made no secret of his 
circumstances. ut he was so polished, so re- 
fined, that the women adored him, and he was 
such a viveur that the fastest men of the capi- 
tal were shy of an encounter with him at’the 
dinner-table. Every one knew that he wasa 
mystery, but it was given to no one to fathom 
it. Isaw a lady of 50 at the Francais who, I 
am assured, was his first mistress, and old gray- 
haired men, whom he treated with patroniz- 
ing familiarity, called him ‘* Monmditre,” as 
the worshipers of Victor Hugo do, There 
was nota wrinkle on his face, his mouth was 
irreproachable, his features a little too deli- 
cate, perhaps, as his complexion was a little 
too apn but his eyes were clear, his hair could 
not be suspected of a dye, he rode like a cen- 
taur, and handled swordfand pistoi with dead- 
ly dexterity. In short, be was a marvel, and: 
his associates would have paid handsomely to 
get hoid of his secret. But this they never did, 
though every device was tried. Nothing could 
corrupt the fidelity of his ralet de chambre, 
who alone knew what that secret was; no arti- 
fice succeeded in getting the Marquis to betray 
himself. Onceala bey whom he was tenderly at- 
tached sent word that she was dying ; four hours 
afterward only did he make his appearance at 


her bedside; not even to save her life, and. 


there could be no doubt of his sentiments, 
would he show himself without being properly 
oe up, and when on bis own death-bed Dr. 

iogry warned him that the time had come to 
make his peace with God, he would not re- 
ceive the priest until after the usual four hours’ 
verformance of his faithful Vollet. Of course, 

e was not immortal, and the pitcher got 
broken finally, but in circumstances of them- 
selves typical of the individual. His son, an 
officer of the Army of Africa, wrote that he 
must have 200,000f. to pay a debt of honor; 
the Marquis telegraphed, ‘‘Come and get it, 
but be careful, for it is nearly all left to moe of 
our fortune’? The “ boy,’’ as he called him, 
came, and, to the surprise of Mme. de C., 
who was on a visit to her lover, turned ont to 
be a white-mustached Lieutenant-Colonel of 
cavalry, of certainly not less than 50 years of 
age. The Marquis received his ‘‘ boy” affec- 
tionately, gave him the money, and, as he 
bade him good-bye, remarked quietly, ‘* My 
dear Georges, I have only one reproach to 
make; how could you be so thoughtless as to 
come here without dyeing your beard ¢’ Mime, 
de C. thoughtilessly related the scene, it was 
commented on at the club, the Marquis chal- 
lenged the joker, they fought next morning, 
and the Marquis was brought home mortally 
wounded at the age of 75.

CadetCardin was drilling the squad when 
witness left the room, He had no recolieoction of 
saying anything whatever to Cardin, or that he was 
ever present when Cardin stood on hishead. He 
was present when the Catets named in the third 
specification were reguired to sing, but he did not 
remember requiring any of those named to sing. 
The’court was then closed for deliberation, and, 
upon reopening the doors, adjourned. 

Cadet Johnson was acquitted to-day, and left for 
his home.

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HAPPY MATTHEW ARNOLD 


WHO TAKES A PENSION FROM A 
FUND FOR THE POOR. 

THE THEORY AND THE PRACTICE OF BRITISH 
CULTURE—SOME STRIKING RESUL8 OF 
THIS CULTURE—FOR AND AGAINST 
AMTRICANS, 

Lonpos, Sept. 1.~—It has been said often 
and truly that America knows the works of 
modern English authors better than they are 
known at home. Matthew Arnold is men- 
tioned as an instance in point. America may 
indeed be said to have made the reputations of 
Arnold and Spencer, just as it discovered and 
popularized the fun and music of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s “Pinafore.” Mr. Arnold has re- 
warded all this by a patronizing ‘ Word 
About America,” and the Gladstonian powers 
that be have rewarded Mr. Arnold with a pen- 
gion of $1,250 a year out of a fund ostensibly 
intended for the relief and assistance of needy 
authors (or their widows and families) who 
have deserved well of the State. Hero wor- 
ship generally leads to disappointment. Those 
who have metaphorically sat at the feet of 
Matthew Arnold; those who have felt the in- 
spiration of his manly songs, his masculine 
sentiments, his sympathy with the poor, what 
will they think of this high-toned prophet of 
anti-Philistinism (whatever that may be) who, 
being already a Government employe in 
receipt of $3,500, condescends to receive 
$1,250 more from “the civil list,” a na- 


tional charitable fund? Upon what grounds 
can Mr. Arnold have applied for and ob- 
tained this addition to his income? 
Do not his books sell? Cannot he make 
mousey out of his literary work? He is 
robust in health, his name is surely good 
enough for publishers to conjure with. When 
une thinks of a Government that lets the pro- 
jector of the overland route to India die al- 
most of starvation and his sisters perish in 
work-houses, while it robs the small fund in- 
tended for the poor to give to Mr, Arnold, one 
hardly knows which is most to blame, the 
powers that give or the “illustrious person” 
that receives. Mr. Arnold has a good deal to 
say of the Philistinism of both England and 
America; but he has laid himself open to re- 
torts that are strong enough to “rub all the 
gilt off his gingerbread.’”’ How many of these 
great preachers and talkers of our day are 
truly sincere in any other mission than 
their own aggrandizement is a _ prob- 
lem which must be left, I suppose, to 
posterity. Some of them furnish us with 
plenty of material tor judgment in the present, 
but we are all too busy to pause and reckon it 
up. I question if in the entire range of the 
*‘uncultured” upon whom Mr. Arnojd Jooks 
down scornfully, if not with contempt, that 
there is one honest fellow in good health, with 
profitable work to do, and an assured income 
enough to keep body and soul together, who 
would condescend to accept charitable relief, 
more especielly with the knowledge that the 
money might otherwise be bestowed upon the 
really poor and distressed, 

One begins to get sick of this parrot cry of 
* culture” which is bandied about by a more 
or less affected school of pretentious persons 
who, annexing scraps of, ancient philosophy as 
texts for a modern cant of deism, agnosticism, 
and xstbeticism, pose as prophets of a new 
vhilosephy of hfe, art, and manners. Heaven 
forbid that I should dare: tv say that Mr. 
Arnold is one of these, but the so-called *‘ new 
schoo]”’ of alleged “ culture” is largely made 
up of pretentious quacks. You never heard 
Darwin talk of ‘‘ cultchaw;” Huxley does not 
rave against ‘‘ Philistinism;:” nor does Smiles 
worry his readers with aspirations for the 
moon; Kingsley did not bother one with such 
silly questions as ‘Is Life Worth Living?” 
There is more good to be got out of an honest 
study of the lines of Smiles’s real men, oy out 
of the stories of Kingsley’s imaginative char- 
acters, than all the fine essays and depressing 
theories of ail the impressionists, zsthetes, and 
so-called modern philosophers, Arnold in- 
cluded, put together. 

Mr. Arnold, it seems, quoted in his ‘‘ Word 
About America” some remarks of an Ameri- 
can writer unfavorable to his countrymen. 
Mr. M. Preston, the critic in question, defends 
himself in this month’s National Heview. He 
is moved to do so “ by the righteous wrath”’ 
of a Boston journalist who has associated him 
with My, Arnold in ‘ta hearty reprobation.” 
Mr. Preston is, of, course, in sympathy with 
Mr. Arnold’s yearning for that *‘ high civiliza- 
tion” which is not common enough in America 
to please them. If the highest form of civiliza- 
tion to which man can attain does not enable 
him to held his own and keep his family 
without depending upon the bounty of 
his country, then many  sober-minded 
and unambitious persons, I fancy, will 
be inclined to say, “Save us from this 
‘culchaw,’ this ‘high civilization !”’ There 
is a cant of religion and a cant of culture, and 
London is developing a new form of cant 
whiek combines both. The Rev. H. M. Haweis 
is the result. A heterodox parson in an ortho- 
dox church, he poses as a secular teacher and 
his wife as an art critic. In singular contrast 
with the humility of the original Apostles, Mr. 
Haweis takes a showy house in St. John’s 
Wood, paints it yellow, sticks peacock’s fans 
in its windows, calls the place *‘ Amber House,”’ 
and permits his wife to give entertainments in 
promotion of her scheme for reviving the 
Greek mode in female attire for English ladies. 
This fad being, I suppose, somewhat played 
out, Mr. Haweis has now rented the late Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti’s thouse, in Cheque Walk, 
Chelsea, and the Raweis household so-called 
**culture” will now become more rampant than 
ever. But how the ‘‘orthodox” wershipers 
in his church reconcile all this outside non- 
sense with their professions of faith and 
his is difficult to understand. He some time 
ago comforted them with the information that 
there is no devil; if be can only promise them 
a heaven in which Greek robes and culture 
wili modify the discipline of the severer Chris- 
tion’s paradise, he may yet achieve even 
greater popularity than ever both as pulpit 
orator and newspaper writer. One day he may 
possibly aspire to become a pensioner on the 
nation’s literary fund. The Times recently 
reviewed his book on ‘*American Humor,” 
and did not think much of it. But he has 
done better work, it must be confessed, 
than that. They are a wonderful couple, 
he and his wife; he, a small dark 
lame little man, with sailow face and black 
buibous side-whiskers; she an intelligent, but 
over-dressed, little lady; both authors, mind 
you, both critics, ana both singularly self- 
conscious. Some of my readers may think 
these particulars are unkindly meant, They 
are not, nor are they dragged into this letter 
for the mere sake of gossip. Mr. und Mrs. 
Haweis are prominent individuatities in Lon- 
don society; and just now their removal into 
Rossetti’s house is an item going the rounds of 
the press. 

Mr. Preston, in defending himself from the 
critics who think he has ‘‘ rounded” on his 
native land, says some very bright and clever 
things about both countries. He is particu- 
larly smart in his description of the first and 
second impressions which are made upon an 
American in his intercourse with the middle 
class Englishman. First encountering him 
‘‘ whether in his native isle or on the Conti- 
nent,” says Mr. Preston, ‘‘ the American 
traveler will be apt instantly to remark. with 
secret huimlity and admiration, the superior 
richness of the Englishman’s tone of voice, and 
probably the beauty of his enunciation. Sub- 
sequently he will receive a different sort of 
impression, he will become conscious of a cer- 
tain slowness—of what seems to him a mental 
backwardness—in the islander ; a lack of hospi- 
tality for any but preconceived ideas; a self- 
satisfaction so solid that it is almost stolid; and 
especially a comparative bluntness of the 
five senses, as, for instance, an impervious. 
ness to variations of temperature which ma- 
teriaily affect the more impressionable Yan- 
kee. Grumble as they may, bad weather 
seems never seriously to discommode an Eng- 
lishman nor good weather to exhilarate him. 

I have seen them breakfasting happily by 
open windows at the Isle of Wight and other 
sea-side places with a freezing white fog pour- 
ing in and over tiem which sent every Ameri- 
can upon the premises. with chattering teeth, 
to. the warmest fireside which the landlord 
could be induced to prepare. On the other 
band, I have seen Englishwomen walking a 
sunny street in July in muslin gowns and seal- 
skin coats. The irresistible inference to an 
Awmerican is that they absolutely do not know 
whether they are warm or cold. This may 
tend to show that the British physique is 
more vigorous than the American, or it may 
not. lt shows, at all events, a great difference 
in physical constitution. And precisely the 
same sort of difference will be found to extend 
to things of the heart and mind. Very early 
in their acquaiutance, if it prosper, the 
American will probably have occasion 
to remark in his kinsman that fine 
readiness for national rebuke, that conscien- 
tious candor which offsets toleration tor bim- 
self personally by strict reprobation and often 
by unsparing caricature of his countrymen at 
large, of which mention has already been 
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made, Now, the American may, and 
does, have his own private opinion person 
eae fojples wat English cousins as a class: 
ave mine, and am in process of revealing it, 
but to insist upon it fh the early eset a 
friendly acquaintance with an Englishman 
would beto him a simple impossibility. He 
can hardly utter it even by way of retort and 
under strong provocation. Because the Amer- 
ican, even when his tones are thinnest, is apt 
to possess the unstudied politeness which 
springs from imaginative sympathy.” 

The American man appears to be remark- 
ably to the fore just now in English literature 
and journalism. Truth this week literally 
* clubs” an anti-American correspondent who 
has written in one of the papers a libel on the 
American people who visit Europe. I have 
more than once referred to the “ vengeance” 
which writers on both sides of the Atlantic 
take against each other for the disappoiat- 
ments of travel, disappointments invariably 
of their own creation. An American comes 
to London with a prejudice against the old 
country; he lights on bad weather, arrives 
here out of the season, is wretched, and goes 
home sonia A his cousins, their ox, their ass, 
and everything that is theirs. An Eng- 
lishman, with a prejudice against ‘the 
Yankee,” goes to New-York, knows no- 
body, is tco proud to declare himself, dis- 
likes the familiarity of servants and waiters, 
strikes a mosquito season, does not know how 
to order dinner aud asks for his native soles 
and chops, finds the oysters tastel pines for 
his prowl along Bond-street and Pall Mall, 
finds the change of living disagrees with him, 
is rough and insolent with some imaginary in- 
ferior, gets ‘“‘cheeked” in return, and comes 
home in the belief that the Americans 
are ill-mannered, have no cuisine, no so- 
ciety, and no culture. Then he writes his 
experiences with this hostile bias. His discon- 
tented American cousin does the same, and 
were it not for the generous international 
pens their libelous and silly lucubrations in- 
spire on the side of justice, truth, and good 
feeling, they would do a mischief in respect of 
the friendship of two great peoples which is 
too high for petty cavilers and too deep for 
the grubbers up of dead scandals. The disap- 
pointed English writer whom Labouchere 
quotes in order to demolish him, treats the 
country against which he evidently has some 
special grievance to this hot bit of abuse: 
‘* Forward, obtrusive, inquisitive, and imper- 
tinently familiar, without the slightest idea of 
the reticence and savoir faire that marks 
the gentleman; yet with all his assumption 
of a brutal Pr yng ne candor, the American 
has fhe soul of a flunky and grovels before a 
lord.” En passant, let me say that it has often 
occurred to me that if there is any groveling 
in this case it is the Enghsh lord who does 
it, for he invariably extends a gracious famil- 
iarity to an American which is quite absent 
in his ordinary intercourse with his commoner 
English brethren. Says, however, this anti- 
American—(can he be an enemy who desires 
to help in the work of certain Irish-Ameri- 
cans ?)—the American “* Pilgrim fathers and 
and mothers come among us as an army of 
spies without any idea of wit or clever- 
ness beyond an attempt to sneer down 
every one and everything that stands 
above their commonplace level. And they 
permeate our homes and take note of 
our sayings and doings in erder to repay our 
hospitality by personalities and defamation.” 
Therefore he preaches the duty of inhgspital- 
ity toward eur American cousins, considering 
that their increasing visits to England in the 
Fall of each year are “injurious to good taste, 
good feeling, and gentle and tlemanlike 
manners.” Another apostle of high civiliza- 
tion this; or an enemy to ‘* both your houses,” 
which?, One would be inclined te smile at the 
poor creature only that his libels hurt the 
English sense of courtesy and hospitality. 
Truth prints him in full with an addenda that 
is full of instructive point: “ Anything 
more senselessly untrue never was penned, 
Americans are essentially cosmopolitan, and 
they adapt themselves far more casily to new 
surroundings than we English. ey are, 
moreover, far more free from prejudices. Of 
course, among fifty million human beings there 
are some whe are objectionable, but Ameri- 
cans on neutral ground, such as Paris, Switz- 
erland, &c., are as arule a very great deal 
more appreciafed than we are, and this, not 
because they are richer, but because they are 
more pleasant. We rather than they are, I 
am inclined to think, open to the reproach 
of being ‘unendurable.? Among ourselves 
we get on very well, but with foreigners we 
are not so precws. Few Americans remain 
long enough in England to go into society. 
Those, however, who do are generally well re- 
ceived, and their manners contrast with con- 
siderable advantage with thoseof avery large 
number of Englishmen.” And so on to the 
length of a column of warm appreciative 
praise of Americans, men and womea; though 
Labouchere is inclined to think that a good 
many Americans in Europe do show a strong 
tendency to teady a lord. Perhaps this is 
only another illustration of the American 
faculty of ‘‘adapting themselves to new sur. 
roundings,” for the average Englishman 
grovels before a lord, and ave English 
society is afflicted i through with a similar 
snobbism. If English people, by their own bad 
example, induce their American visitors to be- 
lieve that ther consider the aristoracy the best 
example we possess in the way of humanity, 
we cannot blame the guests so much if they 
therefore show a special desire to be on good 
terms with ‘‘our best.”” Mr. Preston, on his 
side, asks Mr. Arnold and other foreigners to 
fix their attention on America’s ‘‘very best,” 
and everybody will agree with him when he 
says of his countrymen, ‘‘Our very best is 
very good.”” Mr, Labouchere is willing to go 
so farastosay that in regard to American 
ledies they are nine times cut of ten infinitely 
more agreeable as companions than English- 
women. ‘They are better instructed, they 
talk better, they dress better, and they flirt 
better. They are neither dolts nor tomboys 
dressed in petticoats, nor bread-and-butter 
misses.” 

I wonder what he and the British public 
will say to Miss Mary Anderson. To Van der 
Weyde’s photographs of her they may be said 
to be taking off their hats. She certainly looks 
wonderfully sweet, studied through the de- 
lightful media of Sarony, as well as Van der 
Weyde, both of whom have succeeded in rep- 
resenting her in poses that are as graceful as 
they are artistic. She makes her first appear- 
ance at the Lyceum to-night. It will neither 
be a representative nor a characteristic audi- 
ence that will assist at her premitre. The 
regular first-nighters are out of town} even the 
critics are away; London is empty for them; 
and Miss Anderson is to this extent handi- 
caped in regard to what may be called a cer- 
tain and conclusive judgment. But should she 
piease the off-season people, she will gradually 
build up a reputation in time for a direct chai. 
leyge of critical London later in the Autumn. 
Last night there was a dress rehearsal of ‘*Ia- 
gomar.’’ The actors engaged and the hand- 
ful of friends who were present liked the 
Parthenia very much, particularly in 
the quieter passages of the play; they 
thought she sometimes lacked dignity 
of voice and gesture in the stronger scenes, 
but on the whole the opinion was favorable. 
As to her beauty, the sweetness of her methed 
in pathos, and the general charm of her man- 
ner, all present were unanimous in praiss of 
her. The Ingomar was disappointing, not in 
appearance, but in his acting. Mr. Barnes has 
a fine manly presence; he jis as earnest as he 
knows how; he played the Kingin the Lycoum 
‘‘Tolanthe” admirably, and he supported John 
McCullough in “‘ Virginius’ at Drury Lane 
with much success, but Ingomar taxes the 
highest gifts of dramatic art and requires a 
poetic treatment which we are not accustomed 

to look for in the acting of Mr. Barnes. 
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USELESS DREDGING. 

HicGHuanps, N. J., Sept. 15.—Complaint is 
made by the steam-boat Captains and saliing-mas- 
ters plying along the Shrewsbury River that the 
dredgers at work on the Government improve- 


ments in the river, instead of carrying the mud 
out beyond Sandy Hook and dumping it, as the 
law requires,dumpit back into the river under 
cover of night. This morning three scows laden 
with mud were dumped within 200 feet from the 
spot where it was taken. Nearly $200,000 has been 
expended by the Government in improving the 
Shrewsbury River. while iiitle or no improvement 
has been made in the narrowchannel. Another 
practice of the dredgers is to take the mud and 
refuse and dump it bebind the bulkheads and 
dikes on the east shore of the river, where it floats 
back aguin into the channel, forming bars.

DEATH OF JOHN C. TRAUTWINE. 

John C. Trautwine, a well-known civil en- 
gineer, died on Friday evening at his home, in 
Philadelphia. He was borm in that city Maroh 30, 
1310. At the age of 18 he entered the office of 
William Strickland, an architect. In 1836 he was 
appointed Chief Engineer of the Hiwassee Railroad. 
In 1844 he was engeged in the construction of the 
Canal Del Diquse, in New-Granada, South America; 
the Panama Raijroad,in 1849, and subsequently 
upon several otLer important engineering projects. 
In 1851 he published the first editions of ** Curves” 
and “Excavations and Embankments,”’ and in 
1872 the “ Ciryil Engineer’s Pocket-book.”’ Mr. 
Trautwine was a prominent member of the Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences and of the American 
Philosophical Society.

_ ~QOn Sunday next, the 14th inst., the Rever- 
end John Creedy, B. A., of Magdalen College, 
Oxford, will preach in Walton Magna Church 
on behalf of the Goid Coust Mission.” Not a very 
startling announcement that, and yet, simple 
as it looks, it stirred Ethel Berry's soul to its 
inmost depths. For Ethel had been brought 
ap by her Aunt Emily to look upon 
foreign missions as the one thing on 
parth worth living for and thinking about, 
and the Reverend John Creedy, B. A, had a 
missionary history of his own, strange enough 
even in these strange days of queer juxtaposi- 
tions between utter savagery and advanced 
civilization. 

“Only think,” she said to her aunt, as they 
read the placard on the school-house board, 
**be’s a real African negro, the Vicar says, 
taken from a slaveron the Gold Coast when 
be was a child, and brought to England to be 
educated. He's been to Oxford and got a de- 
zree, and now he’s going out again to Africa 
to convert his own people. And he’s coming 
aown to the Vicar’s to stay on Wednesday.” 

“It's my belief,” said old Uncle James, 
Aunt Emily’s brother, the superannuated skip- 
per, “that he’d much better stop in England 
forever. I’ve been a good biton the Coast 
myself in my time, after palm oil and such, 
and my opinion is thata nigger’s a nigger any- 
where, but he’s a sight less of a nigger in Eng- 
iand than out yonder in Africa. Take him to 
Engiana, and you make a gentleman of him; 
send him home again, and the nigger comes 
oup at once in spite of you.” 

“Oh, James,” Aunt Emily put in, “‘how 
can you talk such unchristianlike talk, setting 
yourself up aga’ missions, when we know 
that all the nations of the earth are made of 
one blood.” 

“Tve always lived a Christian life myself, 
£mily,” answered Uncle James, “though I 
have cruised a good bit on the Coast, too, 
which is against it, certainly; but, I take it, a 
nigger’s a nigger whatever you do with him. 
The Ethiopian cannot change bis skin, the 
Scripture says, nor the leopard his spots, and 
a nigger he'll be to the end of his days; ‘you 
mark.my words; Emily.” 

On Wednesday, in due course, the Reverend 
John Creedy arrived at the vicarage, and 
much curiosity there was througbout the vil- 
lage of Walton Magna that week to see this 
curious new thing, a coal-black parson. Next 
day, Thursday, an almost egually unusual 
event occu to Ethel Berry, for toher great 
surprise she got a little note. in the morning 
inviting. ber up toa tennis party at the vicar- 
age thesame afternoon. Now; though the Vicar 
called on Aunt Emily ofter-enough, and ac- 
ce her help moe Ae for.school feasts and | 
other village festivities of the milder sort, the 
Berrys were hardly up to that level of society 

_ which is commonly invited to the. parson’s 
lawn-tennis parties. And the reason why 
Ethel was asked on this particular Thursday 
must be traced to a certain pious conspiracy 
between the Vicar and the retary of the 
Gold Coast Evangelistic Society. When those 
two eminent missionary advocates had met a 
fortnight before at Exeter Hall, the Secretary 
bad represented to the Vicar the desirability 
of young John Creedy’s taking to himself an 
English wife before his departure. ‘it will 
steady him and keep him right on the Coast,” 
he said, “‘and it will give bim importance in 
the eyes of the natives as well.””

MorrTatity Amone Troops.—The histo- 
rian of the Napoleonic wars has many threads 
to weave into his narrative, and the thread of 
sickness is apt to show, perhaps, less conspicu- 
ously than its importance deserves, But the 
historian of medicine and of epidemic diseases 
supplies his omissions; and it is indeed a ghast- 
ly narrative that he gives. The horrors of ty- 
phus and dysentery inthe Russian campaign 
of 1812, and in such sieges as that of Torgau 
in the year following, are beyond all descrip- 


tion. Nothing in the modern world for which 
the will of an individual can be held account- 
able ever came so near to realizing the mon- 
strous imagination of Macbeth: 
“ Though tne treasure 

Of Nature’s germens tumbie all together, 

Even till destruction sicken’’— 
Of thearmy numbering 500,000 that crossed the 
Vistula in the Spring of 1812 only some bands of 
stragglers found their way back, wivhout 
arms, their clothes in rags. and spreading 
typhus as they went. The Third Army Corps, 
commanded by Ney, was 43,000 strong when 
ic set out, and when it re-entered Poland all 
that remained of it was a ragged roup of 
some 20 persons surrounding the arshal. 
One of these was the Surgeon de Kerckhove, 
who afterward wrote the medical history of 
the campaign. In Vilna, outof a total of 30,- 
000 French prisoners, 25,000 died of typhus, 
and the disease carried off 8,000 of the poor 
Jews living in the town. In the Hos- 
pital of St. pe an eye-wit- 
ness is said to have seen one of the 
wards filled three times over with 5U typhus pa- 
tients and three times emptied of 50 dead bod- 
ies. Asacontrast to these unmitigated hor- 
rors let us take the proportions of sickness and 
mortality among the German troops in the 
Franco-German war. The Germans crossed 
the Rhine in the Summer and Autumn of 1870 
to the number of 913,967. Of these there per- 
ished, from one cause or another, 44,890, in- 
cluding 17,572 who were killed in battle, 10,710 
who died in hospital of their wounds,’ and 12,- 
253 who died of sickness and pestilence. The 
relatively small amount of sickness in the 
—s is referred to with just pride b 
Prof. Virchow, in an address from whic 
we take the figures, and which we shall 
notice further. It will be better ap- 
preciated by comparing the figures for the 
Crimean war and for the American civil war. 
In the former the French lostin all 95,615men : 
of the-e only 10,240 felf before the enemy, about 
the same number died of their wounds, and 
the enormous residue of 75,000 fell victims to 
camp sickness and pestilence. In the Ameri- 
can ciyil war it is estimated that 97,000 deaths 
occurred in battle or subsequently from 
wounds received, and that 184,000 died of sick- 
ness. *‘What immeasurable suffering ahd 
pain !’’ exclaims Virchow. ‘‘ What a sea 
of blood and tears is contained in these 
figures! How much, too, of defective prac- 
tice, of prejudice, of erroneous opinion !” The 
lesson of these calamities, he shows, was not 
thrown away upon the citizens of the United 
States; their gigantic medical history of the 
war has been a mine of scientific information 
and of practical experience for the military 
surgery and hygiene of later times. When 
the Germans entered on the war with France, 
says Prof. Virchow, they had the well-digested 
experience of two recent campaigns of their 
own; they had also the inestimable experi- 
ences of the Americans, and, finally, they had 
German science—‘‘wir hatten die deutsche 
Wissenschaft.”—Zhe Quarterly Keview. 


Yacutine.—It is a debatable point with 
many whether the long, narrow, deep-hulled, 
aud heavily ballasted hulls of the present day 
are, on the whole, superior as sea-boats, or for 
speed, to the vessels of greater comparative 
beam of a quarter of a century ago, but the 
general balance of evidence tends to show that 
for any given- tonnage a well-bajlasted and 
judiciously sparred yacht of five beams length 
is. taken all round, a more capable boat than 
one of four beams. The reason of choosing a 
greater length for any given tonnage was the 


knowledge that, other things being equal, the 
greater the length the greater the speed. The 
adoption of extreme proportions for any given 
tonnage had always been held in check by 
the necessity of providing a yacht with great 
comparative beam, in order that she might 
carry a large sail-spread. Speed was thus 
made dependent as much on the sail-carrying 
power as upon the length of hull, and until 
within the last quarter of a century it was 
considered that four anda half beams to length 
was the happy medium. The gradual dis- 
covery that sail-carrying power could be made 
almost dependent upon ballasting and depth 
led to beam being dispensed with in favor of 
depth, and a consequent low situation of the 
dead weight. Tosuch an extent is the mod- 
ern system of ballasting carried that modern 
racing yachts of 90 tons downward have 
the whole of their ballast outside in the form 
of lead keels. They are about five and a half 
beams to length, and for any given length 
carry more sail than a yacht of four beams 
would have carried 20 years ago. The chief 
objection to this modern type of craft is its 
extreme costliness, and this circumstance has 
contributed to the diminution of the number 
of competitors during the last few years. 
The Yacbt Racing Association has, it may 
be supposed, taken this view of the case; 
for its members have passed a new 
rule for the rating of yachts in com- 

titive sailing based on sail area and 
ength of hull. Contemporaneously the chief 
yacht-racing clubs in America, led by the 
New-York Yacht Club, have adopted a simi- 
lar rule, and itis said to have been much ap- 
proved. Theoretically it seems sound and just 
that if a yacht’s success depends upon her 
length and upon the sail she can carry, these 
two elements should form the basis for esti- 
mating a compensation for differences between 
yachts in competition; and, further, that the 
tendency of such a compensation should be to 
limit sail-spread and length of hull, and so at 
the same time reduce the expense of producing 
and working a racing yacht.—Dixon Kemp, in 
the Fortnightly Heview. 


Wuen TaHere WerRE no MATCHES.— 
Young and even middle-aged people, accus- 
tomed to the convenience of the modern luci- 
fer match, can hardly imagine the time when 
the tinder-box, with its clumsy flint and steel 
and broad brimstone matches, was the only 


means of procuring a light, Some people were 
more skillful than others in striking a light 
and blowing the spark and match to a flame; 
but often on a wintry morning it was weary 
work with the servant who had to kindle the 
first fire if the tinder happened to be damp or 
worn out or the flint and steel ‘‘in a tem- 
per.’’ Indeed, in many houses a rush-light was 
in some bedroom or other always burned, so 
that in case of sudden iliness, or any disaster, 
there might be light ready. The rush-light, 
having, as its name implies, a rush wick, was 
about 15 inches long, and was hurnt in a huge

The picture of a half-starved seamstress in ber 
garret would, in those days, have been incom- 
plete without the thin rush candle; but its 
flame was so feeble that I can hardly fancy 
any eyes could have served to thread a needle 
by it.—London society. 


Tar Drama.—A drama is made up by 
the skillful blending of contrasts.

lapse into the nation’s bauble and toy, as was 
prophesied in the Westminster Heview a few 
years since, or whether it shall assert itself and 
claim its right to embody and repicture to it its 
best self and the best possibilities of our pres- 
ent life; to become, as one may be allowed to 
fondly picture the nation’s drama, its guardian 
angel, its exact spiritual and ever overhover- 
ing likeness, leading it into paths of pleasant- 
nessand peace. If such a view of the drama 
were to be upheld by its representatives, it is 
certain that tbe arts of music and painting 
would soon fall into their rightly secondary 
places, for neither music nor painting has in- 
trinsically and of natural birth-right such 
scope and influence as the drama. .W hatever 
changes may come about in religion and in so- 
ciety, whatever creeds may be upheld or up- 
heaved, the heart and soul of man will always 
remain the things of greatest price in the uni- 
verse, and these to their utmost bounds will 
always be the entailed inheritance and inalien- 
_ domain of the drama.—ihe Nineteenth 
Sentury. 


Or Waar Driskase Dip Swirt Drr?— 
Swift, ludicrous to relate, has been held up in 
more than one publication as an appalling 
illustration of the effects of profligate indul- 
gence, At last, in 1846, Sir William Wilde 
came tothe rescue. In an essay in the Dublin 
Quarterly Journal of Medical Science, after- 
ward published in a volume entitled “The 
Closing Years of Dean Swift’s Life,” he rein- 
vestigated with the minutest care thé whole 
case, In the first place, he made the important 
discovery that the Dean had undoubtedly had 


a stroke of paralysis. This was a circumstance 
which had not been recorded by any of the 
biographers, but which a plaster cast, taken 
from the mask applied to the tace after death 
placed beyond doubt. Wilde boldly contend 
that there was no proof at all that Swift was 
ever insane, in the sense in which the word is 
usually understood, nay, that previous to 1742 
he showed nosymptoms whatever of mental 
disease ** beyond the ordinary decay of nature.” 
The deplorable condition into which he subse- 
quently sank Wilde attributed not to insanity 
or to imbecility, but to paralysis of the muscles 
by which the mechanism of speech is produced, 
and'to loss of memory, the result in all prob- 
ability of subarachnoid effusion. But what 
Wilde failed to understand was the nature of 
the origina! disease, in other words, the cause 
of the giddiness and deafness which, whatever 
may have heen their connection with the graver 
symptoms of the case, undoubtedly ushered 
them in. And it is here that Dr. Bucknill comes 
to our assistance. In his opinion, the life-long 
malady of Swift is to be identified with a 
malady which medical science has only re- 
cently recognized, ‘* Labyrinthine Vertigo,” 
or, as it is sometimes called in honor of the 
eminent pathologist who discovered it, ‘* La 
Maladie de Ménitre,” To this are to be at- 
tributed all the symptoms which were sup- 
by Swift himself to have originated 
rom a surfeit of fruit or a chill, which Bed- 
does attributed to profligate habits, and 
which Sir William Wilde was unable to satis- 
factorily account for. It was a purely 
physical and local disorder, which in no 
way either impaired or perverted his men- 
tal powers, and which, had it run its 
course uncomplicated, would probably have 
ended merely in complete deafness. But on 
this disorder supervened, between 1738 and 
1742, dementia, with hemiplegia and aphasia, 
the dementia arising from general decay of the 
brain occasioned by age and disease, the 
aphasia and paralysis resulting from disease 
of one particular part of the brain, probably 
the third left frontal convolution. Thus the 
insanity, or, to speak more accurately, the 
fatuity of Swift, was not, as he himself and 
his biographers after him havesupposed, the 
gradual development of years, but was partly 
the effect of senile decay and partly the effect 
of a local lesion.—Quarterly Review.

‘Urrnn Gerser Basrx, Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, Aug. 27.—Very welcome to the 
worn-out members of the first detachment of 
Mr. Rafus Hatch’s excursion party was the 

ty to rest comfortably on Saturday 


night and Sunday in this most wonderful of 
the Yellowstone Park geyser basins. They 
bad ridden hard and over trying roads on Fri- 
day, and some of them got little sleep at the 
first camp at Norris Geyser Basin. Saturday’s 
drive was longer, the roads were worse than 
those traveled on Friday, and several of the 
ladies and two of the gentlemen declared they 
would be unable to move on Sunday, according 
to a plan which had apparently beon made 
with the object of propelling the visitors 
through the park with locomotive velocity. 
The camp here, erected upon the site of a hotel 

may be built one of these days, is most 
advantageously situated. It is upon a plateau 
of about 10 acres, where there is room not 
only for the 20 house tents ranged in a semi- 
circle at the back, but for the large tent which 
is used as a dining-room and an assembly 
chamber for those guests who choose to gather 
in it for chat, sinzing, or other social purposes. 
Out on the edge of the plateau the teamsters 


have parked their wagons and at night they 
sleep under or on them, with no roof above 
them but the sky. There is a slope to the 
Firehole Creek, about 300 yards below, and 
then beyond, on the north bank and to the 
west, rises the great white and brown and 
tawny yellow basin, dotted in every direction 
_ with active or quiet gsysers, broken by bot 
pools, er seamed with crevices worn by the 
constant running of hot water, while over the 
whole region, as far away as a mile in almost 
every direction, clouds of steam are constant- 
ly rising to indicate where ‘the subterranean 
are sullenly or actively torcing up their 
In the early morning, 
ust before sunrise, when the atmosphere 
much cooler than the temperature of the 
geysers, the steamy ——— are yery in- 
teresting, for every firehole, every fissure 
over the great oa. every trickling rivulet, 
and even the Firehole Creek contributes its 
share to the great mass of steam-cloud that 
floats over the basin and into the pine woods 
about its edge. When the sun gets up the 
great cloua of vapor is reduced in vol- 
ume. The President, travelling with Gen. 
Sheridan, had precisely the same com- 
manding view of the basin as did the 
ests of the Improvement Company, with 
advantage, perbaps, of being a trifle 
higher, on a slope shaded by a pretty grove 
of = and cedars. He had been here a day 
and a balf on Saturday night, when our ag 4 
arrived, and, having dined at 6 o'clock, h 
camp-fires were soon after lighted, one at each 
end of the line of seven tents and one in the 
centre. Camp-chairs were brought out and 
ranged before the central fire, and soon there 
were rows of interested spectators in the lower 
camp, who were trying to pick out the Presi- 
dentas the party in Gen. Sheridan's camp drew 
themselves sociably up for their usual even- 
ing chat. The scene was an extremely pretty 
one, with the light of the large fires stream- 
ing upon the white tents, flickering upon the 
faces of the groups sitting about before them 
in careless attitudes, and on the moving forms 
of orderlies, casting long shadows against the 
background of dark evergreens as they went 
from place to place. Above the crackling of 
the burning logs and brushwood, at reguiar 
intervals, came the warning hisses and splash- 
es from Old Faithful, and then for four or five 
minutes there would be a great commotion, 
the geyser would send aloft a stream of large 
volume to the height of more than a hundred 
feet, and persons from both camps would run 
out into the open to get a view of the eruption, 
the geyser being scarcely more than a thou- 
sand feet away. Many members of the Hatch 
party would have been glad to have called 
upon the President, but it was understood that 
he did not care to receive visitors and his wish 
Was respected. ‘through your correspondent, 
he extended an invitation to Mr. John M. Le 
Sage, of the London Morning Telegraph, to 
drop into the camp, and a party of four news- 
r (eager were presented to him 
and to Gen. Sheridan and his party, who 
received them very cordially. All the 
President’s party wore comfortable wraps, for 
the evening was decidedly cool. All were 
well, and as they conversed it turned out that 
their couriers bad brought to them from the 
Mammoth Hot Springs a report of the sham 
robbery of the ‘‘dudes,” and that it had been 
supposed that the Bethel] brothers, Mr. J. 
Stanley Stubbs, and Mr. Whitby, an English 
friend, had really met with some desperadoes 
and been compelled to ‘* throw up”’ in earnest. 

About the time the callers at the Presi- 
dent’s camv returned to their own quarters 
the Hechive Geyser, so called because of the 
hive-like form of the geyser’s cone, began to 
sputter. It was in the direct line of the camp- 
fire and but a few hundred feet away across 
Firehole Creek. After a few preliminary sput- 
terings there was a runibling and roar and a 
vibration of the earth under one’s feet, and 
then there sbot up a magnificent column, 
steady and strong, reaching to the height of 
fally 200 feet. The eruption continued for 10 
minutes, and before that time it had startled 
all the tented sleepers who had fallen into 
their first slumber, and their wondering 
faces could be seen peering from halt- 
opened doors at the amazing sight. A scarci- 
ty of servants had compelled the sending 
along with the party of two colored waiters— 
Archie and Dick—from a dining-room car. 
These two.sable geniuses had expressed unmit- 
igated disgust at the sulphur springs, and ill- 
concealed alarm when brought into the geyser 
neighborhood. Just before the Beehive broke 
forth they had been sent to the Firehole Creek 
for pitchers of water. As they stooped from 
a bridge to dip their pitchers into the stream 
the first warning sound came, The pitchers 
were hastily plunged in, quickly pulled out, 
and the two men started back. Up went the 
column of steam and hot water with 
& most unearthly din, down came the 
splashing mass, seemingly just behind 

em, and in full view of some 
of the people in camp, two pitchers were heard 
todrop with a crash and two darkies were 
seon skimming up the bill as if they were 
fying from the arch fiend himself. It was in 
vain that efforts were made to assure them 
that there was no danger; that the Beehive 
* went off” in that way about every 24 hours, 
and that it was perfectly easy to get out of 
lite reach after the warning signs were given. 
They would not return to the creek; some- 
body else had to draw the water for the party, 
and they declared that they'd rather ‘go to 
the devble dan stay where dere was so much 
hot water bustin’ up out of de groun’ all de 
time.” 

When the excursion party turned out on 
Sunday morning at 7 o’clock for breakfast the 
tents of Gen. Sheridan’s camp had disap- 
pases. and where the evening before the 

resident had chatted with bis visitors there 
were now no remains of a camp except three 

iles of dead and dust-covered black ashes. 
he reveille had been heard at sunrise, and it 
was supposed that the camp would be kept up 
over Sunday to give the President a chance to 
attend a service to be held by Bishop Cyrus 
D. Foss, who hed halted in the Basin while 
making the tour of the park. Some of the 
early risers who bad left their beds to see the 
vapor effects and to wander among the 
different geysers, had seen the well-disciplined 
men under Capt. Hayes, in charge of the es- 
cort, as they pulled the tent-pins, rollea the 
tents, gathered all the traps of the party and 
rapidly —- them upon the waiting pack- 
mules, and had watched the cavalcade, with 
the President in the midst, that marched 
away a few minutes later down the trail lead- 
ing to the Yellowstone Lake, Gen. Sheridan 
ehead, with a guide, the President and his 
friends following in single file; then the cav- 
alrymen by twos, and then three divisions of 
ck-mules, each with its guiding bell, the 
eavily burdened beasts crowding each other 
and jostling together in groups as they ambled 
along in and upon the edges of the path, 
After the camp had broken up five or six 
Shoshone Indians, who bad been brought from 
the reservation to bunt for the party, and 
who had been paid off and discharged, lin- 
ered to drink a farewell to the scene, gal- 
oped -recklessly and hilariously about the 
camp for an hour, to the amusement of the 
young people, and at last went thunderin 
away in a cloud of dust on their homewar 
trip of 350 miles, to Washakie, their arms and 
fringed leggings and tasseled whips fluttering 
in the breeze as they disappeared. Breakfast 
over, the whole party congregated about 
Old Faithful to examine the great mound 
of serite, rising in layers and shallow 
to its crater, an oblong opening two by 
six feet on the inside, up to which one can 
safely venture to creep, when the geyser is not 
spouting, to lock down through the tawny 
opening into the tal clear water that 
sputtered fitfully below. 1n the shallow basins 
of the terraced mound the edges of the pools 
showed delicate tints of yo an sao, 
orange wn, apd rough the clear 
water, Pn le i treed and beaded where 
they have not been broken down by the feet 
of tourists. Following the example of the

lost or tossed out in fragments along with 
battered and blackened tomato cans, sev- 
eral of the ladies and gentlemen dropped 
their handkerchiefs into the crater to see what 
would become of them. These contributions 
to the jaws of Old Faithful were not all recov- 
ered, In several instances they were spouted 
out by the first or second eruption admirably 
washed, while in the cases of the Baron, the 
wife of the Chicago physician, and ‘* the littis 
woman” from Mandan, Old Faithful “ man- 
gled’’ the linen committed to it as it it resented 
the use to which it had been put, and cast 
it out in small fragments along with the 
sbreds of old army undershirts that might 
have been the property of some of Sheridan’s 
departea troops. 

Bishop Foss conducted a brief service in the 
dining-tent about the usual time for church 
services, giving notice to the litvie congrega- 
tion of tourists, teamsters, and guides that if 
at any moment nature should speak through 
one of the great rs, the service should be 
stopped and the tors be permitted to listen 
to the impressive utterances of the Master 
through his wondrous works. Mr, Clay and 
Mr. Darling, the two lively Scotch gentlemen 
of the party, came to this service from a walk 
through the geyser basin, looking fresh and 
clean. With much enthusiasm they told how 
they had found nice hot water in the pool of 
the Giantess geyser, and, having their shaving 
apparatus in their pockets, had each held a 
hand-glass for the other and made themselves 
fit to be seen. There was no interruption 
of the services, but Old Faithful, which 
was in full view of the conerapntion 
went off before they were over, an diverted 

ttention for a moment as its tall column of 

ater was blown, veil-like. by the strong breeze 
right over the forms of some astonished tour- 
ists who had ventured too close toit. During 
the afternoon the tourists traversed the geyser 
basin from end to end, most of them going 
down the left bank of the Firehole Creek, ex- 
amining the geysers and springs on that side, 
and coming back on the right bank to study 
the wonders of the higher slope of the basin. 
The Castle, believed by some of the scientific 
men who have visited the basin to have once 
been the grandest geyserin the valley, had 
been seen from the camp in_ erup- 
tion, and its cone, about 12 feet 
in height above a_ terraced mound 
and of an irregular castellated character, that 
gives it its name, was inspected as closely as 
its occasional jets and spurts of steam and 
water would permit. The Castle is said to 
shoot a column of water 100 feet high on occa- 
sions, accompanying this unusual display by 
deafening noises, but it favored its visitors on 
this Sunday with a greatiy moditied show. 
There were stops at the Wash-tub, the Dish- 
pan, the Bubblers, the Spanker, the Lime Kilns, 
and the Oblong geyser, and long halts at the 
Spleadid and the Grotto. The Splendid is a 
comparatively new geyser which has, it is 
said, developed great energy since 1881, 
lt spouts at three-bour intervals, and 
for a period of from five to ten 
minutes, The Grotto Geyser gets its 
name from the form of its cone, as many of 
the other large geysers do, the eruptions of 
water escaping trom several fantastic and 
grotto-like cavities. The formation of the cone 
and mound are like those of most of the gey- 
sers—of white and grayish silicate. The Giant, 
with its cone 10 feet in height, close to the 
creek, and Young Faitbful, a sort of safety- 
valve for the Giant, were inspected at a re- 
spectful distance while in operation, and then 
the creek was crossed to the right bank in or- 
der to reach the Riverside and Fan Geysers. 
The first of these was quiet and not remarka- 
ble, but the Fan, which has two orifices, was 
splurging noisily, whirling out two streams 
which crossed each other with a lateral mo- 
tion in broad, fan-like splashes, above which 
rose light clouds of steam that took all the 
colors of the prism under the bright glow of 
thesun. Returning along the bank opposite 
to that by which the walk down had been 
taken, the party strolled about with careful 
steps between many beautiful but nameless 
pools, steaming orifices, dry basins, trickling 
streams of hot water, and over rivulets upon 
the beds of which were inscribed in pencil the 
autographs of many visitors. By this time 
most of the party had become wearied with 
the desolate spectacle of the incrusted basin 
and its myriad springs. While impressive, 
the sight soon became oppressive, and 
one longs to get away from the weird scene, 
to escape into the woods where vegetation 
is not contending at a disadvantage with these 
strange forces of subterranean origin. With 
many small differences the geysers and springs 
will appear to all but scientific observers and 
students greatly alike. Wonderful, indeed, in 
structure, coloring, operation, and in their 
gg ge 8 of eruption, and avons at times 
a the portentious rumblings and violent 


pl mis — accompany their more or 
ar 


less reguiarly repeated action. The way back 
to camp took the party by the Keauty and 
Wave Springs, the Turban, Grand, Saw Mill, 
Tardy, and Spasmodic Geysers. The Grand, 
which in repose is a steaming blue pool, with- 
out a surrounding cone, spouted severa! times 
during our stay at the basin, and once was in 
operation at the same time as its neighbor, the 
Turban, the two mingling their streams of 
water and columns of steam. Down by the 
edge of the Firehole a group of geysers were 
seen, for which there anpears to be some difii- 
culty about getting a name, for they have 
been called *‘ Trinity,’’ “* Niobe,” and by other 
words that do not describe them, and are now 
called the ‘‘ Lioness and Two Cubs,” perhaps 
because they bear no possible resemblance to 
the lion family except in being tawny yellow 
within the orifice of the cones, ‘‘ The Giant- 
ess,”’ a geyser having no cone, but spouting 
once a fortnight from an oval pool about 35 
feet by 25, in which the water is sapphire blue 
and so clear that one can see the cauliflower 
formations of silicate at the sides through the 
gentiy boiling liquid well down to the bottom, 
a depth of 63 feet, was wondered at, and after 
another look at the Beehive the creek was 
crossed just as the sun was going down in 
showery clouds behind the snow-spotted moun- 
tains. 

Owing to the delay of a day beyond the time 
allotted to the first party to stay at the basin 
the second, late in the afternoon, drove across 
the valley and up the plateau to the camp, 
dusty and hungry and full of startling expe- 
riences. Prof. Passy, once more in his chamois 
leggins, came in last, on @ pony so small that 
his long legs were well drawn up to accommo- 
date them to the greatest length to which the 
stirrup straps could be let out. He had gone 
about regardless of guides, his guide-book and 
chart and note-book at hand, and all in fre- 
quent use. Before he had eaten his supper he 
was outat Old Faithful, watching the ver 
first eruption that occurred after his arrival, 
and expressing his innocent astonishment that 
so many vegetable and fruit cans, flannel 
shirts, handkerchiefs, and towels should be cast 
up by the great geyser. Angry and swift- 
moving clouds, that had begun to rise above 
the borizon as the sun went down, had over- 
cast the sky, and vivid ligntning, followed by 
thunder peals, that were echoed again and 
again, was followed by a brief gust of wind 
and rain that continued to fall long enough to 
drive all the campers to their tents and early 
to cheir beds. K. G, D.

SUPPRESSION OF STREET BEGGING. 
From the New-Or'eana Times-Democrat, Sept. 12. 
The police, under the instructions of the 

Mayor, began, Monday, the arrest of the numer- 
ous vagrants and beggars that have infected this 
city for so many years. They were brought before 
Judge Ford, and there given the alternative be- 
tween the prison and the poor-house. One of 
them actually preferred the lock-up; and there 
seemed to be much of that dread of the alms- 
house which bas grown up from the administration 
of the poor laws in England and some of the 
Northern States, but this will soon wear off with 
the proper care of thisinstitution, As it was, some 
dozen of our street beggars, the blind, the lame, 
and the halt, were sent to the slms-house, 
where they will be well cared for. Street begging 
is confessedly a great nuisance, but when it is 
joined, as it has been in New-Orleans, with the 
exposure of deformities, disease, and sores, it is 
simply unendurablie. It is announced that the law 
is to be thoroughly carried out, and tbat our streets 
will be freed from these beggars, There are ebari- 
table organizations in abundance hers whieh will 
investigate all cases of need, and care for and at- 
tend to the sick, suffering. and destitute, and, with 
a city alms-bouse behind them, there ought to be 
as little suffering here as in any other city in this 
country.

As was natural, Kelly Smith mede inquiries 
about the people in his old home, and pretty soon 
he ascertained that be was talking to his own son, 
whom he had not seen in three decades. From 
him the old man learned that his wife was still liv- 
ing single, having never married. He is now cor- 
responding with her, and it is more than probable 
induce her to join him and his son in his new 
ome. 


WITH NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


Hor Sprines, Va., Sept. 8.—Little effort 
is made by the proprietors of these Virginia 
watering-places to raise on their own property 
the produce needed for their hotels, There are 
only two exceptions tojthis that I know of— 
thé Hot Springs and the Red, and both these 
places are owned by Northern capitalists, 
who see that they can -produce cheaper and 
better than they can buy. Warren Leland, I 
believe, has said that a large hutel can buy its 
provisions chaaper than it can raise them, but 
even be will, no doubt, admit the mountain 
region of Virginia to be an exception to 
this rule, for here good land is plenty 
and labor is cheap. There is every 
inducement for a hotel here to have 
its own gardens, chicken-yards, and dairy. 
As things are now, the hotels send wagons all 
over the neighboring counties, buying what 
they can—butter, chickens, sheep, vegetables— 
whatever the boarders can eat. And by scour- 
ing the country through they cannot find as 
much as they need, but have to send to the 
cities for more. They buy native butter, as I 
have written before, for 16 cents a pound, and 
supplement the supply by butter from the mar- 


kets, which costs, delivered here, close upon 
40 cents a pound. Chickens can be bought 
for $2 a dozen, but there are not 
enough of them to be had. And all this 
time the barn-yards are full of maunre 
and rich fields are uncultivated. One of our 
New-York market gardeners who would come 
down here and settle in this valley, buy 10 or 
20 acres of land for less than he would pay for 
a year’s rent of his land near New-York, load 
it with the manure that most any of the hotels 
would be glad to have carted away, and raise 
large quantities of vegetables, chickens, and 
other produce, would make a pocketful of 
money. No native Virginian will do it, be- 
cause it would require too much exertion for 
one thing, and because they don’t know how 
for another. What gardens tifere are here- 
abouts are fully a month behind our New-York 
gardens. This is partly because the mountain 
air is cool, but principally because the gardens 
are not managed properly. 

I am led to make these truly rural remarks 
by aconversation I had last evening with one of 
the principal owners of the Hot Springs prop- 
erty. Hewas:ommenting upon the Virginia 
style of doing such things, and laughing at the 
way the native amuses himself with what he 
calls agriculture. ‘*They have never had to 
work much in these mountains,” said the hotel 
man, “‘ because their principal business is rais- 
ing stock, and the grass renews itself year 
after year without any necessity for plowing. 
There are fields within a mile of here that have 
not been plowed for 50 years, but still produce 

eat crops of hay. @ have 2,000 acres of 

and, of which half is cleared, and under 
cultivation. Now, how do you suppose a 
native Virginian would go about clearing the 
rest of it? He would put two or three men at 
work and keep them girdling trees. When a 
tree is girdled, of course, it dies. But it lives 
on for a year or two, and stands, perhaps, 
three or four years before the native considers 
it fit to cut for firewood. If he is very lazy, 
he waits till it falls down. Sometimes he 
makes an effort to burn the stump, but oftener 
he waits for it to rot. This takes four or five 
years from the time the trees are girdled. Even 
then the land is full of roots and old stumps, 
and is not in really good condition till about 
the time the man dies. Our plan is different. 
We cut the live trees, and sell or burn the tim- 
ber. Then we put two men and a stump- 
puller at work, and they come out like old 
teeth.’ An acre is cleared in no time and the 
stump holes filled - The stumps are burned, 
and the land is ready to be worked. A stump- 
puller to work by hand can be bought for $25, 
but there never was onein this county till ours 
came, Then nobody would believe that little 
thing would pull a stump. But now they 
know it will, because they’ve seen it work. 
They never heard of such a thing as a side-bill 

low, though all their land is on hill-sides, 

hey are using the same style of axe they usec 
50 years ago. By next season we will have a 
good German gardener here and have a good 
dairy established and raise all our own chick- 
ens, We will have to doit toset the kind of 
table we are setting now and intend to con- 
tinue. If I lose money on this hotel every 
year for ten years, that’s all right; I guess I 
can affordit. ButI intend to make people 
say its a good hotel and gives the best meal in 
the South, whatever it costs me.” He had 
been advised, this hotel man said, to put up a 
sign like this if he wanted to do any business 
in Virginia; 
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But that wasn’t the kind of hotel he hank- 
ered after. 

Mr. Smithmeier, the Washington architect, 
who has just returned from the Arkansas 
Springs, where he has been superintending 
the erection of a Government hospital, is here, 
prowling around with a tape-line and a foot- 
rule, making plans for the new building, This 
building, which ie to be only the first of sev- 
eral Jarge ones, will be built entirely of brick, 
in Gothic style. The plan is to build two 
large brick wings, one at each end of the 
present building, and each four or five stories 
high. The lower floors of the wings will be 
used for parlors and dining-rooms, and the 
upper floors for sleeping apartments. The 
entire central part of the building, that which 
is now standing, will be remodeled and raised 
one story, with a mansard roof added. There 
will be passenger and freight elevators, and 
one of the elevators will run down into an 
excavation connecting with a passageway to 
the bath-houses, so that invalids can be taken 
from their rooms to the bath-rooms without 
leaving their chairs, Eventually this central 
wooden part will be torn away ana replaced 
with brick. The plan of the completed build- 
ing, as drawn by Mr. Smithmeier, pre- 
sents a beautiful appearance, with many 
gothic towers and other ornaments. An en- 
tirely new building is to be erected at what is 
now the upper end of the yard, which, it is in- 
tended, shall not only far surpass any other 
hotel building in the South, but fully equal 
any in the North. It is to be built of brick and 
stone, and particular attention is to be paid to 
making the bath-rooms the finest in the world. 
They are allto be built of stone, large enough 
for swimming in. Whena bath 1s tobe used 
artificiallv-heated water will first be run into 
it to heat the stone, and then the natural hot 
water will be turned in. This building is de- 
signed tor use both Summerand Winter. The 
brick ball-room building, in which my suite of 
one connecting apartment is situated, is to be 
torn down to afford an uninterrupted view 
through the “ side” valley that branches off at 
this point. And I am assured that before the 
close of another season a narrow gauge rail- 
road will be [In operation from Millboro to the 
Hot Springs. 

All these contemplated improvements, I am 
aware, must sound to the reader like the usual 
talk cf Summer hotel men, who erect more 
new buildings in their minds than they do on 
the solid earth. But I have not taken all this 
space to givesome unknown landlord of the 

ot Springs a chance to blow his cornet. If I 
were at liberty to say who the chief owner of 
the property is nobody would doubt that he is 
quite able to do all he says he will. But I have 
promised not to ‘give hin away.” It is not Jay 
Gould nor Vanderbilt nor Rufus Hatch, nor 
any of my otber New-York millionaire friends, 
It is a man, however, with nearly as much 
(perhaps quite as much) lucre as some of these 
who is infatuated with the place, and who can 
and will spend all the money necessary to 
make it just such a place as he wants it. Why 
he heutl bother himself with a hotel I cannot 
imagine. But since he has done it 1 am satis- 
fied he will make it a good one. 

To theright of the hotel property (I don’t 
know whether it’s east or west; the sun sets in 
these valleys about the time it ought to be 
rising,) is a high mountain, 10 or 12 miles long, 
witb a top perfectly flat and almost bare. It 
is proposed, also, to construct a wagon road 
along the top of this mountain, and the view 
from it will be grand. Facing the front of 
the hotel is another high mountain, with not a 
road or any sign of civilization about it. It 
is just as wild and desolate as it was when 
Cikeustinnt first discovered New-York, and 
adventurous guests of the hotel sometimes 
climb to its summit, whence they can see 
a great distance, Walks are to be 

made, also, to the summit of this moun- 
tain. When all these changes are made the 
Hot Springs will equal in attractiveness any 
resort in the country. The hotel will be kept 
open both Summer and Winter, in the latter 
season principally for the accommodation of 
those rheumatic and gouty subjects who find 
relief in the baths, The waters are credited 
with containing all the medicinal properties 
of the springs of Arkansas, and the wéather 
here is never so cold but that the baths 
can be taken with safety. The stage ride here 
from Millboro or Covington is not an unpleas- 
ant one for a healthy person, but for a victim 
of rheumatism, who euffers with every jolt of 
the stage, itis bad. if the narrow gauge road 
is built. however. passengers need only take a

THE EX-CONFEDERATE ON THE POLITICAL 


SITUATION IN THE SOUTH. 
From the Chicago Tribune, Sept. 18. 

Gen. James Longstreet, of Confederate fame, 
and at present United States Marshal of Georgia, 
was at the Grand Pacific yesterday on his way ‘to 
attend the fair at Woodstock, Ill. The veteran, 
though well advanced in years, still oarries him- 
self erect, and shows the marks of his West Point 
training. Both his hair and beard are almost 
snow-white, but be retains full use of ali his facul- 


ties, except hearing, which is somewhat affected. 
A reporter called upon him at his room and was 
pleasantly received. The first subject broached 
was the recent conference in Washington be- 
tween himself, Gem. Mahone, and Chalmers, 
and speaking of it he said that their 
meeting st the eapital had had a_ political 
construction put upon jt, The fact was that he 
had gone en for no such purpose, but meeting Gen. 
Mahone there they had gone to his room to talk 
about old times and old memories. Later Chal- 
mers had also dropped in, and casually the subject 
of politics had come up, but there wasno gen- 
eral conferenve that he knew of, nor had any spe- 
cial understanding comeof it. Gen. Mahone felt 
very confident of carrying Virginia this year by an 
inereased majority, and of wheeling her into line 
next year against the Democratic Party, and there 
was little doubt but that he was correct in bis cal- 
culations. Speaking further of Southern politics, 
Gen. Longstreet said that there was little hope of 
breaking the solidity of the South next year. He 
thought, with the exception of Virginia, that they 
would hold together and vote the Democratic 
ticket, but it would be about the last time. There 
was not time enough to effect a break, though with 
proper management North Carolina could be car- 
ried for the R publican ticket. But independent 
movements were springing up,and they would grow 
as they had im Virginia. The tariff question might 
yet be the means of rescuiag somes of the South- 
ern States from Democratic rule, for the manufac- 
turing interests in that section were rapidly grow- 
ing in importance, and free-trade talk did not 
meet with as mush favor as formerly. In refer- 
ence to the recent apportionment of Congressional 
districts by the Georgia Legislature. by which, on 
the basis of the negro vote, several districts would 
be Republican, the General said that this was 
true, but the Democrats expressed no fears of 
their ability to carry all the di-triets. This they 
expect to do by controlling a portion of the col- 
ored yote. They had been able to do this in the 
past, but ithad costthem some money. The bet- 
ter element of the colored population all over the 
South, who were working hard and prospering, 
took very little interest in politics, and when they 
voted it was the Republican ticket. There was, 
however, a class of negro politieians who were 
there to make what they could, and they were ex- 
tensively utilized by the Democrats. 

Gen. Longstreet further said that the Adminis- 
tration of President Arthur had been wise and fair, 
and had given great satisfaction in the South to 
both parties. He did not see how the Republican 
Party could heip giving him the nomination next 
year, and if nominated he would certainly be 
elected. He thought it was not only for the inter- 
est of the country, but for the interest of the 
South, that the Republican Party should remain in 
power. “I stopped fighting.” he continued, “ at 
Appomatox Court-house, while my comrades, de- 
feated in war, transferred the conflict from the 
arena of battle tothe arena of politics, with the 
result that they have antagonized the party 
having possession of the National Goy- 
ernment for years, without gaining a 
thing for their section and its people. 
I believed that it was the true nar of the South 
to accept reconstruction and go in and control 
their own State Governments by acting in har- 
mony with the Republican Party, instead of being 
controlled by carpet-baggersg and negroes, which 
resulted from their alliance with Democracy. The 
Northern Republicans would naturally have pre- 
ferred an alliance with the defeated South to any 
other, end had such a course prevailed the South, 
by being the balance of power, would have re- 
gained her old position in the councils of the Na- 
tion. Look at Virginia to-day. The Mahone 
movement bas given Virginia all the prestige and 
power that she bas had since the war, and the old 
a is rapidly recovering her old plave in the Re- 
public.”

A MODEL FISH STORY FROM THE SOUTH. 
From the Auquata (Ga.) Chronicle, Sept. 12. 

On Sunday last the harbor of Port Royal 
established its claim toa deep-water port by the 
discovery of a huge devil-fish, (Sardinus Beelzebub- 
us,) sometimes called Octopus, at the very docks, 
The excellence of Port Royal as a harbor of en- 
trance has long been admitted. Ithas been kpown 
that a large ship might sail squarely up to the pier 
without scraping her keel or ripping her rudder, 
but never before, probably, in her history has her 


identity with the deep sea been so undeniably es- 
tablished. Whether the buge cuttle-fish was 
driven into the river at that point by premoni- 
tions of a storm at sea, or whether it swam up to 
show its sympathy with its twin brother—the great 
railway octopus—which is sucking in the railroads 
and gobbling up the ports, will probably hever be 
known. When first seen, however, it wes coiling 
around in the water near the dock, treating for 
rations and ho'ding its nose against the guano 
warehouses near by. Some one in sight fired a 
musketful of slugs into the fish, which infuriated 
rather than maimed the sea-serpent. and It made a 
violent break toward the pier, Seizing upon one 
of the poco it lashed its great suction-cupped 
arms about it and wrenched it from its 
place. A popular and handsome _ railroad 
engineer, who has just returned from Port Royal 
informs the Chronicle that the octopus shook the 
pier so violently that persons on the dock were 
frightened off for fear the wharf would give way. 
Finally several pistoi-shots were fired at the fish, 
and the fight was strengthened by harpoons. The 
fish was soon killed, secured, and drawn up on the 
beach, where, at low tide, it wae exposed to full 
view. Ourinformant, who arrived at Port Royal 
after the death, was prevented by high tide from 
getting a view of the monster, but judging from 
the odor arising from the sea and the manner in 
which the load felt on the rope, thinks that it 
weighed fully two tons.

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SEPTEMBER FASHIONS. 


The most important article of dress at this 
season of the year is an outer garment. It is 
rather early to decide upon a change of toilet 
for the coming season and, here at least, too 
cold to don Summer toilets without any outer 
covering. In view of this fact many garments 
are made besides jackets and blouses, which 
are very useful if of light cloth or vigogne, 
lined with silk. Small mantles covering the 
shoulders only are also in use, as well as *‘ dol- 
man visites,’’ These are generally embroid- 
ered and beaded. A Parisian garment now 
made and intended also for Winter wear is 
the “Fedora pelisse.” It has a pelerine to 
turn over and form the sleeves. Another gar- 


ment is tight-fitting, liko a redingote, and also 
has a pelerine. The material of which it is 
made is “limousine,” lined with changeable 
silk, The collar is of velvet, and down the 
front of the redingote are rich ornaments, 
which serve as fastenings. The pelerine has 
two darts over the shoulders. ‘‘ne back is cut 
up and the sides are stitched against the 
garment to below the waist. he lower 
part of the pelerine turns back as well 
as the front, which forms the sleeves, ‘* Tail- 
leur’’ jackets are used with all toilets. When 
they are intended for ordinary morning use 
no vest is worn, and the jacket is of ribbed or 

lain cloth, the real tailor’s material, and 

und with silk galloon. The small collar and 
pocket over the breast are similar to those on 
men’s coats. These jackets are nearly all 
made by tailors. A very new “ mantelet 
visite” is of embossed velvet on an épingié 
ground. It is trimmed around with three rows 
of Spanish lace. Falling over the lace is a 
fringe of black and dark green beads. Among 
this fringe at regular intervals of two inches 
are drooping ornaments in dark green, resem- 
bling Venetian glassware, Painted on each 
of these ornaments is a branch of myosotis, 
consisting of three flowers and two small 
leaves in a lighter shade of green than the glass. 
The beaded work on black garments is usually 
in dark shades of red, violet brown, and old 
gold. Green intermixed with black is a com- 
bination more in use at present than any 
other, 

Arich Parisian redingote is of gauze vel- 
vet, lined with black silk. The front buttons 
down to below the waist, and is trimmed with 
shell shaped lace and a deep piece of lace. The 
latter turns back on either side to form re- 
vers, Another shell-shaped trimming is down 
the side seam under the arm. On the middle 
of the skirt and on the left side over the hip 
ere loops of straw-colored and biack ribbon. 
The loops on the side are sewed to a piece of 
ribbon which is taken across the back, quite 
below the waist, and fastened on the right 
side of the garment. The back is tailleur- 
shaped and forms hollow plaits, which start 
from under the ribbon below the waist. 
A fine piece of lace insertion is takenina 
triangular shape over the shoulder-blade. 
A full lace frill is around the neck. The 
**Pacode” sleeves have but one seam. They 
are trimmed with ribbon, whichis tied in a 
bow on the outside of the arm, and with a 

lating of white lace. A tunique of woolen 
ancy brocaded goods is bronze and leather 
color. It fastens down the frontto the waist 
under a shell-shaped lace trimming. Two 
dartsin front take the garment tightly into 
the ‘tigure. The back draping is raised by 
means of a ribbon band fastened to a button 
placed on che seam of the small side piece in 
the back. The “‘tailleur’”’ back is cut up in 
the middle and falls straight. A small cape is 
worn over this of ribbed bronze velvet. Down 
the front is a jabot. A garment for a child 
from 6 to 12 years of age forms a kind of 
mantle of light cloth embroidered around and 
scalloped. The full back is gathered around 
the neck and near the waist. On the lower 
part of the waist isa ribbon or velvet bow. 
The garment is fastened underneath by a 
cording placed under the gathers. The collar 
is gathered around the neck and scalloped on 
the border. 

A toilet suitable for dinners and evening en- 
tertainments is of strawberry-colored nun’s 
veiling and écru embroidery. The skirt may 
be of veiling or silk, with a box-plaited flounce 
of veiling on the lower part and a narrow 
plaiting coming from beneath the flounce, The 
embroidered apron is partly covered by a 
skirt of veiling, which is draped very high in 
the back over the puffing. The waist laces in 
the back. In front are five darts, A drapery 
of plaited veiling is taken in heart shape over 
the breast. This trimming is formed by sew- 
ing the plaits in a shape through the 
middle of the goods and placing them 
against the waist before the sleeves 
are sewed in, The sleeves terminate 
at the elbow, where there is a full ruching. 
In the back, below the waist and over the 
drapery, is a deep, shell-shaped embroidery. 
Around the neck isa full ruching. Another 
toilet is of lake blue nun’s veiling and Vene- 
tian embroidery. The round skirt has a finely- 

laited flounce reaching half-way to the waist. 

n front is an embroidered apron, The tunique 
is fastened under the basque around the waist 
in large plaits. It is raised over the left hip 
and forms a small round panier, bordered 
with lace. In the back is a round puffing. The 
waist is of veiling lined with silk. It is point- 
ed back and front and laces in the back. 
There are five darts in front, and the square, 
low neck is surrounded with lace ruching. 
The short blue silk sleeves are covered by three 
rows of lace. A very pretty wrapper is of 
caroubier red India cachomire. Itisin three 
parts, The skirtis plaited. The plain- waist 
is half-tight fitting and cut up over the hips. 
The front forms a point. ‘The back is arranged 
in two hollow plaits and joined to the skirt. 
The plaits are fastened underneath, and fur- 
nish the fullness for the skirt. Around the 
neck and down the front of the skirt is a large, 
full trimming cut in the shape of round leaves, 
Coming from the hip is a piece of red satin 
ribbon, which is taken around the border of 
the waist, and covers the place where the skirt 
is joined to the waist. It terminates in long 
loops, 

Bonnets are still trimmed with feathers or 
birds, The novelties in demi-saison styles are 
capotes of gray lace or feathers. leather 
bonnets are very small, with the crowns com- 
posed of ends of various colored wings, so ar- 
ranged as to completely cover them. The 
brims have either trimmings of puffed velvet 
or are bordered with velvet covered with gold 
or brownish lace, Some bonnets have the 
crowns concealed by smooth red or brown 
feathers, These feathers are so soft that the 
capotes appear as though covered with fur. 
Capotes of gray puffed lace have garnet- 
colored velvet strings fastened on the 
side, under a buckle or fancy ornament, The 
newround hats are of fine felt, very smail, 
and in such colors as gray, dark and light 
brown, dark green, blue, or garnet. Fancy 
coiffures for morning use are very showy. 
Some are of red velvet, covered with gilt stars, 
and have red satin loops and ends against the 
gathered backs. Others are Charlotte Corday 
caps of red plush, trimmed with a plaiting of 
deep Valenciennes lace. A small *‘ paysanne” 
head-dress is of cream-colored surah, sur- 
rounded by two rows of Malines lace, and 
trimmed with a bow of the same lace. 

The new Parisian style of dressing the hair 
is high in the back and on the head. ‘he 
* Dejazet” coiffure is composed of two waved 
bandeaus, which are generally false. The nair 
is taken up in the back in Chinese fashion and 
tied rather high; it is then divided into three 
parts, each of which forms a kind of bow with 
smooth loops, Each of these is fastened 
through the centre with a shell pin. In the 
** Mapola” style the hair is divided horizontal- 
ly into two parts. The upper part is tied bigh 
and then divided to form puffs, which are ar- 
ranged in a wreath around the head. The 
three upper puffs show from the front. The 
other part of the hair is braided and taken in 
the centre of the wreath, The ‘‘ Empire’’ 
coiffure consists of false crimped bandeaus. 
The back forms puffs and smaall twists of hair, 
with low combs placed in the centre of the 
head and on either side of the back. Another 
style. forms two loops in front in butterfly 
shape.

SERKING A NEW-HAMPSHIRE CHARTER.

New-Hampshire is evidently getting a repu- 
tation as a most accommodating State inthe way 
of granting charters. A few years ago a charter 
was granted by the Legislature to some gentlemen 
ir New-York City for some sort of an enterprise 
down in South America—a railroad, we belier®. A 
knowledge of this aecommodating disposition on 
the part of our goodly State seems to have 
reached the Pacific coast, and, as a result, we 
are treated to the spectacle of an applica- 
tion to the present Legisiature by some of 
the denizens of “Nob” Hill, San Francisco 
for the passage of a bill. Just what the bill 
aims at, we do not know. The suspicious thing 
about it is that some of the owners of the Central 
Pacific and Southern Pacific Railroads, who repre- 
sent $200,000,000, should find it necessary to come 
to New-Hampshire to obtain legal authority to 
consolidate certain railroad interests representing 
$75,000,000, because they cannot get that authority 
from any of the local Governments where the sev- 
eral roads, or contemplated roads, are. A hearing 
was had before a Senate committee on Wednes- 
day, and some interesting testimony is said to 
bave been drawn out. ‘Home rule’ is a wise 
thing for our legislators to keep in view. The bill 
was reported to-day and ordered printed.

NOTES ON ART AND ART. , 


_—The Boston Museum exhibits a score of 
oil sketches of the Fr, missions and 
ruins of missions on the Pacific coast. 


—George Simonds, a young English 
sculptor of some note, is at work on a-bust cf. 
the late Ralph Waldo Emerson, 


_ ~The Garfield Monument Association is 
in consultation with Mr. Calvert Vdux re- 
garding a site for the monument at Clevelanu. 


—The Grosvenor Gallery, of London, has 
ogee to exhibit a col’ection from the Society 
of American Artists of New-York during the 
months of September and Octover, 1384. 


—An architect of Albany suggests that 
the four columns which stand among the ruins 
of the old Capitol be left in place because 
‘they are unusually fine samples of the first 
period of the architecture of the Republic anu 
constitute a historic monument which the 
State of New-York can surely afford to keep.” 
The further suggestion is that the lendscape 
architects may either leave them where they 
are, since they will not by themselves obstruct 
the view of the New Capitol, or move them, if 
absolutely necessary, to some neighboring site. 


~The September number of the Magazine 
of American History tells about the finding of 
acurious penny in the Stste of Maine, and 
shows itsconnection with the first Lord Balti- 
more to whom ‘Avalon’ in Newfoundland 
was granted by King James in 1623. This Bal- 
timore penny has the Irish harp on one side 
labeled Orpheus, and surmounted by an in- 
scription in ungrammatical Greek, On the 
other is the English cross on a shield, with a 
Bishop’s mitre, portablo cross, and shepherd’s 
hook above it. The legend is Pro Patria et 
Avalonia, 


—A questionable decoration of the new 
Produce Exchange is the line of heads of cat- 
tle and other beasts which runs just below the 
heavy cornice above the great arches around 
the middle zone of the building. The boar, 
pig, and bull alternate with cow, ram, and 
ewe. At the corner are heads of buffaio with 
heavy garlands just underneath. In the buf- 
falo some attempt has been made to conven- 
tionalize, but the other animals are modeled 
carefully out of red terra cotta. Of the deco- 
rations of this kind the most successful are not 
the animals, but the prows of triremes which 
stand out at ths corners of the building just 
below the upper cornice, They are not literal ; 
their swelling lines are pleasant to the eye, 
and suit the slightly Florentine effect of the 
architecture. 


—From the Studio—F. Hopkinson Smith 
has been waging war with Uncle Sam’s troops 
on Governor's Island. it happened thus: Mr. 
Smith, who is known as a civil engineer as 
well as a painter, has a contract for the sea- 
wall on the side of the island facing Butter- 
milk Channel. Itisa work of great extent, 
and in order to facilitate it Mr. mith secured 
permission to use a certain lot of granite which 
was underneath the soil of the island. He was 
about to take the granite, when the guard ap- 
peared, and the whole posse, artist, engineers, 
and workmen, were marched to the guard- 
house. An interview between Gen. Hancock 
and Mr. Smith resulted in this—the cabbages 
planted above that granite by Battery A, 
United States Artillery, will not be picked be- 
fore they are ripe. 


—Why is it that our architects are pos- 
sessed with a mania for using the word New- 
York when they label a building in this City ? 
Do they expect the building to be run away 
with. that they brand it so carefully with the 
name of the town in which it stands? The 
Produce Exchange is labeled in this way over 
a side entrance. Why New-York Produce 
Exchange when it is tie Produce Exchange? 
By shortening the title a better treatment of 
the inscription is always possible; the letters 
can be larger, more legible, more artistically 
treated. Over an archin another place one 
reads: ‘* The Maritime Association of the Port 
of New-York.” “Of New-York” is quite su- 
perfluous, One trembles at what may be in 
store for us in the matter of inscriptions when 
the front portico receives its last touches. 


—'l'he third volume of the Decorator and 
Furnisher begins next month, and the editor 
A. Curtis Bond, congratulates his readers and 
himself on the success of his art monthly. 
During the coming year articles are promised 
on stained glass, by John La Farge; on antique 
and modern furniture, by James Thomson; on 
wall paper, by R. H. Pratt; on Uriental rugs, 
by W. L. D. O’Grady; on furnishing, by E. 
W. Poley, of London, and on various topics 
by Mrs. Haweis, Miss Mary ea Magno cero 
H. B. Wheatley, and Mrs. T. M. Wheatley. 
Designs in carving by Benn Pitman, of Cin- 
cinnati, and in modern furniture by Rafael 
Guastavino will ve furnished. The editor 
states that at first it seemed impossible to bring 
writers and artists to an understanding of the 
aim and scope of the magazine, but that now 
everything works well. Perhaps the chief 
cause for this lay in the cover of the maga- 
zine, which is far from attractive in design or 
coloring. 


—The new Produce Exchange has its por- 
ticoes on Beaver-street and Bowling Green 
complete, and that on Stonestreet under 
way. The architect has been wisely sober in 
the material used and sparing in decoration 
hereabouts. The entrances have dwarf porti- 
coes, composed of eight square columns 
of granite in groups of two placed against 
the wall, and of round, polished granite 
columns immediately in front of each of them. 
These 16 round and square columns and their 
architraves have a massive effect without en- 
croaching on the pavement or taking from the 
depth of the building. Another handsome 
feature, and that which gives the building its 
character, is the great indentations for win- 
dows, composed of large arches, which sprinz 
from the second floor, all in brick. Between 
the arches on the front and side facades are 
round medallions of pressed brick giving the 
coats-of-arms of the States in their usual or- 
der, New-York omitted, together with those 
of. a number of cities. At a distance these 
and other decorative matters are lost and the 
big window arches are seen to fine effect, 
the ugly iron divisions inside them which 
form tne actual windows being lost, The up- 
per story repeats the same arch on a much 
smaller scale. 

—The Detroit Free Press wastes a column 
of elaborate satire on the managers of the Art 
Loan Exhibition to prove that the galleries 
should not be opened on Sunday lest the morals 
of the city suffer. In New-York, which the 
rest of cities of the Union unanimously hold 
to be the wickedest place in North America, 
only one association, that of the American Ar- 
tists, opens its galleries on Sunday. The in- 
ference is that these champions of native art 
are the wickedest young men of the wickedest 
city. The good and moral Metropolitan Mu- 
seum does not, nor does the National Academy, 
nor the Astor Library, nor others of the insti- 
tutions supported by church pillars which 
might be mentioned. But then people 
ean drink whisky and beer all Sun- 
day afternoon behind doors more or 
less closed. Here are the reasons why the Ex- 
ecutive Committee refuse to admit Detroit to 
its own art loan exhibition: Firstand chiefly, 
to oven the art exhibition would pave the way 
for the opening of theatres, concert halls, and 
saloons on Sunday. Second, to open the gal- 
lery on Sunday free to all would do very great 
injury to the regular paying patronage on 
week-days. Third, to open it on Sunday and 
charge for admission would give the enterprise 
the appearance of being a Sunday money- 
making affair. The committee, however, for- 
got one reason more, To open the exhibition 
on Sunday might hurt the attendance at 
churches in which capital is invested and pews 
are held at fancy prices; the pockets of the 
godly must be protected ! 

—The massive but somewhat monotonous 
outlines of the great building for the Produce 
Exchange have been lightened during the few 
past months by a large tower, which rises 
from its south-eastern angle. The tower is 
handsome in general sky-line, and con- 
tains a pleasant suggestion of certain old 
architecture in Florence, those bare but dis- 
tinguished-looking towers that belong to the 
epoch before Raphael. It bas on its four faces 
arched indentations ; these areedged with small 
polished granite columns, which are noticeable 
against the red of the fine brick masses and 
pressed brick decorative work on the great 
body of the building. They are designed 
to repeat the note in the polished mon- 
olithic columns of the porticoes on the 
front and at the two side entrances; but their 
distance from these porticoes is so great that 
the effect is not complete. The tower is to 
have the bands of a clock on each of its four 
faces in the hollow of the arch, where the dials 
form part of the ornament. Sbould the outline 
of this tower remain as it is, without any fur- 
ther attempt to assist it by further erection 
thereon, this part of the building will be ex- 
cellent. Of the otber part, notably the op- 
posite or north-western corner, if may be 
said that at present, as the building is 
seen in its bulk from the waters of the 
bay and rivers, the sky line needs relief. 
This could be effected by a much broader 
and lower second tower, or other structure, 
which would balance the clock tower witbout 
too great symmetry. The length of the high- 
est cornice overlooking Bowling Green is so 

reat that tke clock tower. bandsome as its 
nes undoubtedly are, cannot by itself‘relieve 
sufficiently its sauatness,

The Swedish and Danish Governments 
have decided to lay down anew submarine 
cable between their respective countries.

According to Dr. Van Der Ven’s re- 
searches phosphor-bronze in telephone lines 
has about 30 per cent. of the conducting 
power of copper, silicon-bronze about 70 per 
cent., while the steel as use! in wires has only 
about 10.5 per cent, . 


A concentrated solution of bichromate of ~ 
potash and glue makes, it {s saii, a cement for 
meno. | articles of broken glass which will 
resist boiling water. The cement is first care- 
fully applied to the surface, and after the frac- 
tured parts are brought together the whole fs 
exposed to the action of the sun. 


Prof. Hughes finds that the critical state 
of soft iron, when it ceases to be attracted by 
a magnet, is reached just as the iron is heated 
toa yellow white, or between white and red 
heat. Steel also losses its power of being mag- 
natized when heated, and on being cooied 100° 
below zero loses it again. Nickel similarly 
parts with its magnetic property at the very 
low tempereture of boiling water. 


At the Jardin d’Acclimatation of Paris 
there bas been an interesting arrival. It con- 
sists of an entire tribe of Kaimucks from the 
desert lands near the Caspian Sea, There are 
nine men and eight women, besides several 
children. With the tribe were also brought 
18 camels, 15 mares and young horses, 19 
Khirghiz sbeep, tents, instruments, arms, &c. 
The group must be exceedingly picturesque. 


A carbon for electric Jighting purposes 
is thus prepared by M. Jacquelain so as to re- 
move all the impurities from it. Gas carbor 
is subjected (1) to treatment with dry chlorine 
atared heat for 30 hours; (2) to treatment 
with hot alkali for about three hours; (3) te 
immersion in hydrofluoric acid (one to two of 
water) at a temperature of 15° to 25°; and 
(4) to the action of the vapor of a highly boil 
ing hydro carbon.: 

The Lngineering states that a vessel con- 
structed of paper was recently launched at St. 
Petersburg. She is driven py steam. Her di- 
mensions are: Length, 25 feet; greatest width, 
5 feet, with only a few inches draught of wa- 
ter. The recent trials of paper for railway 
material, the above journal adds, has led 
to its present employment. For many years 
paper boats, however, have been made and 
used in this country. 


The discovery of M. Heddebault is prov- 
ing of considerable value. When cotton and 
wool are combined he subjects the material to 
superheated steam under a pressure of five at- 
mospheres. The wool soon meits and fails to 
the bottom of the vessel, leaving the cotton or 
other vegetable fibre clean and in a condition 
suitable for paper-makinug. Afterward the 
melted wool is evaporated to dryness, when it 
becomes completely soluble in water and is 
called azotine—a substance very rich in nitro- 
gen and of great agricultural importance. 


In this country in 1882 there were 132,- 
890 net tons of lead produced, worth atan 
average value of $95 per net ton on the East- 
ern sea-board $12,624,556. For the first half of 
1833 the production is estimated at 70,0U0 net 
tons, worth, at $90 per ton, $6,300,000. A 
very large proportion of the lead-ore smelted 
is argentiferous, and is worked for its silver 
contents, and not for the value of the lead. In 
the’ census bean ending May 31, 1880, the 
amount of white lead corroded was reported at 
123,477,890 pounds, worth about $8,770,699. 


It is well known, says the Industriak 
Chronicle, that the round form is the best for 
chimneys in workshops. It facilitates the 
escape of the smoke and gives less hold for 
the wind, besides requiring less material for 
construction. Round chimneys are, however, 
difficult to build, and in some places the want 
of workmen able to make the round kind hag 
compelled the adoption of square or octagonal 
forms. Toobviate thisa European firm makes 
bricks in the shape of wedges, and correspond- 
ing with the radius which the chimney is tc 
have. 


M. P. Delahaye has instituted a com- 
parison of the relative merits of compressed 
air and electricity as a motive force for ma- 
chines in mines, For long distances he says 
the latter has the advantage, and the plant re- 
quired and the expense of maintenance are 
less than in the case of compressed air. In the 
coal mines of Zankerode and Oppel, in Saxony, 
electricity has for some time been employed 
to work a ventilating fan and draw truins of 
coal, The fan is distant from the machine 
which zenerates the electricity about 2,500 
feet, and there is an available force of 49 per 
cent. To work the electric locomotive 37 per 
cent, is found to be utilized, although the gen- 
erator of the electricity, in this instance, ig 
2,000 feet away. 

Dr. Karl Pettersen, of the Tromsd Muse 
um, maintains that from the experience we 
have gained of late it may be safely assumed 
that the Polar basin is not during the whole 
Summer or Autumn covered with continuous 
ice. It is, in fact, evident that the sea shows 
large tracts of open spaces during these sea- 
sons. These are the reasons advanced: The 
ocean ice north of Spitzbergen is then always 
in a constant—at times even viclent—state of 
drifting in the most varied directions, At 
times, too, the ice has been found to drift in a 
direction contrary to those of currents ard 
winds, North of Spitzberger there must, 
therefore, during certain periods of these sea- 
sons be large tracts of open water which are 
capable of receiving the enormous ice masse 
in the drift 


A writer in Les Mondes says it is gen- 
erally thought that the age of trees may be 
ascertained by the number of concentric lig- 
neous layers or “rings,” each layer corre- 
sponding to the growth of a year. ‘This prin- 
ciple dues not apply to tropical and equatorial 
trees, as is shown by the following facts: & 
Charencey visited the ruins of Palenque, ia 
Mexico, in 1859 and again in 1881, On one 
occasion he cut off the branch of a sbrub 
which he judged by its size to be about 18 
months old, but he found 18 concentric layers. 
On his first expedition the party cut down sev- 
eral trees to get atthe pyramid, New shoots 
have since grown, which must, of course, all 
be ot thé same age—22 years. On one of these 
M. Charencey counted no fewer than 2:0 con- 
centric layers, 

Some time ago a remarkable accident 
took place at a factory in Neusalz. A large iron 
kettie was used to hold water. Into this open 
vessel melted iron was allowed to flowin a 
moderate stream for making iron shot. It 
chanced that one of the workmen by mistake 
let the iron flow too rapidly. There was a 
sudden development of steam which threw out 
a part of the water, frightening the laborer 
and causing him to drop his ladle so that 44 
pounds of melted iron fell at once into the 
water. There wasan immediate outburst ol 
steam and a loud explosion, which shattered 
the kettle into fragments, tore up the wood- 
work, threw the laborer nearly eight feet 
backward, and broke his right leg. Only 
very small portions of the kettle were found 
where it stood. Some of them were thrown to 
a distance of 50 feet. It is to be noted thatthe 
kettle had no cover. 


M. Piron, a Belgian, it 1s reported in the 
Journal of the Society of Arts, uas invented 
a process for tanning textile fabrics, which 
renders them water-proof and at the same 
time proof against decay, while their supple- 
ness is not diminished and their weight not 
appreciably increased. Arguing from the 
high state of preservation in which the bands 
which surround the heads of Egyptian mum- 
mies are found at the present day, and which 
are impregnated with a kind of resin, M. 
Piron had recourse to the substance extracted 
trom birch bark, and which is now used to 

erfume Russian leather, When the fine white 

ark of the birch tree is distilled it yields a 
red oil, nearly a fourth of which consists of 
the special phenol, or carbolic acid, which 
gives the well-known odor to Russian leather. 
It is now found that the residue or green tat 
of the birch, which is obtained from Kostroma, 
yields neither acid nor alkaloid, and it forms 
with alcohol a solution of great fluidity, which, 
however, when once dried, is unacted upon by 
alcohol, Itis this substance, which will unite 
with the most brilliant colors, that is used by 
M. Piron for treating textile fabrics. Not 
only does it fill the capillary vessels, but it 
also coats them with a varnish of great elasti- 
city, which 1s unattackable by acids and sea 
water, while it also stands great changes of 
temperature. The aromatic odor of articles 
thus treated drives away insect;; no space 1s 
left for microscopic vegetation, and neither 
air nor water can venetrate intu the tissues,

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THE NEW SIGNAL CODE. 

The new official danger and distress and 
storm signal code for Signal Serviee sea-coast sta- 
tions and mariners has just been published by the 
Chief Signal Officer at Washington. The night 


gg system of this code, as adopted by the ser- 
ce, is the invention of Benjamin F. Coston, 
whose widow perfeoted the same for use in our 
navy duriag the war. Her son, William F. Cos- 
ton, has introduced itin a wider field, viz.,in the 
commercial as well as the naval marine. By 
means of this night signal code, to quote the offi- 
cial code, “ Coston night signals have been adapt- 
ed to the signals of the international code.” In 
using these lights the letters of the international 
code are made by burning the single or combined 
light corresponding tothe letter. Intervals of 20 
seconds will be made between letters of any com- 
bination, and intervals of one minute between the 
oombinations when more than one is required to 
signal any message. The signal white-green— 
red-green is adopted as a_ distinguishing 
night signal for the Signal Service sea-coast 
stations, and will always be shown from 
such stations in answering a signal of distress, and 
will be burned whenever a wreck is discovered to 
notify the wreck that a Signal Service station is 
near and that communication can be had by use of 
the Coston signais in this book. Any message con- 
tained in the international code or official danger 
and distress signals can be signaled by exhibiting jn 
their proper order the Coston signals correspond- 
ing to the letters of the international code found 
opposite the message. The plain white light of 
the Coston signal will be used as the ordinary 
answering signal. The preparatory signal of the 
code is red-white. The preparatory signal is used, 
of course, as a code signal, which enables any one 
seeing it to know that it is the international night 
signal code, If the preparatory sicnal has been 
seen those signaling will know this by having a re- 
ply with the answering light, a white light. Then 
the party signaling can go on and burn his suc- 
wt signals for any messages he may have to 
send,

GAME IN MODERATE SUPPLY—POULTRY, 
FRUIT, VEGETABLES, AND FISH. 

Game is still in moderate supply, but there 
isnot much demand for anything except par- 
idges and reed-birds. Venison is in fair request in 
the wholesale market, but the retail dealers eom- 
plain that they have but little call for it from their 
customers, and prices are nominal. Canvas-back 
ducks and other choice varieties which have been 
preserved for along time in refrigerators may be 
procured from dealers who make it their 


business to have everything on hand that 
patrons of first-class restaurants are like- 
ly to ask for when the game laws permit the 
sale of the particular game wanted. Canvas-back 
ducks fresh from the regions of the Chesapeake 
Ey will not begin to arrive until September, 
although Western canvaes-backs will bein supply 
as soon as oold weather begins in October. Itisa 
fact that at present there are no fresh-killed ducks 
in market except wood, mallard; and teal ducks, 
and there are few of the latter varieties. 
Woodcock are in fair supply and prices 
are reasonable. Reed birds are in moderate 
supply. There are no wild :pigeons arriving, 
but there are tame pigeons and tame squabs to 
take their place. The prices for fresh game in 
Washington Market yesterday were as follows:

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DANIEL MURPHY’S FOURTH WIFE. 


HOW THE HONEYMOON BEGAN AND HOW IT

Daniel Murphy isa wealthy Irishman who 
resides in poorly furnished apartments in a large 
tenement-house owned by himself at No. 1 Madi- 
son-street. He has been a prominent Democratic 
politician in the Fourth Ward, and was a Presi- 
dential Elector on the Hancock ticket three years 
ago.

He: astonished them, however, about a 
wer ago by taking unto himself Mrs. Murphy 

o. 4, aged 50. For about five weeks they were 
happy in the Madison-street mansion, and every- 
thing went smoothly until one evening after Mr. 
Murphy had returned home rather late he was sur- 
prized at being knocked down by a vigorous blow 
dealt by his wife with her fist. He at first thought 
that she had taken him fer a burglar, but upon 
regaining his feet and softly calling her by 
name, he was met by another blow from 
her fist, which as effectually floored him 
as the firstone. A volleyjof frightful oaths accom- 
panied this knockdown, and thén the borrible 
truth burst uponhim. His wife was drunk. From 
that time Mr. Murphy knew no peace or «omfiort. 
His wife got drunk every night, and beat bim, tor- 
tured him, and inflicted untold miseries upon him, 
until bis home became, as he expressed it, ‘a per- 
fect hell on earth.” The climax was reached on 
Friday night jast. Mr. Murphy came home at 10 
o'clock and found his wife a littie more intoxicatod 
than usual. He had grown so accustomed to it by 
this time that he said nothing, but was preparing 
to fumdress himself when his tender partner 
tade a tush at him, and with an oath sweére 
that she would have his life. She had a large, 
heavy tea-cup in her hand, and with this she dealt 
him several blows on thé head, breaking the cup 
into pieces and badly cutting his bead. She then 
caught him around the neck and attempted to 
choke him, but be succeeded in disengaging him- 
self from her and fled from the house. He rao 
down the steps as fast as a blind man could go 
and almost threw himself into the arms of Officer 
Rhodes, of the Foarth Precinct, who hap- 
pened to be passing at the time. Before 
the officer had had time to do anything the 
infuriated Mrs. Murphy ran out of the house. She 
caught sight of Mr. Murphy in the arms of the 
officer,iand, crying “Let me get at him,”’ attempted 
toagain assault him. The officer threw Mr. Mur- 
phy behind him and engaged in a single-handed 
combat with the ram-crazed woman. He was suc- 
cessful in putting his nippers upon her wrist. He 
took her to the Oak-street station-house, where 
she was confined in a x until yesterday morning. 
She had then cooled off, and when she was led up 
to the bar in the Tombs Police Court she appeared 
as meek asalamb. Noone would have imagined 
that she bad almost.killed her hasband the night 
before. Mr. Murphy refused to prosecute her for 
assault, but Justice White sent her to the Island 
for mx months. 

Mr. Murphy has erected a monument in Calvary 
Cemetery. which has cost over $20,000, and on it 
he has the following inscription: ** This monument 
will outlast the British monarchy.”

The Signal service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, generaliy fair 
weather, south-east to south-west winds, a slight 
vise in temperature, and lower barometer. 


Persons who nave been deluded by all the 
fine talk about harmony in the Republican 
Party will have their eyes opened and their 
understandings enlarged by reading the re- 
ports of the conventions to choose delegates 
to Richfield Springs. The City of New- 
York is not the only part of the State which 
gives evidence that the machine exists this 
year, in excellent order, well manned and 
geared up for its usual work. The 
Jiberal attendance of Federal office- 
holders at the Oswego ward caucuses 
‘proves that the waves of civil service re- 
form and of harmony which have rolled 
over the land have not bereft the average 
Custom-house officer of that unerring sense 
which tells the placeman on which side his 
‘bread is buttered. The bolt of the Stal- 
warts in the First District convention gives 
» hint of the policy of that faction. In the 
emergency of defeat in the primaries it will 
bend contesting delegations to beseech the 
*hospitality of the convention, and the 
chances are that few such contestants will 
pave the door slammed in their faces. 


The Irving Hall conference committee 
gives upits part of the effort to secure a 
united delegation from this City to the Buf- 
falo Convention, and announces that its 
faction will proceed to hold primaries of its 
own. LiketTammany Hall, it is very much 
grieved at the obstinacy of the County 
Democracy in refusing to trade, and relies 
on the wisdom of the State Convention to 
do the right thing. It hopes that although 
‘the City Democrats may go to Buffalo 
divided, they will return united. These 
‘Tammany and Irving Hall people have 
queer ideas of union. They want to unite 
the three factions by keeping them apart 
and agreeing upon the share each shall have 
in representation to the convention and in 
the distribution of local offices. Their plan, 
to be entirely successful; should involve the 
appointment of a permanent Pool Commis- 
sioner to see‘that each gets the share to which 
at is entitled. 


The latest form of the notion that the 
“Government” should take care of every- 
body was the proposition made before the 
Senate committee yesterday that, as there is 
@ great demand for electrical engineers, the 
“*Government”’ should open _ technical 
gchools in which they may be taught. The 
objections to this scheme are the same 
2s to most others of the sort 
Zn the first place, the Government 
has no right to tax those who do 
not want to study electrical engineering to 
pay for the education of those who do. In 
the second place, the Government is very 
poorly adapted to provide that kind of 
teaching if it had the right todoso. Finally, 
there is less excuse for entertair’ag such an 
idea from the fact that the demand for elec- 
trical engineers will get itself satisfied just 
Wa proportion to its real strength. 

No attempt will be made by the War De- 
partment to rescue Lieut. GREELY until 
next Summer. The telegrams from Com- 
yaender Wriprs and Lieut. Garitncton 
show that a relief party going northward at 
this time could not be of any service to the 
unfortunate observers. They also show that 
the Proteus was in the hands of incompetent 
officers and of seamen who were little 


brutes. It was difficult, ac- 
cording to the statement of one who ac- 
companied the expedition, to preserve the 
property of the relief party from thieves 
while taking it out of the crushed vessel. 
“« Even in their perilous situation,’’ he says, 
‘*they could not be honest.’’ As to the 
failure to deposit supplies on Littleton Is)- 
_and before entering tlre ice-pack, it is very 
plain that some one blundered: The dis- 
patch sent by Lieut. GARLINGTON indicates 
that he had no knowledge of the ‘‘ supple- 
mentary instructions’ issued at the eleventh 
hour, but was obcying the instructions dat- 
ed on June 15. If he did not receive those 
additional instructions he was simply doing 
his duty. 


Our dispatches from Indianapolis report 
that Mr. Henpricks “‘ found the Democrats 
in Iowa very hopeful,’’ but that he has not 
‘* the faintest idea of Democratic success’’ 
in that State. Considering that he spent 
most of his energies in Iowa in proving to 
the Democrats that they had gone too far 
in the direction of free trade, Mr. Hen- 
pricks may be excused for his doubts 
as to the State; nor was his own 
course intended to promote it. He 
simply took the stump to outline the 
policy which he would like to see presented 
for his approval in the next National Con- 
vention, the platform on which he would 
be willing to stanc. In this his course was 
shrewd, but while it may convince his party 
that he is a safe candidate for the Presi- 
dency, it will not help them much in Iowa, 
where Democracy has so long been free 
from the responsibilities of office that it has 
developed a peculiarly radical and advanced 


type. 


Prince ALEXANDER of Bulgaria, who 
kicked over the Constitution of his realm 
not long ago and set himself up as a dictator 
for a term of years, is already weary of being 
the ruler of a weak State in the midst of 
powerful and covetous neighbors. Russia’s 
suspicious friendliness has aroused the jeal- 
ousy of Austria, who wants no extension of 
the Muscovite power along the pathway of 
her own south-eastern ambitions. Birs- 
MARCK, appealed to by ALEXANDER, advises 
the wavering Prince to keep his throne, and 
it is said that an attempt to put a Prince of 
Russian sympathies in ALEXANDER’S place 
would at once provoke Austria to war. So 
long as the Bulgarian question is kept alive 
the ‘‘general European disarmament’’ of 
which the cable has lately spoken must be 
looked upon as a pleasing myth. 


Our dispatches this morning give a very 
encouraging account of the progress of the 
efforts to adjust the difficulty between China 
and France. It is reported that a confer- 
ence took place yesterday between the 
English Foreign Minister and the French 
Ambassador at London, at which M. 
Wanvpincton said that his Govern- 
ment would concede the suzerainty of 
China in Tonquin and the right of 
veto as to the succession fo the 
throne, and would discuss favorably the 
proposition for a neutral zone. He further 
gave assurance that the reinforcements now 
being sent to Tonquin were in no sense 
threatening to China, but were only such as 
are needed to keep up the military strength 
of France in the disturbed district. If these 
reports be correct, there is every reason to 
expect that this question, which was at one 
time so threatening, will be peacefully ar- 
ranged. That would be an enormous gain 
for free institutions in France, and would 
strengthen the republic far more than a vic- 
torious war with China. 


AN IMAGINARY STATESMAN. 


Mr. TrupEwn is certainly the most enig- 
matical politician of modern times. His 
personal retirement from active demonstra- 
tion in politics has the curious effect of fix- 
ing attention upon him. Probably he is 
the only being known to poiitical history 
whom it has required the united effort of 
a large number of able journals to keep 
in comparative obscurity. There is as 
much energy and ink expended every week 
in the United States to prove that Mr. 
TiLpeN is not a candidate for the Presi- 
dential nomination as is used to show forth 
the qualities of all the other statesmen in 
the party. Every writer who starts out 
with the purpose of proving that some 
one else is the best man for that arduous 
position feels compelled to establish 
the fact that Mr. Tmpen will not 
accept -a nomination. He has _ not 
said that he would not. The evidence ac- 
cessible up to date makes it very probable 
that he would. But the same uncer- 
tainty regarding any other man would 
remove him from the field of discus- 
sion in short order. No sane jour- 
nalist would think of urging the claims 
of Mr. McDonatp or Mr. Bayarp or Mr. 
Houtman or Mr. Dana if there were any 
doubt that his favorite wanted the honor. 
Yet, Mr. Trupen, with achorus of Demo- 
cratic papers exclaiming daily that he will 
not think of the nomination, remains the 
most prominent and most formidable candi- 
date. 

It is all the result of comparison. Mr. 
TILDEN is not in himself a great man. He 
has never made his ideas felt in the policy 
of his party. He represents no principle, 
and is associated with no special measure in 
the past or future. Morally his reputation 
is worse than doubtful, and intellectually he 
iscommonpilace. But little as there is of 
him, there is more than of any other promi- 
nent Democrat. He thoroughly understands 
the strength and the weakness of his party. 
He has had the adroitness to keep its at- 
tention riveted upon him, and while the 
other leaders have allowed the public to 
take their dimensions, he has surrounded 
himself with a mystery which is cheap 
enough, but which has helped enormously 
to magnify his importance. He has realized 
that the party, having abandoned every 
specific policy with which it has been as- 
sociated during the past quarter of acentury, 
has not a single statesman of more than 
mediocre, not to say contemptible, merit, 
and he has managed to have the conspicuous 
littleness of his rivals constantly compared 
with his own dimly defined pretensions. 

The consequence is that Mr. Tr.pEn is 
the desperate hope of his party. The ma- 
jority of jts members turn to him with a 
vague feeling that they will find in him 
some. relief from the monotony of petti- 
ness and frailty everywhere elec. If. 


brought out in-the Jight of day, and sur- 
veyed with reference to the require- 
ments of the actual situation, he would 
be found very unsatisfactory. Seven years 
ago he was the hero of a struggle in which 
everything favored his party, and the mem- 
ory of that contest is the basis of the iargely 
imaginative respect in which he is now held. 
But if the veil should be lifted, the hundreds 
of Democratic editors who are now plagued 
or inspired by his shadowy figure would be 
either pleased or grieved, as well as aston- 
ished, to find that his real character is the op- 
posite of imposing. 


THE WATER RATES FRAUDS. 


The nature of the frauds in the Water 
Register's Bureau of the Department of 
Public Works jis perfectly clear, although 
their extent has not yet been ascertained. 
The case is, in fact, very simple. Water 
rates are payable only at the office of 
the Register, and consumers are notified 
that no one outside of the office 1s 
authorized to receive money. And yet 
one or more persons connected’ with 
that office have been in the habit 
of muking collections outside without ac- 
counting for the proceeds. The persons 
making payments in this irregular manner 
may or may not have been aware that they 
were assisting in a fraud. If they paid 
less than the full amount due they certainly 
had reason to suspect that there was some 
irregularity going on, and the payment of 
their rates a second time is a wholly inade- 
quate penalty for their collusion. It may be 
that in some cases they were persuaded 
that the collections were authorized and 
merely wished to save themselves trouble. 
If any one has made payment under such a 
mnisapprehension he ought, asa good citizen, 
to make it known and to aid in fixing the 
responsibility where it belongs. Any one 
who is dishonest enough to attempt a petty 
fraud on the public treasury on his own ac- 
count and to assist employes ot the City 
Government in stealing can hardly be ex- 
pected to furnish evidence which would 
criminate himself. 

If it is possible to collect all the dues re- 
gardless of these irregular payments, and so 
save the City from actual Joss, the responsi- 
bility of the bureau and of the department 
will be innodegrce lessened by that fact. 
It does not appear that the frauds were 
due to any defect in the office system 
of collection or in the accounts kept, 
which show simply the payments made 
at the office and the delinquencies which 
cover the irregular payments. It does ap- 
pear, however,.that there must have been 
negligence 1f these irregularities -have been 
going on four years without discovery. The 
non-payment of rates for anything like that 
period should have led to efforts to make 
the collections, and these, if properly pros- 
ecuted, would have revealed the fact if pay- 
ments had been made outside of the office. 
There seems to bea prevailing laxity through- 
out the administration of the Municipal de- 
partments which gives opportunity and en- 
couragement for peculations of this kind. 

But the main defect lies ina system of 
selecting public employes with little refer- 
ence to their character and in exercising 
slight supervision over their conduct. 
When positions are given to men in the pub- 
lic service because they are the friends of 
certain politicians or have made themselves 
useful in the work of ward politics, it is no 
matter of surprise that some of them turn 
out to be dishonest. Every incident of this 
kind is evidence of a low standard of hon- 
esty in the community at large, and espe- 
cially in the public service. It shows the 
need of a kind of vigilance on the part of 
heads of bureaus and departments which 
seems to be very rarely exercised. 

The duty that remains to be performed in 
this case is very simple. There should cer- 
tainly be no mystery kept up about it. It 
may not be possible to ascertain the exact 
amount of the frauds, for the delinquents 
who have paid to unauthorized collectors 
cannot be distinguished from those who 
have not paid at all, and some of the former 
may now make payment without disclosing 
the facts. But every effort should be made 
not simply to get the money due to the City, 
but to fix the guilt upon the thieves who 
apparently counted upon the laxity of the 
management of the office and upon the pro- 
tecting power of political influence when 
they adopted their clumsy scheme of pecula- 
tion. 


LONG-RANGE LEGISLATION. 

The men who control the central trans- 
continental railway line from San Fran- 
cisco as far eastward as Ogden, and the 
southern transcontinental line from the 
same city as far eastward as El Paso, ap- 
plied a few days ago to the Legislature of 
New-Hampshire for an incorporating act 
under which they might lawfully buy any 
railroad or steam-boat line in the United 
States and inflate the capital stock without 
limit by a majority vote. They declared 
to the New-Hampshire legislators that 
it was their purpose, if the bill 
should become a law, to consolidate 
under their management the railway com- 
panies and steam-boat companies whose 
lines cover the distance between El Paso or 
the Sierra Blanca junction and the cities of 
Galveston and New-Orleans. This proposed 
consolidation, together with their leases and 
purchases, would secure to them absolute 
control of a railway line from San Francisco 
to the Gulf at Galveston and to the Missis- 
sippi at New-Orleans. The bill was passed 
by the House and the Senate, but it had not 
been either vetoed or approved when the 
Legislature was adjourned, and therefore it 
failed to become a law. 

Why did the powerful owners of the Cen- 
tral Pacific and Southern Pacific go to a 
little State in the north-eastern corner of the 
United States for legislation? Why did 
they not ask at the proper time the legisla- 
tors of California or Texas—the States 
which are to be directly affected by the pro- 
posed consolidation—to pass their bill? This 
appeal to the Legislature of New-Hamp 
shire will remind some persons of a similar 
appeal made to the Congress of the United 
States last Winter. Congress was asked to 
authorize the Southern Pacific to consolidate 
with other companies so as to form a continu- 
ous line, under the supervision of one group 
of managers, from tho Pacific to the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. All the rights, privileges, fran- 
chises, and property of the other companies 
were to be merged in and swallowed bv the 


first named corporation. It was’ believed 
that there were hidden in certain paragraphs 
of this bill provisions that, if the bill should 
become a law, would be very useful to those 
who were trying then—as they are trying 
now—to get possession of the lapsed and un- 
earned Texas Pacificland grant, and for this 
reason the bill was rejected. Some addi- 
tional force was given to the objections of 
those who opposed the Dill by the assertion 
that the Constitution of Texas forbade the 
Texas Pacific to consolidate with any com- 
pany whose road lay outside of the State, 
and by the announcement that while the 
bill was pending a practical consolidation of 
management had been effected without the 
aid of legislation, so far as the line from 
San Francisco to Vermillionville, La., was 
concerned. 

Something may be said in support of, as 
well as in opposition to, a consolidation of 
the several corporations each of which has 
direct supervision of a part of the great 
through line, but that provision in the New- 
Hampshire bill which empowered the pro- 
posed new corporation to increase its cap- 
ital stock ‘‘to an unlimited extent’’ after 
the purchase or absorption of the several 
links in the chain cannot fail to remind per- 
sons who are not New-Hampshire legisla- 
tors of the notorious watering of the capital 
stock of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. Those who have not read the 
bill presented at-Concord may ask whether 
it did or did not contain paragraphs similar 
to those which aroused in Congress the op- 
position of men who were determined that 
the company should not receive Congres- 
sional aid in its attempt to grab $25,000,000 
worth of land, although it is difficult to see 
how any act of the New-Hampshire Legisla- 
ture could affect the Government’s rights in 
that direction. 

It was a strange proceeding, although not 
without precedent, perhaps—this appeal to 
a New-England Legislature by the railway 
kings of the Pacific slope, and the failure of 
the bill to become a law after both houses 
had passed it will not be generally regarded 
as a public calamity. Possibly, if the legis. 
lators had been familiar with the history of 
the railway operations of these men, and 
the real magnitude of the interests involved, 
they would have sent the applicants to Cal- 
ifornia or Texas or Washington to obtain 
the power which they sought. 


FAREWELL, BACTERIA. 


It is all very well for scientific persons to 
make discoveries; but when a series of dis- 
coveries have established a pleasing and sat- 
isfactory theory, what are we to think of 
the man whe makes anew and final dis- 
covery wholly overthrowing and demolish- 
ing that theory? Such has been the con- 
duct of Dr. Greae, of Buffalo, and the gen- 
eral opinion of medical theorists is that he 
ought to be ashamed of himself. 

The theory that certain diseases are caused 
by the presence of bacteria in the human 
system was, until Dr. Grece made his 
experiments, accepted by a great many 
learned men. 
were alleged to be microscopic animals of 
various species, some of which produced 
consumption when admitted to the human 
body, while others gave their attention to 
the production of malarial fevers and hydro- 
phobia. They were found in the blood, the 
saliva, and even the tissue of victims of 
these diseases, and it was therefore evident 
that they were the cause of disease—just as 
it is evident that a bullet found in the brain 
of a murdered man was the cause of his 
death. 

But now comes Dr. Greea with the 
painful assertion that bacteria are always 
present in the blood of everybody. No mat- 
ter whether the individual is healthy or dis- 
eased, or whether the blood taken from him 
is examined while it is fresh or after it has 
become decomposed, the microscope will 
always show that the blood contains bacte- 
ria. This, of course, utterly upsets the the- 
ory that bacteria produce disease, and de- 
stroys the value of an enormous quantity of 
medical literature written in defense of that 
theory. 

This, however, is not all that Dr. Greee 
has done, He has shown that the so-called 
bacteria are not animals, but simply parti- 
cles of fibrine. After the laborious and 
apparently successful experiments which 
Pasteur and others have made in breeding 
and cultivating bacteria, it is indeed unkind 
to demonstrate that bacteria are not alive 
and are simply inert particles of matter. The 
admirers of bacteria now find that they have 
been as grossly deceived as are the Long 
Island hounds who pursue an alleged fox, 
only to find that it is a harmless anise-seed 
bag. 

We shall now have to throw away ail 
theories founded on the idea that bacteria are 
alive, and to frame new theories of the origin 
of disease. This will shake our faith in med- 
ical men, and to a certain extent in all theo- 
ries. Dr. Greea may think he has acted 
like a wise and good man, but it is impossi- 
ble to regard him as other than « meddle- 
some and unnecessary iconoclast. 


A BAD DEFINITIUN. 

Aneminent temperance lecturer in a re- 
cent address made what he calls a new 
definition of man. According to this au- 
thority man should not be defined as a 
featherless biped, an animal who laughs, or 
an animal that kindles fire. None of these 
definitions quite satisfactory, where- 
as if we define ‘‘ man as an animal that 
‘treats’ ’’ we have an exhaustive definition. 
No other animal, according to the lecturer, 
ever treats his fellow-animal. Man alone is 
guilty of that particular idiocy. 

The lecturer isin error. He should have 
said that man is the only animal who “‘treats’’ 
his fellows to alcoholic or malt liquors. This 
would have been very nearly true, whereas it 
is very far from the truth to say that man is 
the only animal that ‘‘ treats.” 

In support of this assertion the recent con- 
duct of a Germantown dog may be quoted. 
This dog, who lived with a family abounding 
in bones, had filled the back yard with bones 
for which he had no immediate use. One 
day he was seen entering the yard followed 
by seven other dogs. For each one of his 
companions he dug up a bone, Having also 
provided himself with a bone, the eight 
dogs, barking to oneanother, ‘‘ Well ! here’s 
luck,’ lay down and chewed the social bone 
together. 

Here wasa clear case of a dog who treated 
other dogs Beyond any auestion the Ger- 
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The bacteria in question - 
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mantown dog had told the seven other dogs 
that if they would come to his back yard he 
would ‘‘ set up the bones,’’ and they accept- 
ed his invitation. It is the belief of the 
dog’s master that the dog had either lost a 
bet of ‘‘ bones for the crowd’’ or that, he had 
been detected in’ some ridiculous situation 
and felt that the only way to save his repu- 
tation was to ‘‘stand bones all around.” 
The dog's motives, however, are of little 
consequence. The important fact is that 
the dog did ‘‘treat’’ other dogs and thereby 
destroyed the temperance lecturer’s defini- 
tion of man. 

Cases of cats who have ‘‘treated’’ other cats 
to fine brands of mice, and of hens who have 
invited other hens to join them in consum- 
ing the worm that cheers and does not ine- 
briate, might be cited, but no further evi- 
dence is needed to show that man is not the 
only animal that ‘“‘treats.’’ Indeed, man 
is not the only animal that ireats oth- 
er animals to alcoholic liquors. A well- 
known and prominent monkey who until 
recently resided in Mulberry-street, and was 
engaged in the hand-organ business, in part- 
nership with an Italian statesman, had a 
strong taste for whisky, and would fre 
quently purloin the whisky bottle of a neigh- 
boring Irishman and invite half a dozen 
monkeys to join him in the pursuit of co- 
inebriation. ‘The lecturer was all wrong in 
his definition, and the next time he tries to 
define man he will do well to prefer 


accuracy to sarcasm. 
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It-is possible that some young women who 
have been spending the season at Long Branch 
will be saddened by the announcement in to-day’s 
Tres that the Duke of Newcastie is making a 
tour of the English Lake country, and, therefore, 
cannot have been paying attentions to them. at 
Long Branch. Ris spurious Grace has not cut 
much of a figure in the newspapers, but that 
may be only by reason of his own astuteness in 
forbearing to invite exposure and in putting in his 
work on the verandas in strict privacy. It was 
unwise in him, however, to personate a Duke, 
since Dukes are limited in number and known 
by right and title to many persons. A 
common Baron or trivial Viscount would have 
been almost equally impressive and much less 
dangerous. Neither the Atlantic cable nor the 
increasing freedom of international intercourse 
seems to suppress the sham nobleman, and itisa 
question what is to be done about him. Every 
watering-place might be supplied, at no tremen- 
dous expense, with a photograph album of the 
peerage on the principle of the Rogues’ Gallery, 
with which the pretender could be confronted. 
But itis desirable that American young women, and 
especially American mothers, should have some 
recipe by which to tell a real Duke. We may re- 
mark, for their benefit, that the frequent blasting of 
one’s heyes and frequent calls for offanoff sare 
not strictiy ducal habits, as certain Western 
paragraphers do vainly talk, and that it is not ab- 
solutely necessary that a Duke should have one 
eye glazed. The real Duke may probably de known 
by being a much less interesting and agreeable 
person than the sham Duke, and especially by an 
extreme indisposition to put himself out for any- 
body. 
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The ice-machine which an old sea Captain 
intends to take to East London, South Africa, will 
make four tonsof ice each day, andas ice now 
costs 6244 cents a pound in East London, the Cap- 
tain hopes to make} some ‘money by his venture. 
About @ year ago a gentleman who owns and 
operates a mine in the Central American Republic 
of San Salvador-set up a 5-ton machine in the 
little city where he has an office. In order to over- 
come the conservatism of the inhabitants and 
create a demand for his goods, he gave away ice 
daily for several months to the leading families of 
the city. When at last he began to sell his ice for 
5 cents a pound, very few persons would buy it, but 
the number of his customers gradnally, increased 
until the entire product of the machine was taken. 
He will now take another freezer from this country 
to San Salvador. The cest of production is very 
small in comparison with the price that can be ob- 


tained in tropical countries. 
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NOTHS FROM OVER SEA 
There is no foundation, it is said, for the 
rumored ilJ-health of Sir Stafford Northcote, the 
courteous and temperate leader of the Opposition 
in the lower house of Parliament. 


There has been an alarming outbreak of 
grouse disease on the extensive moors of Entwistle 
and Woodhouse, The ravages of the disease have 
so thinned the birds that only enough of them are 
left for breeding. 


A London journal takes up arms against 
the leather-lunged ruffians who bawl at the cor- 
ners of all the London streets. ‘‘ The Birmingham 
Town Conncil,"’ says our contemporary, ‘being 
annoyed at the boys calling in the street, are about 
to fabricate the cumbersome weapon of a by-law 
tu stifle its quernlous birth-squeaks.”” 


A traveler in Ireland called upon a Con- 
naught tradesman and was introduced to the Con- 
riaught gentleman's daughter. ‘' Ab, she’s a cliver 
little thing, Surr,”’ said the proud parent. “ Kiss 
the gentleman, Nora.”’

During 1881 (the latest date of report) the 
minoral products of the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
amounted to 8,961,498 tons of lignite, valued at 
40,048,707. and averaging 43<f. per tun; and of coal 
6,348,315 tons, of the vaiue of 5,841,077f., and aver- 
aging &84f. per ton. The portion of the empire 
most productive in mineral fuel is Bohemia, which 
yielded 6,450,996 tons of lignite (nearly three-quar- 
ters of the whole) and 3,417,682 tons, or more than 
half of the coal supply. 


A large torpedo-boat—as large as the one 
made recently for the Russian Navy—has been 
launched sat Chiswick, England. Tbe vessel is 
finely designed, and is armed with four 19-foot tor- 
pedoes and two steel sheii machine guns. She has 
engines of §800-horse power and is 113 feet long. 
Tno speed contracted for is 18 knots. This vessel 
was built for the Victorian Government, and is a 
larger and more powerful vessel of its clases than 
can be found in the navy of England. 


A writer in the Life, of London, states that 
Charles Baudelaire, one of the most original and 
eceentrio of French poets. nated, above all, being 
mistaken for an ordinary mortal. He took incred- 
ible pains to avoid this painful catastrophe. To 
tel! him, or even to hint to him, that hein any 
way resembled the Jourgeois was the cruelest in- 
sult that you could offer him. There were not 
wanting those who, when provoked by his ag- 
gressive vanity, took advantage of his weakness 
to make him suffer. 


The melancholy judgment has gone forth 
from the Fulham Board of Works, in Hammer- 
smith, that ‘‘the pigs must go.’ There are, It 
should be explained, many pigs in Hammersmith, 
and the owners of them regard them with much 
afieétiou. The swine of Hammersmith are, it 
is ubderstood, 800 strong. It seems that a large 
number of persons signed a plaintive memorial 
against the eviction of the pigs, but without avail. 
The piggeries are doomed, and the porcine popu- 
lation of Hammersmith must fly to pastures new. 
The conclusion is that the piggeries were found 
unwholesome. 

The famous Nell Gwynn is about to receive 
the onls canonization that the English Church 
can bestow. The’ Bishop of Hereford has given 
his consent to the fixing of a memorial tablet in 
ner honor on the outer face of his garden wall, 
s0 as to mark the site of the house in which she 
was born. Arohbishop Tenison preached Nell 
Gwynn’s funeral sermon when he was Vicar of St. 


Martin’s-in-the-Fields, and the Bishop of Hereford 
has now allowed her name to be commemorated 
on his garden wall. Truly, the “ Protestant” mis- 
tress of Charles EI. has been kindly treated by the 
eplecopal bench. 


Count Sheremetieff, a Russian, married not 
long ago the Countess Heyden. He hired the 
steamer Oleg, which isnow taking them up the 
Volga. The Druslina Steam-boat Company, to 
which the steamer belongs, receives a payment of 
$150 a day; in return for this sum the Count may 
travel when and where he pleases. Many wedding 
guests accompany the Count and Countess Shere- 
moetieff, and there ure also on board the Oleg a 
band, 20 singers, a photographer, a physician, men 
and women cooks, and a numerous staff of ser- 
vants. The Count has taken a novel method to 
celebrate his honeymoon. 


From a return just issued by the Direct Con- 
tributions Department in Paris it appears that 
there are some 200,000 dogs in that capital, while 
the taxis paid only in respect of one-half that 
number. Asthe tax varies from 5f. a year for a 
house dog to 10f. for poodles and other pet varie- 
ties, the loss to the municipality is very consider- 
able. It has been decided, therefore, that as every 
dog by law has to be provided with a metal collar 
marked with the name and address of the owner, 
in future this collar will, on the tax being paid, be 
stamped with an indélible mark as a receipt by an 
official appointed for the purpose. 


Mr. Charles Mackay has, it appears, eluci- 
dated an obscure phrase of Shakespeare's by ex- 
plaiwwing that the phrase “Duc da mé,” nsed by 
children in one of their games, signifies * This 
ground isto me.” The song given to Jacques in 
“ As You Like It” has these verses: 

“ Ducdame, ducdame, ducdsme: 
Here'shall he see 
Gross fools as he, 
An’ if he will come to me.” 

One of the commentators on ‘*As You Like It” 
writes: “It 1s in vain that any meaning can be 
sought for this jargon, (‘ducdame,’) as Jacques 
only intended to fill up a line with sounds that 
have no sense.” 


Gen. Gourkho still remains Gcvernor-Gen- 
eral of Poland. The story went that he was to he 
recalled on account of the speech that he made 
several weeks ago at the Russian Ciubin Warsaw. 
In this speech he said: *‘ You may be convirced 
that your appeal to my Russian heart has not been 
in vain; that I shall act as a Russian patriot, ana 
that I shall defend you and Russian honor with all 
my power against the attacks of all enemies, 
whoever they may be, to my last breath. Our 
cause is the canse of all Russia, the cause of all 
Slavs; it will, and must, therefore, be victorious; 
to it the future belongs, however much our Ger- 
man neighbors may protest and intrigue against 
it.” This expression of faith could hardly have 
shocked Alexander IIT. 


In the cotton establishments of M. Besseliévre, 
near Rouen, the system of admitting workmen to 
a share of profits has been applied with much suc- 
cess. M. Besselidvre does not give his hands a 
share In the management and risks of his business. 
He keeps his books to himself and pays them 
wages, as though they were ordinary laborers. 
But in addition to the wages he has since 1877 dis- 
tributed among all workmen who have been in his 
service five years an annual bonus proportionate 
to his own profits, which has amounted on the 
average to 12anud even 17 percent. of the wages 
earned by therm during the year. Half of this 
bonus is paid io the men in cash and half is re- 
tained to form a sick and pension fund for the 


families of the workmen.

A NATURALIST'’S FIT MONUMENT. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Post, Sept. 13. 

The late Dr. Joseph Barratt, so long a resi- 
dent of Middletewn, and so well known for his 
interest in the natural sciences, especially in the 
branch of fossils in the sand-stone of the Connec- 
ticut River valley, is soon to have a very unique 
and appropriate monument erected to his memory. 
Since his death, in 1881, Mr. Charies F. Browning, 
of this city, conceived the idea of finding some 
good specimens of sand-stone containing tracks of 
birds or some fossil remains and having these 
placed over his grave in Indian Hill Cemetery, 
where a few of Mr. Barratt’s friends had purchased 
a suitable lot for his remains. The officers of the 


Portland quarries have been looking for the past 
18 menths for good specimens of this kind, 
and the Brainerds lately discovered. two of the 
best «ver tound for such a  eorreees and have 
placed them in the marble yard of James Craig in 
this city to be finished and set up as poeeees 
The larger of the two weighs about 3, pounds 
and is in the form of a tablet. on tke upper side of 
which the forms of the trunks of two trees stand 
out in great perfection. These are each ahout 4 
feet in length and 14 inches in diameter, haif in 
the stone and balf exposed, and show on the ont- 
side in perfect detail all the markings of the original 
trees that filled the space they occupy. This stone is 
to be dressed on the four edges and laid as a tablet 
on a well founded base, and in the space between 
the tree trunks a deep mortise is to be made ‘to 
receive the second stone, which is te ba set upon 
this, The second stone is in the form of a flattened 
pyramid, one side being ay covered with well- 
defined bird tracks of the usual type, ana the other 
side (for a wonder) consisting of a layer of fine 
stone well suited foran inscription. This will have a 
tenon cut on its base and fitted into the first in such 
@ manner as to aisplay the tracks on the side where 
the trees of the first project, and that this will all 
be done in good style it is enough to know that 
the execution of the design is in the hands of 
James Craig. The monument will be a fitting 
tribute to the memory of this worthy seientist, who 
was the first to discover these fossil marks in the 
red sand-stone of the Portland quarries. ‘ 
rr 
LETTER FROM GOV. HAMILTON. 

Instead of accepting the invitation to ad- 
dress a reform Demoocratic meeting in Baltimore, 
Gov. Hamilton, of Maryland, has written a letter 
in which he suggests that the meeting contem- 
plated could not, ander the circumstances, be suo- 
cessfully held, and that his opinions upon all the 
engrossing subjects of a reformatory or economio 
character pertaining to legislation and administra- 
tion having already been elaborately given to the 
public in official und other papers and addresses, 
there is nothing further for him to say. He 
agrees with the ‘‘anti-ring Demoerats” in 
their view that the Democratic Party in Mary- 
land is in‘a perilous condition, and-that the 
exigency requires decisive as well us prudent 
and wise action to carry it through its present 
dangerous troubles. He calls attention to the faot 
that this is the first public declaration baving rela- 
tion to himself that he has made, and says that he 
is not and has not been a candidate for renomina- 
tion. “To beso,” he says, “ would be against my 
feelings, my personal enjoyment. and private in- 
terests."’ He adds further that *‘ only under the 
most imperious necessity, amounting to a com- 
mand of a united party,” could be “in any wise be 
brought to the serious consideration of again in- 
earring so onerous and so responsible a service.” 
Gov. Hamilton is not without hope that ‘‘the be- 
lief incuicated by Republican opponents that there 
is no hope for reformation witain and by the Dem- 
ocratic Party tsto be arrested and dissipatea by 
the deoisive action of the State Convention both in 
the nominations to be made and the platform to 
be adopted.”

CAN GREELY BE RELIEVED | 


ANOTHER AROTIC EXPEDITION 
THIS FALL SUGGESTED. 

THE CREW OF THE PROTEUS SAID TO HAVE 
ACTED DISGRACEFULLY—A NAVAL PARTY 
RECOMMENDED. 

WasSHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Commodore Eng: 
tsh, Acting Secretary of the Navy, has reoeived 
the following dispatch from St. John, Newfound- 
Jand: 

To eharter another foreign ship with foreign 
crew for this duty to go north at this late season 
‘would simply invite fresh disaster. The Proteus 
‘was handled very unskillfully and the crew be- 
haved shamefully at the wreck. The ship must be 
American manned and officered by the Navy and 

equipped. Unless Winter quarters can 
north of Cape Atha), the attempt would 
useless. This cannot be done. Melville Bay 

‘will be impassable by Oct. 1 at latest. Ship cannot 

Winter at Upernavik and cannot sledge north

The Secretary of War received a dispatch to-day 
from Lieut. Garlington which he declined to make 
public. He said its contents were of but little im- 
portance, and that the dispatch from Commander 


Wildes tothe Secretary of the Navy was the im- 
portant dispatch. 5 

Lieut. Lucien Yoang, of the Navy, has volun- 
teered to the Acting Secretary of the Navy to take 
an expedition to the relief of Lieut. Greely next 
Spring. The following dispatch from Lieut. Gar- 
lington was received at the Signal Office to-day: 


St. Joun, Newfoundland, Sept. 15. 
Chiat Signal Officer, United states army, Washington: 

Stores were not left at Littleton Isiand because 
it was notin my programme todo so. It was my 
aim to establish a depot at or near Cape Prescott 
and to the northward as recommended by Lieut. 
Greely. I went to fill gaps caused by the Neptune’s 
failure to get above Sabine. See Greely letter, 
Beebe report, and my instruotions. Five 
hundred and fifty-five rations were Jeft at Uper- 
navik by the Yanticfor my party. Part of these 
met me at a point 40 miles north of Tessusak. All 
have been since returned to the Yantic. Tne ulti- 
mate result of any undertaking to go north at this 
time would be extremely problematical. Chances 
are against its success owing to the dark nights 
now beginning in these regions, making iee navi- 

tion extremely critical work. There is no safe 

inter anchorage on the west shore of Greenland, 
between Disco and Pandora Harbor, except per- 
haps north of Star Bay, the Winter quarters of 
Saunders. However, there is a bare chance of suc- 
cess, and if my recommendations are approved I 
am ready and anxious to make the effort. 

My plan is to buy a suitable sealer, take the crew 
from volunteers from the crews of the Yantic and 
Powhatan, now in this harbor, paying them extra 
compensation: Lieut. J. H. Caldwell to commana 
the ship; two ensigns and one engineer, to be taken 
from those who may volunteer from same ships: 
also toemploy a competent ice pilot here. The 
ship must be under the United States laws and sub- 

ect to military discipline. I believe nothing can 
done with foreign civilians, officers and crew. 
In tne event of not enough seamen volunteering, 
the remainderto beenlisted. The commander will 
communicate with the Navy Department. If any- 
thing is to done it must be at once. 
E. A. GARLINGTON. 


The dispatches received to-day from Lieut. Gar- 
fAngton, of the Greely relief expedition, and Com- 
mander Wildes. of the United States steam-ship 
Yantic, have excitei here much comment and Gis- 
cussion. The telegram from Lieut. Garlington, it 
is said, seems to be a reply to the categorical ques- 
tion, “ Why did you not land your stores at Little- 
ton Island or Life-boat Cove ou your way north?” 
The reply is, ** Because it was notin my programme 
todo so. See my instructions.” 

This reply, itis argued, seems to indicate either 
that Lient. Garlington never received the so-calied 
“supplemental! orders” to land nis stores at Little- 
ton Island on his way north, cr that if he received 
such supplemental orders he did not regard them 
as imperative and cid not suppose that they were 
intended to supersede the earlier instructions not 
to leave his stores at Littleton Isiand on his way 
north. It seems to be wenecally admitted here by 
those who discuss the subject that the landing of 
the Proteus’s stores at the mouth of Smith Sound 
before the ship herself encountered the per- 
fls of the heavy pack north of Cape Sa- 
bine was of the utmost importance. Pru- 
dent arctic navigators under similar circumstances 
bave always endeavored to secure the safety of 
their food suppiy by getting the bulk of it on solid 

land as soon as possibile after reaching their base 
of operations and before running the extreme 
risk which is necessarily involved in an attempt to 
penetrate any part of the great polar pack. Leigh 
Smith, on bis last voyage to Franz Josef Land, two 
years ago, took the precaution to put a large part 
of bis provisiogs ashore at the very earliest possi- 
bie moment, so as not to be entirely at the 
merey of the ice. The wisdom of this 
course was demonstrated only a few days 
later by the crushing and sinkingof his ship. It 
the bulk of the Proteus’s stores and the ready- 
made house which she had on board had been 
landed in this way on Littleton Island or Cape 
Sabine as soon as the ship reached either of these 
points, it would not have been necessary for Lieut. 
Garlington to seek safety at Upernavik, 800 miles 
away, and the lives of Lieut. Greely’s party would 
not have been imperiled, as they now are, by an 
insufficient supply of provisions at the point where 
they had reason toe t abundance. 

The responsibility for this fatal omission must 
rest, it is said, either upon the department which 
planned the campaign or upon the officer to whom 
‘was intrusted the execution of it. The depart- 
ment refers to its supplemental ordérs as evidence 
that it bad foreseen and guarded against such a 
misfortune as that which befell the Proteus by di- 
recting that her stores be landed before she en- 
tered Smith Sound. Lieut. Garlington, on the 
other hand, seems, it is said, to have had no 
knowledge of the supplemental orders and to 
bave acted upon bis original instructions, 
which were to land his stores on his retreat 
after he had tried to get through Smith Sound 
and had failed. Tnis apparent misunderstanding 
between Lieut. Garlington and the department as 
to the most important step of the Summer's arctic 
campaign will doubtless be cleared up when better 
information shall have been received from Lieut. 
Gerlington by mail. As the situation now stands 
Lieut. Garlington seems to have been acting strict- 
ly in accordance with his original instructions, and 
bis telegram of to-day bears, it is said. no evidence 
ofany knowledge of a modification of those in- 
structions by Jater “*suppleméntal orders.” 

Some surprise is expressed here to-day that 
Lieut. Gariington, after the loss of his ship, did not 
wait at Cape Sabine or Littleten Islana for the ar- 
rival of the Yantio, instead of undertaking the 
long and hazardous journey in open boatsto Uper- 
navik. July 23, when the Proteus was crushed, 
Was near the beginning of the best season for arc- 
tic navigation and was the height of the arctio 
Summer. The shipwrecked crew would have 
had to wait for the Yantic, as events proved. only 
11 days, and if the latter ship had not been obliged 
tosearch for Garlington and his men she might 
have remained two or three weeks longer at the 
mouth of Smith Souna, anda have given Lieut. 
Greely that much more time to reach there if he 
were on his way in boats. After the receipt to-day 
of the telegrams from Lieut. Garlington and Com- 
mander Wildes the Secretary of War had a consul- 
tation with the Acting Secretary of the Navy and 
the Acting Chief Signal Officer, and it was finally de- 
eided that the sending ont of another expedition 
this Fail was impracticable and would only put 
more lives in imminent peril.

Ihe annual pennant regatta of the Atlantic 
Jaekt Club was set down for yesterday. There 
were only six boats to start. They were all cabin 
sioops. Other boats of the fleet which were to 
bave participated could not get wind enough to 


reach Bay Ridge. When the first gun was fired, at 
2:20, to egg the starting line, the breeze was 
Fo slight that the boats could scarcely obtain lee- 
way. The second gua was fired at 3:25:15. 
The time was at the first of the flood tide, and the 
wind was scarcely strong enough for the hoats to 
stem it. The starters were the Enterprise, Pil- 
grim, and Stella, of Claes D; the Una. of Class E; 
the Iideran, of Class F, and the Angler, of Class G. 
The Enterprise ied. The boats went as far as the 
Owl’s Head, when they all turned back except the 
Tideran to take advantage of the tide in return- 
ing and save spending a night on the water. Tho 
course was around Buoy No. 8%. on south-west 
spit, a distance of 24 miles. The Ilderan had not 
returned at 10 o’clock last night.

The General was tne recipient 
ot several handsome présents, one of them being a 
silyer-mounted writing-desk from his personal 
staff and another a badge of the Army of the Po- 
tomac, the gift of the officers and men of Battery 
Q@, Second Artillery. 

While an old gentleman and his wife from the 
country with their two grown-up daughters were 
waiting for an exposition car at Fourth and Elm 
streets yesterday afternoon, a third daugbter, who 
had been lost to them for six years, stepped up be- 
hind them with an escort to wait for a car. The 
father recognized her, and an affecting seene fol- 
lowed. Last night the family, cutting short their 
visit to the exposition, returned to their home, 
taking with them the misguided girl, for whom 
fruitless suarches had often been made. 

A peculiar fire occurred near Sharon, this county, 
this afternoon, while Alexander Clark was hauling 
in hay on two two-horse wagons. One of the 
wagons caught fire from the friction of a wheel on 
its axle, and the entire load of bay was soon in 
flames. The horses attacseed to the burning vebi- 
ele became frightened and, starting forward, ran 
into the second wacon, which also caught fire. 

-Both of the wagons and the hay on them were en- 
tirely consumed, and two of the horses were seri- 
ously scorched before tnev were cut loose from the 
wagons.

The disarmed woman then coolly proceed- 
ed to wipe off the blood with which her right 
band and arm were thickly smeared. She 
stood calmly by while the brakeman washed 
his hand and bound it up with a bhandker- 
chief. Neither said a word to _ each 
other. When asked why she shot at tne brake- 
man she laughed defiantly and said nobody saw 
her do the shooting. She got off at Cumminsville. 
No attempt was made to arrest ner. ‘he brake- 
man, whose name is Smith, refused to make any 
statement about the matter. The conductor in- 
timated that the woman was Smith's divorced 
wife.

The last named ward be- 
ing in the Seoond Congressional District, while the 
remaining wards of the Eleventh Assembly Dis- 
trict are in the Third Congressional District, 
the Twenty-fourth Ward is not in any As- 
sembly district, which would entitle it to 
send delegates to such Assembly District 
Convention empowered to vote for that 
member of the State Committee chosen to repre- 
sent the Congressional district in which the ward 
is embraced. Some of the local statesmen used 
the argument offered by the situation to oppose 
Mr. Hobbs’s candidacy for the State Committee 
from the Second Congressional District, but his 
election last evening from an Assembly district 
within the Congressional district in which his 
ward is embraced places him on an equal footing, 
so far as representation is concerned, with the 
other candidates for the State Committeemanship 
from the Second Congressional District. 

In the First Assembly District Convention 
of Kings County, adjourned from Thurs- 
day, the following delegates to the Re- 
publican State Convention were elected last 
evening: Edwin Packard, Howland D. Perrine, 
Robert Avery, and William H. Zeigler. Mr. Pack- 
ard will be strongly urged for the State Committee 
from the Fourth Congressional District. His seleo- 
tion would be a concession to that large and con- 
stantly growing class of Republicans in Kings 
County who have not a very warm side for ma- 
chine politics. The delegates elected last evening 
complete the delegation from Kings County to the 
State Convention. 
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A CUBAN PATRIOT GOES ABROAD. 

Gen. Ramon Leocadia Bonachea, * chief of 
the vanguard” of Cuba, arrived in this City about 
the middle of July for the purpose of procuring 
aid in the formation of an expedition to fight for 
the freedom of Cuba. At that time a reporter of 
Tue Timurcs bad along interview with the General, 
in which he expressed his intention never to cease 


laboring for the freedom of his native isle. He 
resided while in this City at No. 325 West Twenty- 
third-street. the home of a number of other Cuban 
patriots. Whatever work he accomplished was 
done in great secrecy. On Friday he quietly took 
his departure for Jamaica. While in this City 
he was closely watched by the Spanish authorities 
and by local detectives. He was finally induced 
by the former to leave the City, and, as 
a matter of precaution. they made him sign an 
affidavit that he went willingly. A Times reporter 
saw an intimate friend of the General Jast night. 
He said that the patriot had been reasonably suc- 
cessful in his work inthis City. He had gone to 
Jamaica, whence he would go to Venezuela to 
make some further arrangements, and would then 
go to Paris. ‘‘Of one thing yon may be sure,” 
said the centioman, “* Bonachea will go t» Cuba at 
the head of an expedition, and he will not go from 
America.”’ It was further intimated that Cubans 
in this City were working hard for the freedom of 
Cuba, and were devoting a large portion of their 
earnings to that purpose. They did not propose, 
however, openly to violate the neutrality Jaws. 
Ger. Bonachea will return to this City in about

LOUISIANA SCHOOLS CLOSED. 


DEMOCRATIC MISRULE SHUTS UP EVERY 
PUBLIC SCHOOL IN THE STATE. 


New-Or.LEANS, Sept. 15.—It has taken only 
six years of Democratic control in Louisiana to 
eradicate the public schoo! system from its scheme 
ot government. In the reign of earpet-bagcers 
and negroes the school-house flourished in every 
country settlement. To-day nota pubdlic school is 
open in all Louisiana. The Hon. E, H. Fay, State 
Superintendent of Public Schools, in explanation of 


the situation, bas written a letter which was fur- 
nished to the press to-day. The letter is aadressed 
to Ben P. Edmunds, President of the School Board 
at Sparta, La., and says: 

DEAR Str: Your favor of tho 6th inst. reached me 
only jast night, and I hasten to reply. You say people 
are constantly me pg of me why they cannot have 
public schools and ask me to stato the reasons. This I 
will now doin as few words as ible. First—The 
Géneral Asserabiy of 1882 made littic or no provision 
for their support, appropriating only $107,000 all told 
from July 1, 1882, to July |, 1888, never befo'e havin 
appropriated less than $300,000 since the public schoo 
system was firat established. Out of this aforesaid 
amount they unconstitutionally appropriated $30,000 
per annum for two years to three universities, one at 

aton Rouge and two in New-Orleans. Your Superin- 
tendent enjoined this payment, but was non-suited, 
the Supreme Court holding that he had no right to 
protect the interests of the public schools, even 
though he did it at his own personal expense. The 
apportionment of the State Superintendent, made 
Feb. 24, 1885, of the funda of 1852, was enjoined by 
the city School Board of New-Orleans, because 
they were not given 60 much as the parishes 
were. Owing to an error in reporting “ funas 
on hand,” the June apportionment of 1882 had to be 
canceled, but New-Vrieans had succeeded in drawing 
some 22 cents ver capita of educabie chiidren—some 
$13,000—before the error was reported to the superin- 
tendent's office, True, this over-draft of New-Orleans 
was out of the funds of 1881, and would never be col- 
lected to pay the rest of the State 22 cents per capita 
held up from New-Orleans funds of 1882 and appor- 
tioned to the rest of the State to make up the amount 
in July, 1882, by New-Orleans. New-Orleans claims 
that, notwithstanding the over-draft of the fund of 
i881, she is entitled to a pro rata share of the funds of 
1882, hence the injunction restraining the Auditor 
from issuing warrants on the funds of 1882, The case 
was decided in the lower courtin favor of the State 
Superintenaent, and was appealed by the attorneys 
of the New-Orleans School Board, returnable in Febru- 
ary next. Your Superintendent has proposed thatif 
they will relieve those funds already apportioned from 
their injunction, and allow them to be paid out to the 
State, be will hold up from the appropriation suffi- 
cient to satisfy their claim if if ia decided to be a valid 
one by the Supreme Court in February, 1884, but he 
can get no reply from them. Your Superintendent 
has exhausted all means ™ his power to give what 
little appropriations have been made to the public 
schools of the State.” 


The effect of this litigation has been to close the 
doors of every public school-house in the State, 
and there is no prospect of their opening again 
until after the State election of April next. 


THE NYACK ROWING REGATTA. 


FOUR WELL-CONTESTED EVENTS

THE FINANCIAL WORLD. 
_—_—_—_a—_— 

The one subject of aiscussion in Wall-street in 
the past week has been corn. More agricultural 
information has been dispensed in the neighbor- 
hood of the Exchanze in six days past than in the 
same number of years before. Even the regulation 
tape man has dropped his usual subjects of talk 
and discussed the corn crop. Every one in the 
Street has learned how many millions of bushels 
make a large crop, how many a small ‘one, the 
volume of an average crop, where the bulk of the 
exportable crop is grown, and where only corn for 
home consumption is raised; the effect of frost 
on unripened corn, the temperature necessary 
to ripen corn, and the parallel of latitude 
above which the frost has struck to damage and 
below which it has not done any appreciable dam- 
age. The point upon which there is stiil great di- 
versity of opinion is the extent of the damage 
done. The general opinion, after a week’s discus- 
sion of the subject, seems to be that we shall have 
neither a large crop nor a seriously short one, but 
tnat the crop will be an average one, with the 
chances of its falling below the average. Theterm 
“average,’’ however, is a very elastic onein this 
application. The expectation of a crop of 1,800 or 
2,000 million bushels, (these vast sums are almost 
as much beyond the grasp of comprehension as 
those of astronomical distances,) has been 
generally abandoned; and it was upon the 
expectation of harvesting a crop of tbis size 
that the plans for a bull movement under Mr. 
Gould’s leadership were Jaid. The movement was 
started Jast week, justin time for the frost to nip 
it. The opinion now seems to be that the crop 
cannot be much, if any, even under favorable con- 
ditions from now till the gathering in of the grain, 
over 1,600 million bushels. Anything below that 
figure means, under existing conditions, a short 
crop. Thecrop of 1881, which sent the price of 
corn in Chicago up to 82 cents per bushel, was 
about 1,100 million bushels. The acreage this year 
has been vastly increased over that of 1881; 
the population, and consequently the con- 
sumptive requirements, have also increased. 
A crop of 1,600 million bushels on the' 
acreage of this year, supposing it be secured, 
means, therefore, a very moderate return to the: 
farmer for the labor expended in raising the grain, 
butacrop which will meet requirements without 
sending the price of the article up to such prices 
as corn fetched last year. Of course, in those sec- 
tions where the orop is full the farmers will get the: 
benefit of the shortness in the less fortunate seo- 
tions. 

To have started a bull movement in the stock ; 
market based on the corn crop as early as two’ 
weeks ago was taking time by the forelock a little 
too much. Had the crop been then practically se- : 
cured, a better basis for such a movement could not 
be found, and nearly every leading operator in the 
Street was selling corn shortin the grain market 
and buying stocks in the stock market, when the: 
news was telegraphed from the West that there 
was serious trouble from drought and frost. It was 
the more keenly appreciated here because the 
weather on the Atlantic slope was at the moment; 
also cold, raw, and disagreeable. Some one 
among the big operators took alarm, for the suda-° 
den drop which the market had at the close of last 
week could only have been produced by a free 
throwing over of long stock by some one who had 
a good deal of it. Asfar back as the 19th of Au- 
gust, when the market was recovering from ths 
severe break of the Villard and Gould stocks, and 
it was confidently predicted that prices had 
touched bottom for the year, it was intimated in 
these columns that a sounder opinion could be 
formed on that point after the corn crop had got 
beyond the danger of frost-bite. ‘* Any statement 
now,” was the language used, ‘that prices havo 
seen their lowest for this year, be it made by whom 
it will, is the merest guess-work. No one can 
make even a good guess how they will go until we 
know what sort of a corn crop we are to have, 
and that will not be known, judging by present 
appearances, until about the 8th or 10th of Sep- 
tember.” It so happened that the frosts came on 
the nights of the 7th, 8th, 9th, and some places 
were touched on the 10th of September. 

After those frosts it was evident that the elab- 
orately planned bull movement in the market had 
received a set-back such as the one started last 
Jane received from the Chicago failures and the 
bad news about the damage to the Winter wheat 
crop. It will not be forgotten that Mr. Gould had 
predicted with an unusual degree of confidence a 
great rise in the stock market, whieh was to begin 
precisely on June 15. After that lamentable fail- 
ure he made no special predictions about the rise 
which was to take place in the market in Septem- 
ber, but he has taken unusual pains to publicly 
identify himself with the bull movement started. 
It is not customary with him to go out of his own 
office, but since the frosts came he has been in the 
offices of Work, Strong & Co, and Charles Osborn 
& Co. every day for several hours in order to sup- 
port by his presence the courage of his followers. 
He certainly cave the bears a good deal of a sur- 
prise party on Monday last, when the market went 
up quite sharply instead of golng down, as had 
been generally expected, and prices were, on the 
whole, kept well on the advance till Friday, 
when the unfortunate Northern Pacifics be- 
gan to develop alarming signs of falling back 
from the level to which they had been advanced. 
They did break down 2 per cent. or so and took 
the general market with them, but yesterday there 
was arecovery inthem which helped it up again. 
There is the promise of a lively struggle between 
the two factions of buil and bear in the immediate 
future, which may result, first, in producing an- 
other of those dead-locks in the market the last of 
which was broken by the fall of the Gould and Vil- 
lard stocks. It must be confessed the temper of 
the Street remains persistently bearish on the Vil- 
lard properties, and people are beginning to recall 
the safe and conservative management of the 
Northern Pacific Company under that shrewd Ver- 
monter, Mr. Frederick Billings, comparing it with 
the ballooning style in which it has been run under 
the management of his successor. 

The Western Union statement for the quarter 
ending Sept. 80 was issued this week. In the cus- 
tomary form the net revenues forthe quarter are 
given by estimate. They are placed at $1,650,000. 
That quarter of the year in which the Western 
Union makes its largest earnings is the September 
quarter, which includes the Summer months, when 
all the watering-places and Summer resorts are 
filled. The actual net revenues of the September 
quarter of last year were $2,283,000. Supposing 
the actual net revenues of the current quarter 
reach the estimate of $1,650,000, the comparative 
loss this year is something over $600,000, which 
may be put down as the loss to the company by 
the telegrapbers’ strike. In estimating what the 
loss would probably be from tho strike, it was said 
in the article of July 29: 


**l¢ isa conservative estimate which puts the 
losses of the vompany only at its net earnings, 
{while the strike continued, ; the assumption being 
that * * * it eosts the company to send a mes- 
sage as much as it gets for sending it. Thus, sup- 
posing the company calculated on getting as much 
this quarter as it got in the corresponding quarter 
last year, it is losing between $175,000 and $180,000 
per week—which means that It isearning nothing.” 


As the strike dragged along with more or less 
vigor between three and four weeks, it will be seen 
that the calculatien of the Western Union's losses 
above made comes out singularly correct. There 
is, by the way, @ renewal of the old talk about 
listing the etock in London; but the Joint Stock 
Pank Transfer Agency appears to be closed for 
good. It is said that the London Agency of the 
Mercantile Trust Company (a Gould institution) 
will do the business. The decision of the Court of 
Appeals on the appeal inthe Hatch and Williams 
oase is looked for next month, when the court re- 
convenes.

MRDICAL ETHICS ETIQUETTE. THE CODE 
: ETHICS Prep i$ Phe AMERICAN MED- 

TION. ith Comments. By Avs-

‘Medical etiquette is something about which 
& general public has some vague idea, but the 
understanding of that common sense on which 
it is founded often escapes their notice. Dr. 
Flint’s work is not only useful in showing to 
the profession what are the rules laid down, 
putit is good that the non-medical element 
should comprehend that these are neither cap- 
Lious nor emptv ceremonials, but have been 
worked out tor the general benefit of the 
whole community. That idea of the clan- 
nishness of doctors, or that they had a special 
pr pompous code which had the peculfarities of 
gw medieval guild, will be at once dissipated 
by. the reading of Dr. Flint’s volume. 

Section 2, on the ** Duties of Physicians to 
their Patients.” contains this clause: ‘*Se- 
erecy and delicacy when required by peculiar 
tiicamstances should be strictly observed.” 
Dr. Flint’s comments on this are excellent. 
The binding force of secrecy as regards all 
Information obtained in connection with pro- 
fessional relations, whenever it is desired or 
is desirable on the part of patients or their 
friends that the information should not be 
Tommunicated to others, is not sufficiently 
appreciated by many members of the 


medical profession, and still less is it 
Bppreciated by the public.” As to the 

ion of the testimony of a pbysician 

court, Dr. Flint thinks that it 
Bhould be an object with members of the 
medical profession to secure the enactment 
of laws which are in full agreement with the 
letter and the spirit of the code. In the laws 
of the State of New-York there isa statute 
which is in harmony with the code of medical 
ethics, and has for caption * Physicians not to 

Wisclose professional information,” and ex- 
amples are produced where the rulings 
of this statute have been _ enforced. 

statutory law in Missouri, Wisconsin, 

‘owa, Indiana, Michigan, Arkansas, and Cali- 

ornia is substantially the same as in New- 

ork. On the other hand, the law of Eng- 
land makes the divulging of professional se- 
rrets compulsory. The leading case in the 

English gourts was that ot the Duchess of 
Kingston, when Sir C. Hawkins was obliged to 
disclose the secrets of the sick chamber. 
Lord Mansfield said that if a medical 
man made a voluntary revelation of the 
secrets of the sick-room ‘“‘he would be guilty 
pf a breach of honor anda great indiscretion, 
but to give that information which by the 
law of the land he is bound todo wiil never 
be imputed to him as any indiscretion what- 
ever.” The French law, inquisitorial as it may 
be, is the reverse of the English. A portion 
of it reads as follows: ‘‘ L’orsqu’ il est question 
de quelque affaire secréte, il est son devoir de 
me point abuser de ce qui est venu Asa con- 
moissance, et de garder & cet égard un secret 
inviolable.” 

* A great many of the sections of the code are 
Father advisory to the physician than other- 
wise, though they have generully a direct re- 
lationship with the patient. How difficult is 
that question of informing sick people or their 
families of their condition, The effects are 
berrible and the life of the sick may be short- 
ened by gloomy prognostications. “It is, 
therefore, a sacred duty,” says section No. 4, 
** of the doctor to guard himself carefully in this 
respect ana to avoid all things which have a 
tendency to discourage the patient and to de- 
press his spirits.” 

Some of the fine points’ of medical ethics 
have their amusing side. According to the 
New-York manners. for a doctor to advertise 
his residence or office,or even a removal,is in/jra 
‘dig, though in some cities this is done. The 
Bize of the ‘‘shingle” is not regulated, but 
must not, by some tacit determination, be 
beyond a certain size; *‘ but,” writes Dr. Flint, 
**in some places the traditional doctor's shin- 
gileisa board which,in size and conepicuousness, 
would answer a drug shop, with perhaps an 
Arrangement for illumination at night.” In 
Paris, a door-plate would be considered as a 
deviation from the proprieties. It is quite 
evident that for the best of reasons the code 
issues positive injunctions preventing doctors 
Patenting medicines or instruments. Imagine 
a Jenner wanting e patent on vaccination ! 

It seems strange that Dr. Flint should pre- 
pent the fact that asick doctor is often neglect 
3d and is ‘“‘ more poorly cared for in this re- 
_—— than the poorest of non-medical patients.” 

icle XL. directs special attention to the pro- 
fessionai services of physicians to each other. 
It calls on doctors not to neglect their brother 
rofessionals, and insists that an honorarium 
certain cases may be accepted, but that gen- 
Brally visits should be “* gratuitously afforded.” 
Dr. Flint, in the volume under review, shows 
tmost clearly that all these rules have a moral 
weight, and that by their observance protec- 
tion is offered not only against embarrassment 
and confusion, but prevents ‘‘ misappreben- 
sions and dissensions injurious alike to physi- 
cians and patients.”

THE STORIED SEA. By Susan E. WaLLace. Boston: 
James KR. Oscoop « Co. 1883. 


* Very cheerful and entertaining are the 
thapters made up from certain letters to a 
New-York weekly which now appear in a 
pretty little book for the hand. The ‘*storied’’ 
sea is the Mediterranean, and the authoress re- 
deems well her promise that she will not sur- 
feit the reader with guide-book facts, but try 
simply toamuse. There is just enough of a 
wise but somewhat oratorical pedagogue in 
green goggles, just enough of a pretty widow 
who tukes the sentimental view of things, just 
enough of the strong-minded Western woman 
who is resting, after her own fashion, from her 
labors on the platform. It is not true that 
Mrs. Wallace has given no facts historical, 
geographical, and otherwise, but she has 
known so well how to diszuise the bolus that 
it goes down like a sweetmeat. Her tendency 
is to the humor that is called American, and 
leans toward the irreverent, making cap- 
ital ont of the inevitable disappoint- 
ments that travelers experience when they 


come upon a scene colored strangely by their 
hnaginations and crowded with half-formed 
ideas obtained from books of history and fic- 
tion. Sheisfar from understanding the fas- 
tination of the Orient, and perhaps that makes 
these apparently light sketches all the more 
acceptable to ordinary readers, but many 
Pages testify thatshe by no means lacks the 
capacity to understand it in duetime. Like 
most good things the Orient cannot be appre-

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FORESTS OF ENGLAND. 


THE FORESTS OF ENGLAND, AND THE MANAGE- 
MENT OF THEM IN BY-GONE TIMES. Joun 
CrocmBir Brown. Edinburgh: OLiver & Boyp. 


Mr. Brown has written before on this sub- 
ject of forestry, with which he is so thorougk- 
ly familiar, andin the present volume he 
presents in a succinct manner whatis known 
of those Engiish forests which have existed 
from the time of William until te-day. The 
essential characteristic of a forest according 


to old autborities was as follows: ‘A forest 
must always have beasts of venery abiding in 


it, otherwise it is no forest; and if there be 
neither beast of forest nor beast of chaise in 
the game, then may men fell their woods that 
they have within the forest and destroy 
their covers, for that there are no wild beasts 
remaining in it to have covers therein.” 
There was a marked difference between a 
park anda forest. lt was smaller, of course, 
but then any one might make a park, but the 
King alone couid establish a forest. 

For illustration of what was a royal forest 
Mr. Brown gives the history of Sherwood 
Forest. Once it was very extensive, coverin 
the whole County of Nottingham, and extend- 
ing into Yorkshire and Derbyshire. Before 
William conquered England Sherwood was a 
royal bunting-ground, and early Saxon Kings 
chased there the stag. Although Sherwood 
finds ne place in Domesday Book as a forest, 
many places comprised within its district are 
described as portions of the King’s great man- 
or of Mansfield. In Henry ill.’s time a survey 
was made. Describing Dean Forest Mr. Brown 
presents an unbroken chain of wardens, some 
30 in number, who made the lair there from 
King John, 1215, to Queen Victoria, 1838. 
lt was from Dean Forest that Britisk ships 
were mostly built in Queen Bess’s time, and 
it was said that, had the Armada conquered 
England, orders had been issued to destroy the 
forest. In and around this forest iron ore and 
coal is found. The first was worked by the 
Romans, and in Edward I.’s time there were 
72 furnaces within the forest used for iron 
smelting. Here are some of the grants of the 
time: The Dean of the Abbey of Gloucester 
had the tithes of all venison killed in the for- 
est during the time of Henry I. Henry IL. 

ave the Abbot of Flaxley the right to cut 
oan two oaks every week for his forge, but 
in‘Henry III.’s time privileges to cut wood in 
Dean Forest were all revoked. 

New Forest—new by courtesy only—is as old 
as time, and its history seems to show thata 
forest existed there ih William’s time, which 
he enlarged, swallowing into it, accordiug to 
Domesday Book, 108 places, manors, vil- 
lages, or hamlets. Because William was cruel 
in his pleasures, and was indifferent to the dis- 
tress caused by this act, the old chroniclers be- 
lieve that the death of Rufus, in the New For- 
est, shot by Sir Walter Tyrell, was a punish- 
ment—*‘A judgment of God because of his 
father’s dispeopling of that country.”’ 

A chase may be a forest not inclosed; but, 
while the latter is held by the Sovereign, the 
first may belong to a private individual. Mal- 
vern, Cannock, and Hatfield are the principal 
English chases. A park must, like a chase, be 
a royal grant, but ic must beinclosed. Windsor 
Park was once a forest of enormous extent. 
In James L.’s time it had a circumference of 
773% miles, and then had been enormously cur- 
tailed. Mr. Brown presents all the curious 
laws of forestry, from the Charta Foresta to 
the most recent ones. It was only in Henry 
III.’s time, 1225, that we read: ** No man from 
hencefor shall lose either life or a member for 
killing game.’’

JEAN JACQUES ROUSSEAU. 


FOREIGN CLASSICS FOK ENGLISH READERS, 
ROUSSEAU. By Henry Grey GRauam. Phila- 
deiphia: J. B. LIpPINcortT. 


Some curiosity might be excited as to the 
fashioning of the life of Jean Jacques Rous- 
seau into such a form as would be fitted for 
the general instruction of those readers for 
whom the Foreign Classics are intended. In his 
introduction to his confessions Rousseau dis- 
tinctly warns his readers as to the character 
of his life, and bids you read it ‘‘at your 


peril.” Mr. Graham, without exactly elimi- 
nating the brutish qualities of Rousseau, nor 
exactly glossing them over, has succeeded ia 
presenting us with a very excellent life of 
Rousseau, using where he can the ‘* Confes- 
sions,” and also a valuable collection of papers 
known as the Hume papers, derived from the 
Council of the Royal Society of Edinburgh. 

Jean Jacques, up to his twenty-ninth year, 
must be treated in a gingerly manner, and it 
is not easy to describe his life with Mme. de 
Warens at the Charmettes. Rousseau spent 
nearly nine years with Mme. de Warens, “ in 
the strange mixture of vagabondism and senti- 
mentality, fine feelings and shabby actions, of 
high moral enthusiasm and unsavory depend- 
ence.” The author’s depreciation of Rousseau 
is just. He describes his writings and the 
man himself as follows: ‘‘ Not only does he 
tell of his youthful knaveries, which are with- 
out edification tor any human being, but 
he narrates incidents a man hardly men- 
tions to his nearest friend, all unconscious 
of, their egrossness, and never feeling 
that they deerade those chapters, (the ‘Confes- 
sions,’) which contain certain scenes of ex- 
quisite beauty.” Rousseau was a man utterly 
devoid of all meral responsibility. Whether 
Rousseau killed himself or not, in 1778, will 
never be known. ‘Though the evidence of 
M. de Girardin seems to afford distinct testi- 
mony that his death was natural, over that 
end mystery and suspicion will forever 
hang.” Such little good as Rousseau had in 
him was overshadowed by the worst qualities 
of human nature. It is useless to deny 
that tbe influence for good or bad he exerted, 
not only over France, but over all Europe, was 
immense, As a democratic author he wielded 
a power which was felt even in aristocratic 
ranks. Himself a dissolute man, the peculiar 
spectacle was presented of his attempting to 
reconstruct domestic life. By insisting on 
maternal duties, Rousseau, who placed his 
own offspring in the foundling hospital, 
won the heart of mothers! ‘*We must 
pardon something,” said Mme. Marmontel 
to her husband, when one day he was descant- 
ing on the enormities of Jean Jacques; ‘‘ we 
must pardon something to him who taught us 
all to be mothers.’’ Strange are the instru- 
ments Providence fashions, for certainly with 
Pestalozzi and Frébel the influences of Rous- 
seau were sensibie in his time, and for good 
in the educational system of Europe. What 
did Dr. Johnson say of Rousseau when he 
visited England in 1766? **Sir, I would sooner 
sign a sentence for his transportation than 
that of any felon who has gone from Old 
Bailey these many years. Yes, I would like 
to see him work at the plantations.’ There 
was about Kousseau an evident tinge of in- 
sanity, for without that the strangeness of the 
man can hardly be comps ehended.

NEW BOOKS. 
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—A Concise English History. M. 
Lupton. Boston: Roberts Brothers.—Within 
the limit of 400 pages of close print the com- 
piler of this book presents in chronological 


order all the historical events of England. 
Opening the volume at random, we find that 
not only are Knglish events recorded, but as 
every action in Europe reflects on England, 
so are all other complications in foreign 
countries mentioned, ‘lypes in capitals call 
attention at once to salient events. As a 
book of historical reference it has a good deal 
of merit, for a copious index facilitates the 
work of hunting up an incident or a date. 


—Manual of A Complete 
Guide in Collecting and Preserving Birds and 
Mammals. C. J. Maynard. Boston: S. E£. 
Cassino & Co.—This volume takes the subject 


of bird mounting at the very beginning, tell- 
ing the methods of capturing or securing the 
objects to be preserved. In shooting birds, 
the author states that although dust shot for 
birds up to the size of a cedar bird is useful, 
for larger ones bigger projectiles must be 
used. All the details of skinning, taking out 
the bones, preserving the skins, mounting the 
subjects, with details of mauipulation, are 
concisely given. Describing the methods of 
preserving fish, the author explains the diffi- 
culties, in fact, no taxidermist ever can make 
a good stuffed fish. The only method is to use 
the fish itself for a mold and to make a cast in 
plaster of Paris, The book is intelJigently 
written, and will be found interesting to nat-

TWO SUSPECTED MEN TO BE PROS. 

EOUTED. ~ 
A CONFERENCE WITH THE ASSISTANT DIS8- 

TRIOT ATTORNEY — REPAYMENTS BY 
THOSE WHO PAID THE UNAUTHORIZED 
COLLECTORS. 

The disclosures of the frauds perpetrated in 
the collection of water rates by unauthorized per-— 
sons either directly connected with tte office of 
the Water Register or familiar wish the methods 
of that office, as published in Tur Trares, continue 
to be a subject of interest to oltizens and politi- 
cians. The Department of Public Works was 
closed promptly at noon yesterday, as usual, but 
what was not by any means usual was tho fact 
that after 12 o’clook the door-keeper denied admis- 
sion to all visitors, declaring that no person con- 
nected with the Water Bureau of the department 


was in the building. Considering that an Inveati- 
gation of the affairs of this bureau is in progress, 
it was thought somewhat strange that Water 
Register Chambers and his clerks should all 
take their usual half-holidsy, but the 
door-keeper stoutly asserted that all of 
them had gone away promptiy at noon, and no 
further informativn in regard to the fraud could, 
in consequence, be gained at the department. It 
was ascertained, however, from a perfectly trust- 
worthy source that, so faras present developments 
have shown, there will be a deficiency in the water 
rents, which shoula have been collected and 
turned over tothe City Treasury, of about $30,- 
000, and further investigation may increase this 
amount materially. The statement of Commis- 
sioner Thompeon that he began his investigation 
some time ago was denied by a gentleman who is 
in a position to know the facts, and who said that 
the Commissioner made no move toward unearth- 
ing the frauds until a day or two before Tue Times 
printed jts disclosures. 

Great Secrecy prevailed in official circles yester- 
day as to the steps being taken to detect and pun- 
ish the persons who may responsible 
for . the irregulurities. Commissioner Thomp- 
ron called upon Assistant District Attorney 
O'Byrne early in the afternoon and Jaid 
the facts in his possession before him. 
Mr. Thomoson then went away, but soon re- 
turned with Water Register Chambers and two of 
the latter’s clerks. Another conference followed, 
after which the Commissioner, Mr. Chambers, and 
the clerks went away. Mr. O’Byrne was asked 
last evening what action he proposed to take. 
“I can’t tell you,” said he. “It might dofeat the 
ends of justice. There are two suspected persons, 
one of whom is a fugitive from justice, and the 
other is in this wen but might be frightened away. 
One might go further away and the other leave the 
City." Mr. O'Byrne expressed the belief that the 
City would lose little or nothing by the irregulari- 
ties. Many persons who had paid water taxes to 
unauthori collectors had come to the Bureau 
and paid them over again. The amount 
stolen, he said, was more than $3,000, 
but it was not a large eum. Com- 
missioner Thompson was very much in earnest in 
his desire to punish the guilty persons and would, 
in Mr. O’Byrne’s opinion, make up any deficiency 
which might remain after the taxes were collected 
as far as possible. Mr. O'Byrne said that it would 
seer as if there must have been collusion between 
pervons in the Register’s office and those outside. 
The case looked to him very much like the trouble 
in the office of the Commussiover of Jurors last 
Spring. Presentments against the suspected per- 
sons would undoubtediy be made .to the Grand 
Jury at once. J 

The persons who paid money to the unauthor- 
ized collectors in liquidation, in whole or in part, 
of their water taxes are, of course, bound by the 
strongest of motives to conceal their transactions 
of this kind, because, by admitting them, they 
confess thelr attempt, by collusion with the officers 
of the department, or others representing them- 
selves as such, to swindle the City out of its just 
duesin the form of water rates. The consumers 
who engaged in this business could, it is agreed on 
all sides. have been induced to do so only by the 
offer held out to them of fraudulently saving a part 
of the money legitimately owing to the City. The 
printed instructions on the water bills forbidding 
the payment of rates outside ot the office of the 
Water Register, is in terme so plain that no con- 
sumer of ordinary intelligence can plead ignorance 
of the fact that in paying his rates to an outside 
collector, even though he might have been a reg- 
ular Inspeetor of the department, he was violating 
the law. This being the case, the presumption is 
inevitable that any consumer who paid money to 
auch a fraudulent collector did so because a part 
of bis tax was remitted as a consideration. The 
officers of the department refuse to make 
known the names of the persons who have 
beeu engaged in this conspiracy to swindle the 
City, but it was ascertained yesterday that many 
of them have became frightened at the prospects 
of exposure, and have already vaid to Register 
Chambers the amount called for by the bills which 
they had tried to compromise by the fraud just 
discovered. Up tonoon yesterday, when the office 
of the Register closed, ebout $10,000 had been re- 
ceived from consumers on account of these old 
bills. The total amount of water taxes collected 
during the week ending yesterday was $19,222 96.

LABOR AND EDUCATION. 


THE SENATE COMMITTEE &8TILL LISTENING 
TO SUGGESTIONS. 

The Senate Committee on Labor and Edu- 
cation examined but one witness, Richard J. Hin- 
ton, a Washington journalist, at its session yester- 
day. He called attention to the need of a change 
in the public school system as managed in the 
West, where the principal efforts of the school 
boards seem to be directed to the erection of im- 
posing and costly school buildings. The principals 
of these institutions are paid large salaries, but the 
teachers in the primary and common schools 
are pald small _ salaries. The  instrue- 
tion is consequently not so thorough as it 
should be. He recommended that a National 
educational department should be established to 
correct these abuses and have general supervision 
of the educational interests of the country. He 
also advocated a change in the homestead laws. 
which are of such a charaater that gross abuses of 
the spirit of the law are possible, As an instance 
of this abuse, he said that English capitalists—in 
some instances members of, or sons of members of, 
the British Parliament have induced people to take 
up large tracts of land near the only avuilable 
water supply in New-Mexico and Arizona. and 
then turn the land overtothem. The land isthen 
converted into immense ranches of thousands of 
acres and fenced in so that settlers outside of 
these ranches cannot reach the lakes, where only 
water can be obtained. In this way much land is 
rendered practically valueless to would-be settlers, 
who are compelied to submit to exactions from 
these English iandlords in order to beableto get 
water for themselves and their stock. 

Mr. Henry Greer, in a letter tothe committee, 
called attention tothe field open to young men 
and women in electrical engineering, and urged 
the establishment of Government industrial schools 
where this ana other special branches may be 
taught. On Monday Mr. Fortune, the editor of the 
Globe, will submit a paper on the condition of the 
laboring classes in the South. On Tuesday the Rev. 
R. Heber Newton and several lady members of 
local and State charity organizations will address 
the committee on the needs of the laboring classes, 
referring especialiy to the condition of -women.

HELD FOR FORGERY. 

Frank C, Barlow, a young man who is the 
son of a wealthy dentist in Jersey City, came to 
the jewelry store of David W. Johnson, No. 26 
Maiden-lane, about a week ago, and told Mr. 
Johnson that his mother had sent him to buy 


some presents for himself. The jeweler knew the 
family of the young man, and believing it to be all 
right, sold him $350 worth of diatinonds and 
other articles, in payment for which Barlow gave 
Johnson two checks on the Tradesmen’s National 
Bank, signed by his mother—one for $100 and one 
for $250. These checks were subsequently found 
to be forgeries, and Johnson reported the case to 
the police. Barlow was arraigned in the Essex 
Market Police Court yesterday, and offered to set- 
tle the matter by paying the $350. Mr. Johnson 
refused to do this, being determined to prosecute 
Barlow, and Justice Duffy held the prisoner for 
trial.

BORROWING MONEY FROM A BENEVOLENT 

GENTLEMAN UNDER AN ASSUMED NAME. 

A plain-looking young woman, of good ad- 
dress, who gave her name as Loulse Watson, and 
who sald she lived at No. 236 West Fortieth-street, 
was brought to the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday, under arrest for having obtained from 
Mr. Joseph H. TI’. Martin, one of the members of 
the frm of William Lyon & Co., No, 483 Broadway, 
sums of money aggregating $150 by false pretenses. 
Mr. Martin is a resident of Woodbridge, N. J. The 


| siggy’ is respectably connected, and her father, 
r. Stephen sVilkins, holds a responsible position 
in the bunking-house of White, Morris & Uo., 
No. 6 Wall-street. She has been known under 
the names of Underhill, Walker, and Daly, and 
sometimes she used her maiden name of Wilkins. 
Her parents resiue at No, 282 West Thirty- 
ninth-street, and up to a month ago, when 
she quarreled with her mother, she lived 
with them. Her aunt, Mrs. Ella Hall, 
has a dress-making establishment at No. 302 West 
Fifty-sixth-street. Mrs. Hall was at one time in 
comfortable circumstances, but when her hus- 
band's death occurred two months ago she was in- 
duced by friendsto gointothe business of dress- 
making. Among them was Mr. Martin, who at the 
solicitation of his wife, loaned her money. About 
three weeks ago Mr. Martin received anote pur- 
porting to come from Mrs. Hall asking for the loan 
of $85. The note was brought by a mes- 
senger boy, and Mr. Martin sent’ the 
money asked for through the same medium. 
This was followed by other notes asking 
for small loans, until Mr. Martin had sent Mrs. 
Hall, as he supposed, about $150. In one of the 
letters asking for the loan of $25 was inclosed a 
note purporting to have been sent to Mrs. Hall by 
a Mrs. C. Vanneen, in which the writer regrets her 
inability to settle a bill of $110 at once, but that 
her husband would send a check for the amount 
ina day ortwo. This-was sent to indicate to Mr. 
Martin that the loan asked for was merely a tem- 
porary one. In another letter, asking for a loan 
of $15, the writer inclosed a plain ring, which she 
said was her much-prized wedding ring, and which 
she offered as security for the loan, at the 
same time imploring Mr. Martin to take the 
greatest care of it, and assuring him that 
if more valuable security was needed sha would 
send her diamond ear-rings. The frequency of 
these urgent appeals for help impressed Mr. Martin 
with the idea that Mrs. Hall was getting into finan- 
cial difficulties. He spoke to Mrs. Martin about 
the matter. Inquiries were made and it wasascer- 
tained that Mrs. Hall had not authorized 
any of the requests for loans, and had not 
received any of the money. The matter 
was laid before Inspector Kbyrnes, and Detective 
Sergeants Frink and MeGuire were detailed to 
bunt up the swindler. —— found that all the let- 
ters had been sent from a district messenger office 
in the neighborhood of Sixth-avenue and Forty- 
seeond-street. From the messengers they obtained 
a description of the woman who had written and 
sent the notes to Mr. Martin. One of the lads told 
the officers that he had given one of the answers 
to a note to James Daly, a brick-layer formerly em 
ployed at the new Opera-house building, who 
was waiting for it at Sixth-avenue and Forty- 
second-street. The detectives learned that the 
woman they sought was in the habit 
of meeting Daly at Forty-second-street and 
Sixth-avenue, and on Friday evening they 
arrested her there while waiting for Daly. She 
roved to be Louise Wilkins, alias Watson, Mrs. 
all’s niece. She was locked up at Poliee Head- 
quarters for the night and yesterday taken to 
court, when Justice Patterson committed her for 
examination in default of $1,000 bail. Mrs. Wii- 
kins, the mother of the accused woman, was in 
court and sat beside her daughter during the pro- 
ceedings and until she was taken into the prison. 
The young prisoner has had a rather checkered 
career. Hor father, she says, was formerly in the 
lumber business with one John Spofford. They 
failed about five years ago, and her father then 
took a position in the banking-house in Wall- 
street, where he is still employed. In 1879 she was 
married to F. H. Underhill, who was em- 
ployed as a clerk in a furnishing goods 
store in this City. They lived with her 
parents for nearly three years.

IRVING HALL IN DESPAIR. 


FINDING HARMONY OUT OF ITS REACH IT 
WILL HOLD ITS OWN PRIMARIES. 

The conference committee of the Irving 
Hall Democrats, which has been trying to wag the 
other factions of the party into sending a united 
delegation to the Buffalo Convention, met yester- 
day at No. 25 Chambers-street and gave up the 
effort.

IMMIGRATION AT NEW-YORK. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Henry A. Hurlbut, 
President of the Commissioners of Emigration of 
the State of New-York, has forwarded to the 
Seeretary of the Treasury the report of the opera- 
tions of the board under the contract with the Seo- 
retary of the Treasury authorized by the act of 
Aug. 3, 1882. The report says that the work of the 


commission is carried on uncer the general depart- 
ments known as the emigrant landing depot at 
Castle Garden, and the hospital and refuge de- 
partment at Ward's Island, each of which is spe- 
clally a by the respective committees of 
the board. From Aug. 3, 1882, to June 30, 1883, the 
number of emigrants landed each month at Castle 
Garden was: 1882—August, 25,236; September, 
83,536; October, 30,382; November. 28,201; Decem- 
ber, 19,818; 1888—January, 8,348: February, 18,213; 
a 28,081; April, 53,882; May, 69,598; June, 

4 15. 

At the Castle Garden Laber Bureau employment 
was found for 28,551 immigrants during the same 
period. The number of immigrants admitted to 
the hospitals at Wara’s Island was 4,991. The 
greater portion of these were discharged cured 
or improved, and there remained in the emigrant 
institutions at Ward’s Island on June 80 last 502 
inmates, 108 of whom were insane. The amount 
of the immigrant fund collected was $180,217. The 
amount expended for the protection, care, and 
maintenance of immigrants was $203,197. Of this 
amount $146,891 was drawn from the United 
States “immigrant fund,” and the remainder, 
$56,306, was paid by the State of New-York.

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FAILURE OF A DRY GOUDS HOUSE. 
BOLSTER & CO., OF PORTLAND, 
MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT. 


News was received in this city yesterday of 
the failure of Storer, Bolster & Co., of Portiand, 
Me., wholesale dealers in dry goods. Nominal as- 
sets of $350,000, with Habilities of $225,000, were re- 
ported. The firm found their credit shaken in July 


last, and in August disposed of their entire stock 
for cash to Deering, Milliken & Co., wholesale dry 
goods men of Boston and No. 79 Leonard-street, this 
City. Atthe time of the sale the firm expected to 
be able to pay all their liabilities. Owingto Inability 
to make collections they found themselves embar- 
rassed, and though they paid a large number of bilis 
falling due in July and August, they were unable 
to fully meet obligations maturing during this 
month and October and so made an assignment, 
that all their creditors might share alike. Mr. Mul- 
liken, of Deering, Milliken & Co., stated yesterday 
that the trouble with the firm was insufficient cap- 
ital to carry on their business, which aggregated 
about $1,000,000 a year. Their indebtedness, he 
said, was in small amounts to the trade in this City 
and Boston, and was so largely scattered that it 
will seriously affect no single house, or have any 
effect upon the trade either here or in Bos- 
ton. The loss to creditors, in his opinion, 
will be but a small proportion of the 
total outstanding indebtedness. The firm, under 
the successive titles of Locke, Twitchell & Co. 

Locke, Meserve & Vo., Storer Brothers & Co., and 
Storer, Bolster & Co., has been in business in Port- 
land, Me., forabout a quarter of a century, and its 
members have occupied a high position there in 
both social and business life. Their reverses ex- 
cite the sympathy of the people generally in Port- 
land, as well as in the trade at large.
